THE DIRECTORS OF CONVICT PRISONS, 
. For the Year 1875. 
Sir, Home Office, July 1876. 


We have the honour to submit the yearly Report required 
by Act of Parliament on the Convict Prisons in England for the 
year ending the 3lst December 1875, and to enclose the usual 
Statistical Returns, &c., by the Governors, Chaplains, and 
Medical Officers of the various prisons. 3 

The number of male convicts received into Government prisons Number of 
under fresh sentences during 1875 was 1,590, besides 118 with eet 
licences revoked or re-committed to serve out the period remitted ; 
from their former sentences. 

The number of female convicts received into Government Number of — 
prisons under fresh sentences during 1875 was 308, besides 32 oe 
with licences revoked or re-committed to serve out the period 
remitted from their former sentences. 

The number of sentences of penal servitude passed in England, 

Wales, and Scotland in 1875.\was 1,791, which is rather below the 
low average of the five years just terminated. The fluctuation in 
the number during these years has been remarkably small, and 
the amount of serious crimes, as measured by sentences of penal 
servitude, may at present, be considered as stationary, and to have 
diminished in ratio to the population, which is estimated to have 
increased by 800,000 since 1870 or by 3°5 per cent. 

An analysis of the ages of the population of our convict prisons 
during each of the last five years appears to give grounds for 
hoping that the development of the criminal classes has received 
a permanent check. . 

The following return of the number of criminals composing the 
population of our convict prisons on 31st December of each year 
since 1871, distinguishing those who were 35 years old and up- 
wards, from those who were below that age, shows that the total 
male population has steadily decreased year by year, till it was 
on 31st December 1875, 337 less than on 31st December 1871, or by 
3°7 per cent., but that the younger portion has decreased by 463 or 
by about 7°4 per cent., or at twice the rate of decrease of the prison 
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population asa whole, while the older portion has increased by 
126 or 4°7 per. cent.

In considering the evidence which these figures afford, it should 
be remembered that, as transportation to Australia ceased only in 
1867, it would reasonable to expect that there would have been 
an increase in the convict prison population during these years, 
and perhaps more particularly in the younger portion of it. 

A similar effect is observed in regard to the female prison popu- 
lation, the total number. being almost the same at the beginning 
and end of this period of five years—viz. 1,252, and 1,244, while 
the younger portion has diminished from 763 to 623 or by 
1]: 1 per cent. 

It is reasonable to infer from these figures that the means which 
have been adopted in recent times for preventing crime, by cutting 
it off at its source, have begun to take effect, and also that the 
system of punishment now adopted, is effective on all but a com- 
paratively small portion, who are incorrigible. ; 

During the year 1875 and the end of 1874, somewhat remark- 
able instances of the successful employment of convict labour have 
been given. 

It had been determined to establish a new prison at Wormwood — 
Scrubs, to replace Millbank Prison, and another prison was also 
to be built at Borstal near Rochester, in which the inmates were 
to be employed in works of fortification for the War Department. 
In both cases certain preliminary works, necessary for the security 
of the prisoners, were performed by free labour, such as erecting a 
boundary fence, out of materials prepared in a convict prison. At 
Borstal, selected prisoners were for 16 weeks taken daily, in close 
conveyances from Chatham Prison, a distance of about four miles, 
under charge of reliable officers, and were employed in erecting a 
prison, the materials for which, had been, so far as possible, pre- 
pared at Chatham Convict Prison. Temporary huts for cooking, for 
stores, for accommodating a guard, &c., were erected on the spot, 
and by 3rd August 1874 the building were se far advanced, that 
40 cells could be occupied by prisoners, and the establishment was 
then opened as a prison. Since that period the works have pro- 
gressed so that by the end of 1875, there was accommodation for 
215 prisoners, besides stores and offices, and a temporary infirmary, 
and this accommodation has now heen increased until cell 
buildings capable of accommodating altogether 500 prisoners are 
nearly completed. Quarters for the two principal warders and 
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18 warders are also nearly ready for occupation, <A part of the 
adjoining ground has been devoted to raising vegetables for the 
use of the prisoners, and all other works necessary for the purpose 
have been carried out entirely by convict labour. 

_ At Wormwood Scrubs a similar process was pursued, but as it 
_ was thought that the daily conveyance of prisoners through the 
metropolis to work there, might cause apprehension, free labour 
was employed in erecting. temporary buildings, which were pre- 
pared in the convict prisons at Millbank and Pentonville, but in 
December 1874 it was appointed a convict prison, and on the 
14th of that month nine selected men were sent to occupy the 
buildings, shortly after this the free workmen were discharged, 
and by the 5th of May 1875 the temporary accommodation had 
been increased until there was room for 195 prisoners, with offices, 
cookhouse, workshops, &c. A block of quarters for 12 officers 
has since been completed. A road half a mile in length leading 
up to the prison has been roughly made and fenced. Brick- 
making for the permanent prison has been actively carried on, 
and considerable progress has been made in erecting one wing of 
it. The resources of other convict prisons, in labour, &c., have 
been made to contribute to these works. The bricks are made, 
as before said, by convict labour on the spot, and stone dressed 
and all carpenters’ work fixed, the stone is quarried at Portland 
and Dartmoor, iron-castings made at Portland, and carpenters, 
joiners, and blacksmiths work done at Millbank and Chatham, 
and these unprecedented operations have, thanks to the good 
arrangements made, and to the energy and good judgment of the 
officers employed, been carried out with complete success, and 
without a single mishap of any kind. 

We have continued our endeavours to extend the useful. 
employment of prisoners in other ways. There is practically 
hardly any limit to the capabilities of prison labour, if advantage 
were taken of the great variety of trades with which the inmates 
of convict prisons are acquainted. A list of trades of 1,641 men 
discharged from Chatham prison during 1875 is given in the 
Report of the Rev. Mr. Duke, the chaplain, and besides this a 
considerable number are both anxious to learn new trades, and 
capable of doing so, as is detailed in the Reports of the 
Governors. | 

There are, of course, certain difficulties to be overcome, or 
certain requirements to be attended to which must. limit the 
purposes to which prison labour can be devoted; but the 
principal obstacle to the development of useful and profitable 
employment is, that of finding employers or of getting a certain 
market for the entire produce of the labour of an indefinite 
~ number of persons of varied skill and capacity, a feature in the 
problem which makes it differ entirely from the ordinary one in 
which an employer can add to, or reduce, the number of persons 
in his service, in proportion to the work he has for them to do. 

To these considerations-must be added others which make it 
undesirable for a department of Government to enter into trading 
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operations in a large way, if it can be avoided, or to ran the risk 
(which has befallen prison departments in other countries) of 
establishing large industries, which, by the fluctuations of events, 
may result in absolute loss to the public. ¢ 

All these difficulties and disadvantages might be met by a more 
extended utilization of prisoners’ labour for the production of. 
articles required by the public service, and it is difficult to say 
why articles should continue to be purchased which are more or 
less costly on account of the labour of producing them, when 
they might equally well be made by convict labour, for little 
more than the cost of the materials. 

During the course of the year 1875 the practice of sending 
male convicts, who became lunatic, to Broadmoor Asylum (which 
had already been suspended during 1874) was permanently put 
an end to, and all male convicts who become insane during their 
sentence will, in future, be retained in a convict prison. Woking 
prison, which was constructed as a hospital prison, is charged 
with the care of these persons. The change was no doubt a 
judicious one in respect of the separation of men who were actual 
criminals undergoing sentence, from those who had been acquitted 
on the ground that their crimes were to be attributed to their 
insanity, and who, therefore, might fairly be treated with a degree 
of indulgence, which, so far as it is not a part of the medical 
treatment, would be inappropriate in the case of a convicted 
criminal, and there is good ground for anticipating that a pro- 
pensity to sham insanity, or to that deliberate abandonment of 
self-control which resembles, or may actually develope into 
insanity, will be checked by the knowledge that it will not lead 
to a transfer to the comforts and comparative freedom of 
“ The Farm” (as the Broadmoor Asylum is termed among the 
convicts). The Report of the Medical Officer of Woking prison 
draws attention to this point, and indicates, both the general 
course of treatment which has been adopted, with very beneficial 
results, and also the special difficulties which present themselves 
in dealing with this class of convicts. He says, “ The persistency 
“ with which prisoners feign both bodily and mental maladies, 
and the practices to which they resort to carry out their decep- 
tions are often so extraordinary, and even revolting, as to be 
scarcely credible, and might readily deceive those unaccustomed 
to their management. The main inducement for prisoners to 
feign insanity is, no doubt, a desire to be sent to an asylum, 
with a view of improving their position, both as regard comfort, 
and a better prospect of ultimate liberty. 

“ Some of those here, who have been in asylums, have proved 
very troublesome and exacting. In one instance, where the 
man appears to have been an inmate of several asylums, he 
“ demanded eggs and bacon for his breakfast, and as his wish 
was not gratified, he began to threaten and as he obstinately 
refused food, it was necessary to feed him twice a day for six 
months, betore he gave in. Since that time he has gone on 
« quietly.” And “In the case of some of these very dangerous 
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and violent men there is generally a marked dislike of work, 
and their actions are frequently inconsistent with general 
lunacy, being often exaggerated, done with a motive, and at 
times to attract the attention of those in authority over them, 
whilst they at the same time sleep well, and have seldom any 
well-marked delusions. 

“ The removal of such men to this prison is, no doubt, a great 
disappointment to them, as they sometimes complain of not 
being sent to an asylum, and this new lunatic department is 
likely to prove a great check to malingering, for when prisoners 
disposed to feign insanity find that all their self-inflicted dis- 
comforts, and even tortures, will only, if successful, result in 
being transferred to another prison, they will be less inclined 
to try the experiment. 

“ In most cases of criminal lunacy, there may be a greater or 
less amount of mental weakness, giving rise to the impairment 
of the controlling power, but in the case of those violent men 
they may have indulged their vicious passion, until it has 
ended in some serious crime. Although such men may not be 
entitled to the same treatment as ordinary lunatics, who are 
deserving of all our sympathy, a kindly and encouraging, but 
at the same time, firm plan of management has been adopted, 
‘together with a good diet, and interesting books, but no 
indulgences in the shape of beer or tobacco, and hence the 
disadvantage in dealing with men who have formerly been 
allowed such extras. 

“For these very insubordinate men, restraint has occasionally 
been necessary for the safety of the men themselves, and those 
in charge, but the cases requiring it have been very few in 
number.” 

The following returns show the number of insane convicts in 


custody at the end of each of the last 10 years, and the manner 
in which all prisoners reported insane have been disposed of :—

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The sanitary condition of the convict prisons continues good. 
It may, perhaps, be said that, for many years, sanitary con- 
siderations and sanitary laws, were attended to in prisons when, 
little, or no attention, was paid to them in any other quarter. 
The result is summed up in the following passage of the Report 
of the Medical Officer of Millbank Prison: “ On looking through 
“ the Annual Medical Statistics of these prisons for the 20 
“ years, 1855-74, I find that only eight deaths are ascribed to 
* enteric fever, or 40 per annum, in a population, male and 
** female, averaging 7,913, during the five years 1870-74, only 
** two deaths were caused by this disease in an average popula- 
“ tion of 9,509. If the sanitary securities enjoyed by the 
“ inmates of the convict prisons could be extended to the general 
** population of the country, many thousands of lives would every 
** year be saved.” 


In the preceding part of the same report the result of the 
improved knowledge of these important matters, is shown by the 
comparison of the mortality in Millbank from miasmatic diseases 
in the two periods which are contrasted, and it should be borne 
in mind that the latter period, which is so favourable to health, 
includes the years during which the discipline of the prison has 
been kept up to the highest standard, and the comfort or mere 
indulgences, in matters “of diet and Gehorwice, which was at one 
time thought necessary have been entirely cut off. 

There can belittle doubt that if the health of the convict 
prisons is maintained at a comparatively high standard, it is done 
under every disadvantage, from the weakly and diseased con- 
dition of a considerable number of the prisoners. The Medical 
Officer of Woking observes, that “ The invalid class may be 
** looked upon in a. great degree as the dregs of the different 
* eonvict prisons, with constitutions impaired by a long course 
* of profligacy and vice.’ 


The following return shows that a larger proportion. of 
prisoners than last year have taken advantage of the assistance 
offered to them by the Societies for the aid of prisoners on 
discharge, and this affords, perhaps, some evidence of their desire 

to abandon a criminal life.

The penal establishment in’ Western Australia continues to 
diminish, the only place now retained in charge of the Home 
Government being the convict prison at Fremantle containing 
276 inmates. There are also 55 men in colonial establishments 
who are paid for by the Home Government, making, with the 
inmates of the lunatic asylums and the invalid prison, a total of 
444 maintained at the charge of the Imperial Government. There 
are also 589 men dispersed about the colony on ticket of leave 
earning their own living, and the total number of persons (exclusive 
of this class) in the colony who came out as convicts is 5,108. 
Of these only 57 have never had a ticket of leave, and who are

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still in prison on account of the sentence for which they were 
sent out. The remainder have been reconvicted in the colony, 
but, though the original sentences of some of them has expired, 
are maintained at the charge of the Home Government. 

The amount of expenditure on convict account in Western 
Australia continues very large. Besides the cost of the establish- 
ment and maintenance, which amounted in 1875 to 43,8931. 7s. Od., 
or 971. 10s. 9d. per head, there is the cost of the police for the 
colony, of which two-thirds is paid by the Home Government, 
which amounted

this way, and, as before stated, only 5,108 (see Governor Robinson’s 
Despatch, No. 116, of 15th October 1875, published in Votes and 
Proceedings, &c. of Legislative Council: of Western Australia for 
1875-6) remain in the colony, it is clear that, whatever merits 
a transportation system may have, it cannot claim that of bemg 
economical.

PRISONS. 


BORSTAL PRISON. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 


I wAvE the honour to submit the Annual Report for the past year; Extracts, 
but having so recently taken charge of this establishment, I am indebted oe 
to Captain Burgoyne, the deputy governor, recently in charge, for the — 
greater portion of it. 


Superior Officers, Sc. 


The following changes kave taken place during the past year. I 
was appointed governor on transfer from Gibraltar 16th November 
1875. On the Ist October the Reverend David Campbell was 
appointed chaplain, on promotion from Millbank, up to which date the 
chaplain of the Chatham Prison continued, as in the previous year, to 
exercise & supervision over the spiritual wants of the convicts. 

On 9th October Mr. Reeve was appointed steward, on transfer from 
Gibraltar, those duties having up to that time been performed by 
Mr. W. Rea, second-class clerk (who also had charge of the stores), in 
addition to his duties as clerk in the governor’s office. On 18th De- 
eember Mr, Cannon joined the establishment as first-class clerk, on 
promotion from Millbank. 


Discipline Officers. 


The conduct of the discipline officers has continued to be most 
satisfactory. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 


The conduct of the prisoners has been satisfactory, as might be 
expected, from the fact that they have been selected as being within a 
short time of their release. No serious offences have been committed, 
and none necessitating trial by a director. 


Escapes and Assaults. 


There have been no escapes nor attempts at escape, neither have 
there been any assaults upon officers.

There has been only one death during the year. 


Employment of Prisoners, State of Buildings, Sc. 


The convicts have been employed principally in farming the land, 
making and improving roads, clearing the land of stones, and breaking 
them for the roads. ar. 


A main has also been laid from the pump, which involved tunnelling | 


for a distance of 1,056 feet to the depth of 30 feet, besides an open 
cutting of 330 feet, connecting with a shaft that has been sunk to a 
depth of 61 feet inside the prison. 

D wing having been completed, was oceupied in April. B and C 
wings are complete as far as the brickwork, and in a very advanced 
state in every other respect. These two wings differ from A and D 
in not having boarded floors, in place of which concrete has been laid, 
covered by asphalte. A portion of B wing (28 cells formed into 
14 double ones), has been partitioned off, with the intention of its being 
used as a temporary infirmary. A few of these cells are for the present 
being used by the medical officer, chaplain, and others as offices. 
Progress has also been made with a block of buildings consisting of 
two principal warders houses and 18 smaller quarters for other 
discipline officers. These will be fit for occupation probably in about 
six months time. 


Concluding Remarks. 


The staff of subordinate officers, which consisted on the 31st De- 
cember 1874 of a total of 13, was, by the end of 1875, increased to 
30, in addition to an engineer and three civil guards; and the total of 
prisoners from a maximum of 100 in 1874 to 215 in i875. 

At the same time the establishment is becoming more self-dependent. 


The penal records, and all papers and books relating to prisoners, ~ 
‘having been transferred from Chatham on the 18th February, shortly 


after the appointment of a second-class clerk. A further move was 
made on the lst April, when stores, instead of coming through 
Chatham, were obtained direct from the contractors. The steward’s 
books relating to them were at the same time transferred. 

During the past year, as in 1874, the monetary arrangements have 
passed through the steward of Chatham, who, either himself or one of 
his clerks, attended to settle with the officers weekly. 

Arrangements have now been made to draw money and make our 
own payments from after 31st December. 

Vegetable gardens have been formed and planted inside the prison 
walls, and the roads and paths and parade much improved, besides new 
ones made. Outside, about 11 acres of ground were planted with 
potatoes, carrots, turnips, onions, cabbages, &c., and the yield in each 
case (except onions, which were a failure), has borne a favourable com- 
parison with surrounding farms, and in some cases were above. the 
average, 

On the 29th September 200 acres of ground were handed over to the 
prison by the War Department. i

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


eet 


ss een In submitting a report of matters connected with my department as 
Report. Chaplain of this prison, to which I have been kindly preferred, it will 
— not, I presume, be necessary to apologise for the brevity of the same, 
especially when the recent date of my transfer, and the as yet com- 
paratively small size of the prison, is kept in mind. 

Understanding, moreover, that on these occasions anything in the 
shape of essays or dissertations is to avoided, I shall simply confine 
myself to such topics as are suggested for our guidance in the rules, and 
to making a few remarks thereon. 

In the first place, then, I have the honour to report that Divine 
Service, both on Sundays and week-days, has been regularly’ performed 
in the hall temporarily set apart for the purpose ; the Sunday services, 
consisting of the usual morning and evening prayers, with sermons and 
expositions of Holy Scripture after each service, and the daily service, 
consisting of prayers selected from the Liturgy, and psalms and hymns 
and occasional short lectures on or expository of some one or other of 
the books of the Old or New Testament.» The Holy Communion also 
has been celebrated once during the quarter, the number of prisoners 
communicating being eight, all of whom, I may also mention, had been 
previously admitted to the Lord’s Table at other prisons. Special visits 
too have been made to the sick, and to such as have from to time been 
confined to their cells for breaches of discipline, and comfort and 
advice tendered as the several cases seemed to require. And here 
I cannot but testify, and that with great pleasure, to the solemnity and | 
decorum manifested at all our religious services. No doubt “ chapel ” 
is a relief to the tedium of such as are pent up, and whose opportunities 
of intercourse are of the slenderest kind ; but when from private and 
individual interviews it is found that lively interest is often excited in 
hitherto unknown or misunderstood subjects, and these subjects which. 
bear deepest on the welfare of man, both here and hereafter, that new 
hopes are often awakened, and new desires implanted, and that not 
seldom chords are touched which have lain dormant for years, then 
surely something is gained, and although we neither look for, nor 
expect extravagant results, still we know that “ the Word of God is not 
bound,” and that when faithfully presented and held forth, it must and 
“ will prosper for that in which He sent it.” All are not equally 
guilty ; all are not irreclaimably bad even in a convict prison. Some 
have found their way thither from inherited and depraved iniellect, 
some from vicious training and bad example, even from earliest youth : 
some, unhappily, from the outrage of those feelings which are among 
the holiest of our nature, and not a few, it may be said, owe their down- 
fall to the corruptions of society itself. On some, therefore, we may 
justly have compassion ; feeling that the worst specimens of human 
nature are not invariably found inmates of such places. Moreover, if 
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it be true that “ Each man’s life hath its Apocrypha ;” we shall not Extracts, 


surely separate ourselves at an impassable distance from the unfortunate 
and the fallen of our race ; but, so long as the lineaments of a common 
humanity unite us, rather stretch out a hand to help them to regain 
their place in that brotherhood, not a single member of which is 
beneath the notice, or beneath the forgiveness, of Him who “ Came to 
seek and to save the lost.” 

The task ‘truly is hard, and often thankless, and without the good 
Spirit of God sustaining and helping him, the Chaplain would often 
sink, heart-sick and heart-sore, at the apparently small results of his 
labours. But the heart of mun is not easily, nor is it speedily changed, 
and when a long career of vice has blunted, if not altogether oblite- 
rated, the moral sense, we need not be surprised that with some even 
the best reformatory efforts seem to fail. Nevertheless, we know that 
endeavours carried on in faith and prayer cannot be altogether lost, 
and the Gospel of Jesus Christ, which is the only panacea for the woes 
of humanity, when preached in simplicity and earnestness, can never 
be utterly unfruitful. Promises and professions the Chaplain has in 
abundance, and symptoms of a change of heart have not been wanting. 
Still, as “ the man is proven by the hour,” so nothing but the story of 
the after-life can be depended on as affording anything like a correct 
gauge of the moral and religious results of prison discipline and prison 
preaching. 

With regard to the school instruction, I am not able, as yet, to 
report much progress, one schoolmaster not being fully adequate to the 
work, and that one being also to some extent hindered by the deficiency 
of school apparatus. 

A good library is also a great desideratum ; and as I feel sure that it 
would be much appreciated, both by officers and men, I venture to 
hope that the present old and well-worn selection will ere long be 
supplanted by a fuller and more suitable supply. 

In conclusion, I hereby subjoin a careful detail of educational status 
and progress of all prisoners discharged or removed, as well as those still 
located here, up to 81st December last.

BORSTAL PRISON. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


I beg to transmit the usual annual report, with the accompanying Extracts, 
forms, relative to the health and medical treatment of the prisoners O,cdical 
confined in this establishment during the past year. Report. 

‘Two hundred and forty-six prisoners have been received from ~~ 
Chatham, Portsmouth, Portland, and Woking prisons. From the three 
first-mentioned, the prisoners have been received in a strong and healthy 
condition ; the latter haying been invalids, and consequently of a 
weaker description, were employed on useful and productive labour, 

a variety of which is readily found in the formation of a new 
establishment. 

The state of health maintained has been very satisfactory ; very few 

diseases, and no accidents, of a serious nature, have occurred during the 
period. Three prisoners only had to be sent to Chatham Prison 
Infirmary for treatment, two with congestion of the lungs, and one, an 
elderly prisoner, on account_of an attack of English cholera. Three 
were sent to Woking from being unable to bear exposure to work in the 
open air; and two others have been since recommended for removal. 
One died from partial strangulation in his cell, he having tied portions of 
twisted rag tightly round his neck and loins, concealed by his clothes. On 
being discovered the circulation of his blood was obstructed, and though 
prompt measures were resorted to, they failed to restore the languid 
cireulation, and he only lived six hours. The jury in returning their 
verdict at the inquest, said that, under the circumstances, they did not 
consider it to be a suicidal attempt, but only for the purpose of evading 
labour. | 

No endemic or epidemic disease has occurred, and the only trouble- 
some complaint has been chilblain. Forty-four have received medical 
treatment in the cells, and 2,582 casualty sick have been prescribed 
for during the year. There has been no alteration in the usual diet 
of the prisoners. Their weight has generally increased, and their 
general appearance indicates that the place is. healthy, and that the 
description of labour has been well apportioned to the physical capa- 
bilities of each individual.

Fifteen per cent. of the prisoners thus employed were learners, and 
no doubt, as the facilities for teaching increase, the proportion will .be 
greater. During the year 14 convicts have been discharged with a 
knowledge of a trade acquired in prison, viz. :— 


Basket making - : E - <a 
Shoemaking - = : 2 6 
Tailoring - - - 5 St 


The same characteristic upon which I have in previous years 
reported, while governor of Portsmouth Prison, presents itself here, only 
to a greater extent. ‘The sharp-witted street Arab and London pick- 
pocket acquire the knowledge of a trade much quicker than the 
ordinary run of criminals. 

It is in a great measure owing to this fact that, I believe, the teaching 
of trades in prisons, particularly to habitual criminals, tends to reform 
them more than any amount of severe discipline or repeated punishment. 

The earnings of the manufacturing department were 5,498. 9s. 11d., 
being 38/. 10s. 8d. in excess of the year 1874. aM 
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State of the Buildings, 5c. 


The general condition of the buildings is good. The roof and sky- 
lights of D Hall will, however, require attending to next year. The 
drainage, I regret to state, was unsatisfactory, but is now very much 
improved in consequence of a party of prisoners having been employed 
for some time tracing out and repairing the main drainage, and removing 
old obsolete drains, which had never been effectually dealt with in the 
first instance. 


Concluding Remarks. 


I find, as was the case at Portsmouth Prison, that all well-intentioned 
convicts are glad to avail themselves of the assistance of the various 
“Discharged Prisoners Aid Societies.” My only regret is that, knowing 
the great amount of good which is yearly done by these societies in 
assisting prisoners on their discharge to obtain honest employment, 
every county has not formed one, as I can conceive no more efficacious 
or satisfactory manner of helping and reforming criminals on release 
from prison. It is then, more than at any other time, that they require 
support to enable them to resist the temptations thrown in the path of 
all men who have fallen and are struggling for a livelihood.

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


——— 


The religious and moral instruction of the prisoners has been duly 
imparted during the preceding year, and every effort has been made to 
improve their spiritual condition. It is desirable, however, to remember 
that great caution is necessary in speaking too decidedly as to the 
practical result of our endeavours ; but I think it may safely be 
remarked, from the steady obedience of the prisoners to discipline, and 
their exemplary conduct in general, that the spiritual advice given has 
beneficially influenced their life and conversation. 

Our more public ministrations of religion have consisted in Divine 
Service twice on the Lord’s Day, Christmas Day, and Good Friday, 
and the quarterly celebration of the Holy Communion. It is pleasing 
to see the great propriety and devotional demeanour which characterize 
these services, and I think it may be fairly inferred, that services so 
appreciated and enjoyed are attended with present good effect, and 
afford hope that the impression will not be transient. 

In addition, there have been daily prayers to the sick in the 
infirmary, and. occasionally, in the punishment cells. 

The course of school instruction has been pretty much the same, as 
described in previous Reports. Five times a week men, whose 
education is not sufficiently advanced to be exempted from school, 
receive instruction in the halls. Many of these, even after nine 
months training in separate confinement, come to us deplorably 
ignorant, and the schoolmasters have instructions to devote themselves 
especially to such cases. The time, however, allowed for the purpose, 
in the Public Works Prisons, is very: limited, and therefore it is not 
reasonable to expect great improvement in so short atime. But I may 
add, without fear of successful contradiction, as their progressive 
improvement can be traced in the examination books taken with them 
from prison to prison, that their progress here, all things considered, 
is very satisfactory. The periodical examinations of the prisoners, in 
accordance with the Standing Orders, have duly taken place, and the 
result is shown in the table annexed to this Report. 

In addition to the instruction afforded in school, I am glad now to 
report that the better educated have the opportunity for self-improve- 
ment in the use of a well-assorted library. Ihave long been of the 
opinion that a good book is a silent but most effective teacher, and, 
therefore, it is a gratification to remark that we have a thousand care- 
fully selected works, adapted to meet the needs and wants of all. 
Many men, in their casual remarks to the officers of the prison, and in 
letters to their friends, bear testimony to the good they receive in the 
loan of an interesting and instructive book. “Tt has taken, since this 
prison was re-opened for the reception of male prisoners, years of time 
to bring up our library to its present complete condition, but, in future, 
our demand for books will be limited to replacing those which have 
become worn out, or unfit for use.

Superior Officers. 


Captain J. E. Christie, deputy-governor, having been appointed 
governor of Edinburgh gaol, resigned his office at this Prison, at the 
close of the year, and Mr. W. Fraser, foreman of works, was promoted 
to the rank of clerk of works in place of Mr. R. Weaver, resigned. ~ No 
other changes occurred. 


Subordinate Officers. 


Their conduct, with a few exceptions, was very satisfactory. During 
the year, 11 officers were dismissed, 7 resigned, 4 were superannuated, 
5 were transferred to other prisons, and 1 died. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 


The conduct of the prisoners has, on the whole, been good. There 
were 9 cases of assault on officers, one only of which was of a serious 
character. 6attempts were made at escape, but none of them proved 
successful; 1 case of self-maiming occurred, and 10 attempts at the same 
' were made which resulted only in temporary injuries. 


Buildings. 
The buildings are generally in a condition of good repair, with a few 


exceptions, for which provision has been provided in the estimates for 
the current year. 


' Prison Works. 


One block of warders’ quarters not finished last year is now com- 
pleted and occupied. In all there are now erected nine blocks of new 
quarters occupied by 54 families. 


Public Works. 


The conyicts have been employed on works similar to those con- 
structed in former years. The eastern section of the large fitting-out 
basin, and entrances, are now in course of construction ; a portion of the 
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conerete wall on the eastern side of the basin has been erected, and 
foundations concreted for wall at the south-east angle. 

The machinery-shed at the head of the graving dock, which was in 
course of erection last year, has now been roofed in. Large areas of 
ground have been filled in and trimmed with the deposits from the 
excavation of basin. 4,750,000 bricks have been made during the season. 
Some extensive works have been done for.Borstal Prison, in framing~ 
and making the cell fitments for one wing; doors, sashes and interior — 
fittings for several officers quarters have also been prepared here, and 
conveyed to site for erection. The framing and cell fitments for a new 
Prison at Chattenden are also in course of preparation. 

Prisoners have been employed for the War Department at Upnor, in 
forming a pontoon pond with an approach from the river, and in excava- 
ting gravel for ballasting tramways and other purposes. 

The building which was in course of erection last year, for quarters 
for the Commanding Royal Engineer, is now roofed in and the interior — 
is being fitted up. One block, having accommodation for four families, 
has been finished for married soldier’s quarters. The stone floors in 
officers kitchens have been removed and replaced by wooden ones, and 
back yards repaved. Some sheds have been erected, field works 
demolished, a new road leading from the draw-bridge to Gillingham 
made, and several model stores constructed: A large number of doors 
and sashes have been made for the military depdt at Guildford, and 
several thousand new pattern arm-bands and shoes have been 
manufactured. \ 


Employment of Convicts. 

The convicts were employed in all the useful occupations suitable for 
them. The numerous kinds and values of prison labour will be found 
in schedules 5, 6, and 7, from which it will be observed that the average 
earnings of each effective convict amount to 42/. 8s. 14d. for the year, 
and including non-effectives, 37/. 11s. 54d., equivalent toa daily rate of 
2s. 9d. for the first, and 2s. 54d. for the second,as compared with 8s. 1d. 
and 2s. 84d. in 1874. 

Of the prisoners discharged in the year, 28 had acquired a knowledge 
of trades, viz.; carpenters 7, mason 1, smith 1, bricklayers 5, tin-man 1, 
strikers 8, painters 2, and sawyers.3.. This number would have been 
considerably greater, but for the fact that men of various trades whose 
term of imprisonment had nearly expired, have been periodically 
removed to other prisons. 


Deaths. 


‘There were 13 deaths from natural causes; and 1 suicide, 1 attempt 
and five feigned attempts at suicide were made: .

Year by year I feel more deeply impressed with the importance of the 
work, and with the great responsibility devolving upon those entrusted 
with the moral and religious improvement of the criminal classes. It 
is, therefore, with much thankfulness I feel able to express my belief 
that our efforts continue, by God’s blessing, to be followed by very 
encouraging results. 

No change has taken place in the staff of the Chaplain’ s Department, 
nor has there been any alteration in the order of those services which 
have already proved so suitable and beneficial. 

Divine service has been duly performed in the Prison Chapel twice 
on each Sunday in the year, also on Christmas Day and Good Friday. 

These services continue to be highly appreciated by the large 
majority of the prisoners, evidenced by the heartiness and decorum of | 
the worship, and also by frequent allusions in letters to the pleasure and 
profit enjoyed; and many an afflicted parent at home has been cheered 
and comforted by hearing that such means of grace are provided for 
their unfortunate relatives. 


Daily Prayers. 


The usual services have been held every morning in chapel before 
marching to labour. 

Short prayers, hymns, reading, and exposition of Holy Scripture. 

The value of these short daily services cannot be over-rated, affording - 
as they do comfort and instruction to the well-disposed, and invoking — 
the blessing and protection of Almighty God upon the labours of ~ 
the day. 


The Holy Communion. 


This sacred ordinance has been administered on 14 occasions, in- 
cluding Christmas Day, Easter, and Whitsuntide. The aggregate 
number of attendances was 480, the average attendance 56, and the 
number of individual Communicants 144, 

_ The same strictness as to character and conduct, and individual 
examination of candidates, prior to admission, has been ‘observed as 
heretofore. 

It will be seen by the following summary, that on the three great 
festivals all the Communicants have the opportunity of attending, but 
on other occasions three of the six sections of the Prison attend 
alternately.

Cell to Cell Visitation. 


Not only is every prisoner on reception seen and examined by the 
Chaplain, and likewise those going to liberty conversed with and 
advised as to their future, but the whole body of the inmates in the 
several Halls are visited’ from cell to cell each evening, chiefly by the 


_ Assistant Chaplain and Scripture Reader; while all those prisoners who 
 mnake application are personally seen by the Chaplain, and special books, 


advice, or instruction given according to their several requirements. 
Upwards of 10,000 such visits are paid by the Chaplains and 


_ Scripture Reader during the course of the year. 


The Infirmary. 


_ Unremitting attention has been given to the patients in the Infirmary 


_ during the year. Prayers are read daily, with short expositions of 


Holy Scripture, and the sick visited from bed to bed in each of the four 
wards.

The system of evening instruction for the ignorant has been diligen 
carried on by the schoolmasters, under the personal supervision be 
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of the Chaplain and Assistant Chaplain. School is held in one Hall of Rxtracts,

Besides the 259 men transferred to Borstal and other prisons, there 
were 210: who were ‘set at liberty during the past year. Of these 


96 availed themselves of the help of the London and Provincial Aid 


Societies, of whose valuable assistance it is not necessary now to say 
anything, as such societies have proved themselves indispensable insti- 
tutions, and are universally recognized as great agents in helping the 
discharged prisoner to return to the ways of honesty, by procuring him 
employment suited to his position and capacity. 


Among the many difficulties which stand in the way of such valuable 


agencies, are not only the want of funds adequate to the magnitude of 


their requirements, and the unwillingness of employers to receive men 
branded with crime into their service, but also the vast variety of 
the trades and occupations of the persons requiring such employment. 


That all such are not of the lower or merely labouring classes, who 
might be employed without reference to some character for trustworthi- 
ness, may be judged of by the list of the trades and occupations of those 
who have been discharged from this Prison during the past six years.

BORSTAL PRISON. 


During the past, as well as the previous year, the care of the prisoners | 
located at Borstal, as to their spiritual and educational wants, was pro- 
vided for from the Chaplain’s Department of this Prison. ay ; 

Two Divine services were held on Sundays, schools were organized, 
the sick visited, and all the duties of the Chaplain’s Department attended 
to until the end of September, when the charge was handed over to the — 
newly appointed Chaplain, the Rey. D. Campbell, from Millbank. Those 
prisoners going to liberty continued to be discharged from this Prison 
until the close of the year, of whom 139 were seen before going 
to liberty and supplied with religious books, according to their 
requirements. 
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CHATHAM PRISON. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


I nave the honour to submit for your inspection the statistics of 


the Medical Department of Chatham Prison for the year ending 
December 31, 1875. In order to relieve prisoners from too great a 
strain upon their physical capacity, a division of labour into three 
classes was made in the beginning of the year, which has materially 
aided in accomplishing that object. 

A medical inspection of the whole of the prisoners, conducted once a 
month, has been of service in bringing into notice the early stages of 
disease, 

The water used for drinking purposes by prisoners engaged on the 
public works being observed to be brackish and unpalatable, it was 
considered advisable to obtain it from another and a purer source. It 
is worthy of remark, while noting this alteration, that whenever in the 
course of the year diarrhea has existed amongst the prisoners it has 
assumed a mild form, and has been easily controlled by treatment. 
76 prisoners have been removed to other stations who were suffering 
from phthisis, incipient phthisis, marked debility, or who appeared to he 
of phthisical tendency. 

Two prisoners, labouring under disease of the heart, have been trans- 
ferred to Woking Prison. One case of epilepsy has been removed to 
Parkhurst Prison, and one to Woking Prison. One case of suspected 
insanity has been transferred to Millbank Prison. One prisoner, 
who has made a decided attempt to commit suicide by a leap 
from a high elevation, was removed to Parkhurst Prison, During the 
early part of the year numerous cases of erysipelas occurred, the 
majority of which were of moderate degrees of severity, but in a few 
instances the disease was characterised by symptoms of a very acute 
type, which in one case (that of a subordinate officer) terminated fatally. 
During the latter half of the year erysipelas disappeared. 

Malingering has assumed small proportions during the past 12 months. 
One prisoner sustained a compound fracture of the leg by placing it 
under a truck. The remaining cases of attempts at wilful injury, 
including the creation of artificial sores, &c., amount to 34 in number, 
and having been slight in their nature and extent have quickly yielded 
to treatment. 

The total number of deaths amounts to. 14, one of which was owing to 
an act of suicide, and two were those of prisoners transferred from 
Borstal Prison during their illness. The health of the subordinate 


officers has been satisfactory, four having been superannuated on 


medical grounds, and one death having occurred from erysipelas. 

I have to thank the assistant-surgeon, Mr. C, Mayhew, the infirmary 
principal warder, Mr. Willock, the compounder, Mr. Keating, and the 
various officers of the Infirmary for the zeal with which they have 
uniformly discharged their important duties.

Conduct of Officers. 


The officers, as a body, have merited my highest opprotasons 
course, in so numerous a staff, there are some whose conduct is n 
satisfactory, but the instances of wilful negligence ave very rare. \

Conduct of Prisoners. 


The general conduct of the prisoners has been very good. Wh st 
the average daily number of prisoners during the year has been 9 
as against 934 in the preceding year, the number of offences has fa 
from 1,280 in the year 1874 to 1,035 in 1875. Only 28 prison 
committed upwards of six offences each during the year, and only n 
had 10 offences and upwards recorded against each of them.

There have been only eight deaths during the year. 


Escapes. 


One attempt at escape was made, but was foiled through the energy 
of the wife of one of the warders. 


Discharges. 


One hundred and ninety-four prisoners were released on licence, and 
17 on expiration of sentence, during the year. Of the former, 105 
placed themselves under the care of the several Discharged Prisoners’ 
_ Aid Societies, and of the latter, only four went to those societies. The 
latter is, I think, to be accounted for by the absence of pecuniary 
advantage to prisoners of the latter description. Those of the expirees 
who sought the aid of the societies were therefore probably sincere in 
their efforts to reform. 


Farm. 


During the past year 10 acres of the waste land (recently enclosed) 
have been trenched, drained, and fenced, and will be ready for next 
season’s cropping. Peat cutting was commenced, but only a small 
quantity was saved, owing at first to excessively wet weather, and 
afterwards to the necessity of employing all available labour in the 
ordinary farm operations. re 

The average number of prisoners employed on the farm (inclusive 
of those who were only fit for light labour) has been but 152, and no 
less than 94 days labour has been completely lost through fog and 
rain. 

The young plantations are thriving well, and the few vacancies 
which exist will be easily filled up by some strong and healthy plants 
from the nursery. A considerable portion of the old plantations has 
been thinned, and a short period will show a very great improvement 
both in their appearance and growth. 

The hay crops were very good, and saved in good condition. Barley 
was also a good crop, ripened well, and is the best sample saved for the 
last five years. Oats were a heavy crop, and were, as usual, cut green 
and saved as hay. 

Roots, although not so large as usual, were a very profitable crop, 
and they continue to keep well in store. 

The vegetable crops were excellent, but the later sorts were a good 
deal cut up by early frosts, which will somewhat reduce the returns 
under this head. 

The value of the farm produce sold or transferred for prison use 
during the year was 1,654/. 16s. 1d. The amount realized from sales 
vf live stock was 356/. 16s. 4d. This was less than half the sum 
realized last year, the difference being caused by fewer animals being 
sold, and the breeding stock increased. 

The live stock consists of 158 cattle, 30 horses, 85 sheep, and 18 pigs, 
all in good healthy condition. and of about 700/. more value than last 
year. 

Rain fell on 216 days during the year. The greatest rain-fall in one 
one month was in January, being 15°82 inches, and the next highest 
in October, when the rain-fall was 10°50 inches. The greatest rain- 
fall in one day occurred in July, when 4°15 inches fell on one part of 
the farm, and 3°75 in another. ‘The total rain-fall during the year was 
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(as taken by gauges in two distinct localities) 79°53 inches in one 
gauge, and 85°85 in the other. 

The mean annual temperature was 46°03°, and that for the summer 
months was 55°35°. 


Manufactory. 


The gross return from this department-shows an increase on that 
for the previous year, but the number of prisoners has been greater, 
and the average rate of earnings has been somewhat less. This has 
also been the case with the tailors and shoemakers employed on prison 
work. The difference has been principally caused by the new schedule 
of rates for tailors’ work. 

During the year 45 shoemakers, 17 tailors, and 6 hammock makers 
have been discharged, with the following qualifications :—Thirty-five 
shoemakers could earn their living at the trade, and 10 were of inferior 
skill. Eleven tailors were competent to earn their living at the trade, 
and six were partially skilled. Six hammock makers could earn a fair 
living at the work. All these men had been taught in prison. 


Buildings and other Works. 


Owing to the inferior physique of the prisoners we have for a long 
time been receiving, the value of the work performed has been much 
less than in the previous year. The prisoners have, however, earned 
a higher rate per man, the rate per diem having been 2s. 64d. against 
2s. 33d. in 1874. 

The new quarters are progressing as rapidly as the prevalent 
weather in this locality will admit. They will be a great boon to the 
officers. 


Schools. 


The new boys school is completed, and will very shortly be occupied. 
The alteration in the girls school will be proceeded with at the earliest 
time practicable with respect to their studies. The numbers on the 
roll, and the average attendance, continue very good, upwards of 
240 children being on the books, and the Government grant, con- 
sequent on the last. examination, amounted to 133/. 3s, 4d., being more 
than double the amount earned three years previous.

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


The general conduct of the prisoners, as respects the Chaplain’s 
Department, has been satisfactory. 

The demeanour of the prisoners during Divine service in the Prison 
Chapel, and at the usual Bible and Confirmation classes, gives hope that 
an influence for good has been created. 

It is often a pleasure to see, that after a hard day’s work the men 
engage themselves voluntarily in the study of the Bible or other good 
books. Some persons may think the daily evidences of improvement 
before us to be -slight, but they undoubtedly exist, and, as the prisoners 
are at present situated, it is all that can be expected. The obstacles 
and difficulties which beset every prisoner. on the outset of anew course 
of life, are so manifest to every one who has the smallest knowlege of a 
prison, that they must convince him that nothing but a consistent course 
of good conduct can secure him from a storm of opposition and ridicule, 
before which hundreds of less determined men have been carried away. 
The little world of fellow-prisoners among which he moves for a short 
series of years has a pressure on the newly-awakened man which we can 
scarcely appreciate. i 

The duties connected with the Chaplain’s Department have been duly 
performed, and the rules laid down and which bear upon those duties, 


_have been kept. 


The numbers attending the classes for religious instruction show a 
gradual increase on the preceding year ; and, I am happy to say, that 
on all occasions of being thus assembled, the prisoners have been orderly, 
attentive, and devout. 

The rule respecting the admission of candidates for the Holy Com- 
munion is observed, and though at first it was considered by some to be 
rigid, it is so just and necessary in the prisoner’s circumstances, that 


the number of candidates has not been diminished by it. 


_ On the 8th of August, the Lord Bishop of Exeter held a Confirmation 
in the Prison Chapel, when 20 prisoners were presented. 

For three months previously they had been under instruction. 

Six of those confirmed had been previously baptized in the Prison 


~ Chapel. 


Out of the 20 prisoners presented for Confirmation, four have been 
reported for breach of prison rule, and the remaining 16 are now regular 
Communicants. 

The evening general instruction has been superintended by the 
Chaplain, and the progress of the prisoners carefully marked at the 
half-yearly examinations. 

Such education as is afforded to the men may be expected to diminish 
crime by producing more self-respect, and give higher and purer tastes 
and habits. The education which their children are receiving at the 


Day and Sunday schools, in different parishes, will act favourably on 


the parents. We often hear some parent speak of his children and 
hope that they will get some “schooling,” and add, that the same books 
which he, the father, has found so beneficial, shall be purchased and 
put into the hands of the children when he reaches home, 


Extracts, 
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Many of the men have been able to master a good part of the mathe- 
matical works in use, and also a modern foreign language, by close 
application after working hours. 

The well-devised system now adopted in our Government prisons of - 
instructing the men in various trades, is a wise and merciful arrangement, 
as it helps to make them orderly and qudustrious and indirectly effects 
the reformation of their character. 2 

When prisoners see that they are kindly tatight what may afterwards 
prove of advantage to themselves and their families, either in England 
or the Colonies, the effect is often very salutary, the mind is exercised, 
their daily work is attended with something like pleasure, and it is 
better and more quickly done. 

Daily prayers and short appropriate addresses are given to the patients 
in the Infirmary. Special cases, requiring more attention, are dealt with — 
accordingly. 

The number of admissions to the Infirmary was 409. Of these eight 
prisoners and three officers died during the year. 

The officers admitted to hospital were regularly visited. 

In daily visiting the “separate ” cells, we almost invariably meet with 
the same class of delinquents, and most frequently the very same 
prisoners upon whom punishment seems to have little lasting impression. 
The love of idleness, and the spirit of resistance are strong; and the 
miseries their bodily frame has to endure affects them but slightly. 

In some few disheartening cases, like the above, we can only leave — 
them, after using all means, to His power and grace, Who is able to beat _ 
down even stronger holds of iniquity than even a punishment cell can 
bear witness to. 

It is, however, satisfactory to learn that the total number of pun- 
ishments during the year shows a decrease of 245 on the preceding 

ear. 

The library continues to be as much appreciated as ever. It certainly 
is a great source of instruction and profitable entertainment to the 
prisoners, and is, doubtless, often the means of dispelling vicious and 
gloomy thoughts from their minds. 

The number of libr ary books issued to the prisoners during the year 
1875 amounts to 27,222. 

The schoolmasters have performed their duties with zeal ‘and 
punctuality. 

Tables are submitted showing the results of school examinations and 
educational progress made ; to which are also added tables bearing upon 
other subjects of interest.

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DARTMOOR PRISON, - 


EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The higher per-centage of sick, when compared with the previous ae 
year, is chiefly due to the increase in the invalid class of convicts § ; 
recently received ; considerably over one-third of the entire number on 
the last day of the year being more or less invalid, and of the remainder 
only a comparatively small proportion are robust able-bodied men. a 

Of the admissions to hospital, general debility, frequently combined _ 
with premature senility, has been the complaint of a large per-centage; 
there has not been any case of preventible disease, by which I more 
especially allude to typhoid fever, diphtheria, and allied forms of disease, 
which are more or less connected with imperfect sanitation. a 

A very cold and wet autumn and winter, showed its effects amongst _ 
those afflicted with chronic heart or lung affection, and it is this class 
that forms the great majority of the sick list, both within and outside — 
the hospital. Several of the worst cases of heart disease were removed _ 
to Woking, as the winter here would probably have proved fatal to some — 
of them. To these diseases, '75 per cent. of the deaths were due; the ~ 
number of which, however, was not excessive, and will probably be — 
found not to acest the convict death rate of the year. ay! 

The dietary has been excellent, the routine diets being advantageously a 
varied by vegetables supplied from the farm. 

Neither in severity or kind has the labour at which the convicts have — 
been employed been answerable for any of the deaths ; but several cases 
of chest disease admitted to hospital were clearly attributable to the — 
irritation caused by the granite dust inhaled by the stone-cutters. a 

-A useful alteration in the physical classification of labour has facili- — ‘a 
tated the allotment of work to the invalid convicts. Heretofore, — 
knitting stockings and picking oakum represented the only varieties of | 
employment under the head of ‘light labour,” an arrangement which — 
necessitated a reference to the medical officer by the governor befo: 
transfer to a more remunerative (convict) class of work. The inclusio 
of any labour of the same physical value—notably shoemaking and — 
tailoring—has abolished this anomaly, and also affords invalids = 
opportunity of earning their remission, 

The approaching completion of part of the new quarters is most 
opportune, as at least one portion of the barracks is beginning to show 
the evil results of ill-construction and over-crowding. The discovery ofa 
badly constructed sewers, hitherto not suspected, running under one of 7 
of the blocks, makes it highly suspicious that a similar condition may — 
exist elsewhere in buildings erected at a period when sanitary enginee: 
ing was little understood. 
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Five officers were superannuated for ill-health during the year, and 
three died, one suddenly, from disease of the heart. 

The comparative health of released convicts will be found in a table 
accompanying, as also, an abstract of the meteorological observations.

With one exception, brought before your notice at the time it 
occurred, the officers have been well-conducted, and discharged their 
duties with zeal and ability. 

Chief matron, Miss Williamson, has rendered me the most cordial 
co-operation ; her zeal, assiduity, good judgment, and example cannot 
be too highly commended ; her influence over both officers and 
prisoners is most favourable. i 

I regret having to record the sudden death of Mr. James R. Richard- 
son in September. He had completed over 28 years in the service, and 
from January 1857 had most faithfully and efficiently discharged the 
duties of first clerk acting steward in this prison. He has been suc- 
ceeded by Mr. William Avery, who joined in October, from Woking 
Male Prison. 

In February Miss Mary Osborn was appointed scripture reader, vice 
Mrs. Woodruffe, deceased. 

Mrs. Melhuish (schoolmistress) was superannuated on medical 
grounds. 

One matron retired from ill-health, and one was dismissed. 

Four assistant matrons resigned, and one did not pass a. satisfactory 
probation. 

One matron joined on transfer from Woking (Female) Prison, and 
the senior assistant matron was promoted to the rank of matron. 

Six assistant matrons joined on first appointment. 


Conduct and Treatment of the Prisoners. 


The conduct of the women generally has been good; there is a 
marked improvement in the temper and behaviour of the majority. 
_ The number of reports is considerably less than last year. 
Cases of deliberate and repeated misconduct have been limited to a 
few. ‘ 
Discipline is strictly and firmly maintained, yet with kindness, and 
the officers appear to make sincere efforts to raise the moral condition 
of the women.

tion, the universal respect and welcome accorded to the Chaplain and 
his staff, the reverence and devout behaviour in Chapel, the large 


voluntary attendance at Bible classes, and the increased number of 


Communicants, Iam inclined to hope there is amongst the majority a 


better tone and a sincere desire to amend. 


I am further glad to notice 


that the outward conduct of the women as regards prison discipline has 
been better than usual, fewer reports having been incurred than in 
previous years. : 
The usual services have been held in the Prison Chapel on Sundays 
and week days. A daily service has also been held in the Infirmary 
and sick wards. 
The Holy Communion has been administered five times in the Chapel, 
‘and as often as might be required in the Infirmary. The attendance in 
Chapel is always large, averaging 43, or about 18 per cent. of. the 
women. - Every care is taken to. admit only such as desire to come 
from good motives, and these by instruction in classes, by frequent 
interviews, and by the loan of books, are exhorted to search and 
examine their hearts before they presume to partake. 
It is gratifying to notice that the outward conduct of the majority 
has been very good, six onlythaving been reported during the year, and 
these only for trifling breaches of discipline. 
The prisoners have been constantly visited in their cells, and more 
especially those whose doors are closed, during the time of probation. 
The good results of the quiet and total seclusion of the first nine 


months of the sentence, are such as to lead one to think most hopefully.

During the past year 121 prisoners were received. Of these many 
were found to be quite uneducated, others had been taught to read and 
write a little during their imprisonment at Millbank, and 46 had been 
educated before coming into prison. 

Of the 101 women discharged, 88 were Protestants. Of these 72 
were sent to the Refuges of Russell or Baltery House, six were dis- - 
charged on license, and eight were sent to other prisons. The general 
good conduct of 49 of these encourages the hope that they will conduct 
themselves properly when free, and letters since received from many of 
these testify to their being in good situations as servants, or gaining an 
honest living at home with their parents. 

The indifferent or bad behaviour of 24 forbids us to speak hopefully 
of their future. 

It may be further added that of those discharged, one we baptized 
in this prison, 21 were confirmed, and 32 were regular or occasional 
communicants. 

There have been two changes on my staff during the year, Miss Os- 
borne having been appointed to the vacant Scripture Readership and 
Schoolmistress, Mrs. Melhuish having retired from ill-health. 

In conclusion, whilst commending to your favourable notice the zeal 
and diligence with which the Scripture Reader, Chaplain’s Clerk, and 
Schoolmistresses have performed their duties, I would beg leave at the 


_ Same time to record and acknowledge with thanks the ready and hearty 
manner in which all. the discipline officers have co-operated to promote 


the welfare of the prisoners.

Subordinate Male Officers. 


The conduct and efficiency of the subordinate officers fluctuate con- 
siderably, through the prevalence of many changes, and so long as this 

continues the general effectiveness of the staff bécomes impaired and 
unsettled ; there is, however, I am happy to be able to state, a com- 
mendable desire on the part of some to acquire a precise and an intelli- 
gent knowledge of their duties, and who are likely, with additional 
training, to make useful prison officers. 


Discipline, Treatment, and Conduct of the Male Convicts. 


There has been no departure from the established rules and regula- 
tions in either the discipline or treatment of the male convicts, and 
their industry and general behaviour maintain about the same standard 
as that which has prevailed in former years. I have every reason 
to hope that the effects of the discipline is of a satisfactory character. 


Discharges on License and Expiration of Sentence in conjunction 
with the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies. 


The number of discharges of male convicts for the year has been 58, 
of whom 39 have been-assisted by the Prisoners’ Aid Societies, and 
there is reason to hope, from the returns and reports of these valuable 

Societies, that a considerable per-centage of them are doing well and 
leading industrious and respectable lives. ;

The reports for both minor and more serious misbe- 
haviour are less than they have ever been, whilst the once prevalent 
offence of “smashing and breaking out” is very rare indeed ; and it is 
with satisfaction that I am again able to state that the improved con- 


duct which has prevailed the last few years has been fully sustained in — ;

Military Division. 

The admissions for the year have been 1,639, as against 2,201 for the 
year 1874, and the daily averages 566, as against 676 for the previous 
year; of these admissions, no less than 826 were tried for desertion, 
205 for insubordination and 215 for drunkenness, from which it would 
appear that there is no material alteration in the offences which form s0 
prolific a source of military crime. In comparison with last year, there 
is an increase in desertion and drunkenness of one and two per cent., 
whilst insubordination has decreased nearly two per cent. 

The re-committals have been 12°2 per cent., as compared with 10°1 
per cent. for the year 1874, but taking the average of the three pre- 
ceding years there is a decrease of 1°5 per cent. ‘The employment has 
been as heretofore,—crank-labour, pumping, shot-drill, and oakum- 
picking. Idleness continues to form an important feature in their 


prison misconduct. In other offences requiring the intervention of the 


Visiting Director, there has been an increase over that of the year 1874, 
arising chiefly from insubordination. 

The rules and regulations laid down for my guidance in the manage- 
ment of this prison have, to the best of my knowledge, been complied 
with, except in such cases as may have been brought to the notice of 
the Visiting Director.

MILLBANK PRISON. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


The year just closed has not been marked by any occurrences out of 
the ordinary course, and therefore presents few subjects calling for 
special remark. 

Three classes of prisoners still continue to be confined in Millbank ; 
viz., convicts male and female, and soldiers undergoing sentence of 
court-martial. In most respects, therefore, the establishment may be 
said to consist of three prisons, inasmuch as each section has to be dealt 
with apart from the others, thus necessitating a greater number of 
services in the chapel, besides separate ministrations, in the infirmaries 
for the sick. Although in some respects, chiefly owing to fauJty con- 
struction. Millbank compares disadvantageously with prisons as they 
are now planned, there can be no doubt that its division into pentagons, 
each of which forms a distinct prison in itself, affords unusual facilities 
for carrying out discipline, where more than one class of prisoners has 
to be dealt with. ~ 

With reference to the religious and moral condition of the prisoners, 
it is not to be supposed that there are any striking contrasts in one year 
as compared with another, an observation which applies to the prisoners 
received in the last year ; they are neither better nor worse than those 
who immediately preceded them. Confining my remarks for the present 
to the convicts, especially to the female section of them. I think that, 
looking back, say a dozen years, the present race of convicts, if not 
really better, exhibits less repulsive features than the convicts of the 
earlier date, and is altogether of a more quiet and manageable type. One 
effect of which is, to make the duties of those who have to carry out the 
discipline much less difficult and anxious than formerly. The improve- 
ment is probably due to a combination of causes, though chiefly and espe- 
pecially to more effective methods of dealing with the refractory. It may 
be that education too, has had its share in bringing about such a result, 
for though, taking them as a whole, the educational statistics of the 
prisoners now, is not much superior to what it was a few years back; I 
think there is a very perceptible improvement in the case of the younger 
convicis; and it has always been amongst these that the discipline has had 
to encounter the greatest opposition. On the supposition that education, 
if it fails to accomplish what some expect from it, tends, nevertheless, 
to a certain degree of refinement, we may, perhaps, to some. extent, 
account for the present remarkable infrequency of the more violent 
forms of misconduct, (such as smashing of furniture, and breaking of 
windows), which, up to a recent period, so extensively prevailed. That 
education, however, unleavened by religious teaching, has no really 
reforming efficacy, will not, I think, be disputed by any who have 
opportunities of observing its effects. The advantages of secular know- 
ledge are unquestionable ; but, if it gives a power for good, it is also 
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a mighty power for evil in the hands of those who are destitute of the 
principles, which would restrain its being abused for wicked purposes. 
Of this, there is, it must be acknowledged, increased accumulating 
evidence in the much greater frequency in the class of crimes requiring 
talent for their conception, as well as skill and dexterity for their 
succesful execution. Instances might be cited of men in the prison 
at the present time, whose superior edueation, sufficient to have 
ensured them success in an-honest-ealling, would disdain the use of the 
coarse and vulgar methods of the common thief, their education enabling 
them, by assuming the manners and appearance of gentlemen, to prac- 
tise their predatory arts, with a success unknown to their more 
illiterate brethren. Such cases suggest, as an obvious. inference, that 
the mere possession of secular knowledge affords no guarantee of the 
honesty of its possessor. Hducation, even when based on religion, may 
have its failures, but education, dissociated from religion, can have no 
success at all. A certain effect upon crime it will have; it will alter 
its character, but of itself it will hardly lessen, much the less eradicate 
dt 

Notwithstanding the improved demeanour, and more orderly be- 
haviour which now characterise the prisoners; I cannot say that I 
notice an increased desire to profit by religious privileges, but rather 
the reverse, especially, if the number of communicants be taken as a 
test. It may be, however, that with less outward profession’ there is 
not less of real religion. An over-scrupulousness as to coming to the 
Lord’s table, arising from a feeling of supposed unworthiness, is indica- 
tive of a more healthy spiritual state, than the confident spirit with 
which the Holy Ordinance is sometimes approached. Let it not be 
supposed, however, that, because there have been fewer communicants, 
there is any falling off in the devotional aspect which has characterised 
our chapel services; it is no exaggeration to say, that in no ordinary 
church does the congregation, as compared with the congregation in our 
prison chapel, join more reverently in every part of the service, or give 
a more interested attention to the preacher. What may be the ultimate 
result, as far as regards the reformation of the prisoners, or what pro- 
portion are really brought under the influence of religious truth, in such 
a way as to have a practical effect upon their life and conversation, can 
only be matter for speculation. It is enough for us to use, as diligently 
and wisely as we can, the means entrusted to us, in reliance upon God’s 
promise that His word “shall not return to Him void, but shall prosper 
in the thing whereto He sent it.” 

Having last year given a full account of the chapel services, and of 
the various other means in use with a view to the improvement of the 
prisoners, I shall merely observe on the present occasion that they are 
continued exactly as before. 

With reference to the schools, speaking first of the male convicts, I 
have to regret my inability to supply the usual table showing the pro- 
gress made in reading, writing, and arithmetic. An interruption, 
extending over several weeks, of the examination by which the progress 
of prisoners whose stay in Millbank has reached six months and upwards 
is tested, has had such an effect on the numbers placed under examina- 
tion, as to make it hardly worth while to tabulate the results. \.Had the 
case been different, however, I am afraid the results would not have 
presented an altogether satisfactory appearance. Owing to the inade- 
quacy of staff, the work of the schools has been carried on under 
circumstances of great difficulty, involving the temporary suspension at 
times, when a schoolmaster has been absent either from ‘sickness or on 
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his annual leave. This is the more to be regretted, as it is in the stage Extracts, 
of separate confinement that the prisoner is likely to make improvement, ae i 
his subsequent opportunities on public works being much more limited. — 
It is satisfactory to know that there is a prospect of a remedy being 
provided for what I always regarded as the mistake of the reduction 
of staff in 1873, by the restoration of the schoolmaster who was then 
withdrawn. 
The schooling of the female convicts has, on the whole, been carried 
| on with undiminished efficiency, though, from the partial reduction of 
staff to which I adverted in last year’s report, I was somewhat appre- 
hensive of a different result. The progress of the women compares 
satisfactorily with the previous year ; not that it is altogether equal to 
what might be expected, this, however, is owing to no lack of zeal on 
the part of those who teach, but rather to the want of interest in their 
improvement which characterises many of the women, chiefly those 
who are of a more advanced age, or who have been convicts before. 
Referring to the educational Tables, it may be remarked that Standards 
I. and IL., both in reading and writing, represent an amount of know- 
ledge practically useless, except as the basis of further attainments. 
Taking the four higher standards, then, as including those who for 
practical purposes may be said to read and write, tuough not all with 
equal proficiency, and comparing the attainments on reception and on 
remoyal, it appears that a gain of 9 per cent. had been reached under 
these standards in reading and 15 per cent. in writing. This alone 
would be but an inadequate return for all the pains bestowed ; it repre- 
sents, however, but a part of the result attained, there being a con- 
siderable proportion, especially among the least advanced, who, though 
they have failed to be promoted to a higher standard, have yet made 
what may be considered, under all the circumstances, as fair progress. 


Military Prisoners. 


It is some satisfaction to be able to point to the fact of a very con- 
siderable decrease in the number of soldiers received under sentence of 
court-martial, a decrease most important if it can be regarded as repre- 
senting at the same time a decrease of crime in the army. Supposing 
the strength of the army to be the same as last year then, such a de- 
| erease as 562 in the number of those committing ihe more serious 
; offences involving imprisonment in Millbank, is calculated to raise hopes 
that crime in the ranks has received an effectual check; and, on the 

supposition that these figures represent a relative as well as actual 
decrease, I think Millbank may fairly lay claim to some portion of the 
eredit of bringing about such a result. Taking the re-committals as a 
test, a fairly successful result, as it seems to me, has been achieved, 
though not quite as successful as last year, the centesimal proportion in 
the year just closed being 12°2 as against 10-1 in the year previous. 
- But the success of any system of prison discipline is not to be measured 
merely by its effect on those who have undergone it, unless it has also 
_ a deterrent effect on others it so far fails in’ attaining its object, the 
prevention of crime. When it is found, then, that not only is the pro- 
portion of ré-committals small, but that there is also a decrease in the 
number of offenders, it may be fairly assumed that the discipline, although 
it may possibly admit of improvement, yet, on the whole, is answering 
its purpose. ‘Tried by both ‘tests, Millbank would seem now to have 
attained a state of efficiency hardly to be improved on. Indeed, were 
the results less satisfactory than they are, it is difficult to see in what 
respect the discipline could be altered for the better; more deterrent 
it could hardly be made without incurring risks too serious to be 
thought of. 


} 
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No system, however, would be tolerable which aimed only at. in- 
Spiring dread in the offender. To the outsider, indeed, the prison 
should wear an aspect of terror only; but, as to the prisoner himself, 
duty and policy alike suggest that, consistent with the due infliction of 
the punishment awarded him, such provision for his instruction and 
improvement shall be made as may seem the.most likely to issue in his 
becoming a better man. In accordance with this view it is that 
chaplains are appointed to minister in prisons, and that a supply of good 
and useful books is provided for the use of the prisoner. Without 
claiming too much for our ministrations, I may be permitted to express 
my belief that they are duly appreciated by all, and that, in not a few 
cases, serious religious impressions are produced, giving promise of 
abiding benefit. 

The private visiting of prisoners is a part. of a chaplain’s work so 
fruitful in good results as to make me regret that more time cannot be 
given toit. Every soldier is visited, either by myself or the assistant 
chaplain, with as little delay as possible after his reception when op- 
portunity is taken to give advice and to counsel submission to the 
regulations of the prison; but anything like systematic visiting of the 
men afterwards, except in the case of those with long sentences, is 
rendered practically impossible by the pressure of other duties, chiefly 
the visiting of those undergoing punishment for prison offences, of 
whom the number is very large, the daily list containing sometimes as 
many as thirty and even forty names. 

Speaking of the punishment cases, I am led to advert to the conduct 
of the prisoners. The returns, I am afraid, will show an increase in 
the number of reports for prison offences, from which an inference may 
be drawn of an unfavourable character. But an increase in the 
number of reports does not necessarily denote an increase of miscon- 
ducted men, for the reports may be confined to comparatively few, 
having been incurred again and again by the same individuals. This 
consideration may possibly not be sufficient wholly to rid the present 
returns of their unfavourable character, but, from the continual 
recurrence of the same names on the lists, I should expect it to be not 
without some modifying effect. 

The nature of the offences too should be an element of consideration 
when the reports are taken as a test of conduct. It will be found, I 
think, that the cases of insubordination, or of anything involving moral 
turpitude, have been very rare. 

Amongst the crimes which disfigure the army, “desertion” still holds 
the foremost place, amounting to no less than 50 per cent. of all the 
more serious offences. In the hope that it may help to an understanding 
of some of the causes to which this crime is owing, I have, as in former 
years, collected such information with regard to the deserters as seemed 
likely to be useful, and which you will find in a tabulated form in an 
appendix. 

In collecting this information, special care has been taken to ensure 
as much accuracy as possible. Experience having shown that little 
or no reliance is to be placed on answers given to a number of questions 
formally put and as formally recorded; the plan pursued’ ha’ been to 
avoid any formal questioning ; all the information that is desired being 
elicited in the course of conversation with the prisoner. For the 
comments which these tables suggest, it will be enough on the present 
occasion to refer to my last two. or three reports, the results disclosed 
in the statistics being in striking agreement with those of former years. 
I will, therefore, merely point attention to the one fact of the great 
disparity in the number of desertions, as between men whe, previous 
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to enlisting, had belonged to the class of skilled or unskilled labourers, Extracts, 


Of the 616 deserters embraced in the tables, no fewer than 370 or 60 
per cent. had been employed in one or other of the branches of skilled 
labour ; leaving only 246 as representing the deserters from the non- 
artizan class. Such an excess would be striking in any case, but the 
disparity assumes still wider proportions when it is considered in how 
much smaller numbers the ranks of the army are recruited from the 
artizan than from the non-artizan class. Had the deserters from the 
two classes been relative to their proportion in the army, the figures 
would stand thus, artizans 209, non-artizans 407, showing an excess 
in the case of the former of 161 beyond their fair proportion. To what 
this excess is due is not for me to say, but looking at Table V. which 
gives the earnings before enlistment, it is probably not: unconnected 
with the question of soldier’s pay; for it appears that as many as 


325 or 52°7 per cent. had, previous to enlistment, been in receipt of 


average wages, ranging from a minimum of 25s. up to 40s. and upwards ; 
whilst from Table ITI. it appears that those who allege as their reason 
for desertion “ dislike of the army,” add “to better themselves,” (the 
dislike in most cases arising from discontent with their pay and 
position), numbered 261 or 42°3 per cent. 


Conclusion. 


In the retrospect of the past year, while conscious of shortcomings, 
I trust, speaking for myself and my colleague, that we have not been 
unmindful of the solemn charge committed to us as ministers of the 
Gospel of Christ. There is no Christian work that has not its dis- 
couragements, and we have had a full share of them; but, on the other 
hand, we have been permitted to see sufficient fruit of our toil to 
stimulate us to increased effort, and to prevent us giving way to the 
feeling, against which we have tried to watch, that labour in prison 
is labour thrown away. No work done for God can be altogether 
without results, and therefore, even though there were no apparent 
results, it would be our duty to persevere, “always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, knowing that our labour is not in vain in the Lord.” 
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Tapie III.—Prisoners Reasons for DESERTING. 
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EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The daily average number of hospital cases per 1000 prisoners has 
slightly decreased both on the male and female side of the Prison. ‘The 
mortality per 1000. amongst the males has risen from 14-7 in 1874 to 
20:0 in 1875; but amongst the females it has fallen from 25-8 to 12-5. 
Nothing has occurred to lead me to suppose that any deterioration has 
taken place in the sanitary condition of the Prison. Of the 10 deaths, 
only three were from phthisis, a smaller proportion than usual from that 
disease. ‘The remaining causes of death were as follows :—Hydatid 
disease of liver, one; Bright’s} disease, two ; Meningitis, two; cerebral 
disease, one ;. committed suicide, one. - 

One of the most noteworthy events of the year has been the removal 
of 54 patients of unsound mind to the newly instituted convict lunatic 
department at Woking instead of, as formerly, to the Broadmoor 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, and some brief account of the considerations 
which led to this change may, perhaps, not be out of place. 

The Asylum at Broadmoor is occupied by two distinct classes of 
criminal lunatics who differ from each other not only in respect of the 
sentences passed upon each, but in several other particulars. “ One class ” 
(I quote the Superintendent’s report for 1872) “consists of those who, 
“ having been charged with the commission of some criminal act, have, 
“ either whilst awaiting trial, or when arraigned, or when tried, been 
“‘ found to be insane, and haye in consequence been ordered to be 
“ detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure. The other class consists of 
“© those who have been removed on the ground of insanity to Broadmoor 
“ from convict prisons whilst undergoing various terms of penal 
“ servitude.” The Superintendent then goes on to state that the former 
class consists, to a great extent, of persons whose offences have beer 
isolated criminal acts, the direct result of their insane state, and who, 
up to the time of the outbreak of their insanity, have honestly discharged 
their social and domestic duties. On the other hand the patients of the 
convict class consist chiefly fof those whose offences against law and 
order are part of their every-day life. Many of them have led a life of 
crime; they have acquired “ habits of lawless violence, of antagonism to 
“ order, of contempt for honest work; ” they use language of the 
foulest description, and their management, when they are aggregated in 
considerable numbers, presents special difficulties not encountered in 
dealing with other insane persons. The Superintendent does not raise 
the slightest doubt that the convicts sent to Broadmoor on the ground of 
insanity are, by reason of their mental condition, “unfit subjects for penal 
« discipline or that their proper place is in a lunatic asylum”, but he 
considers it “open to question whether it is either just or expedient to 
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“ permit those other inmates, whose lives have not previously exposed 
“ them to such evil influences, to be contaminated by the habits and 
“ conversation of the convict class, or to cause those belonging to one 
* class to suffer from restrictions which are only necessary for the other 
“ class; ” and yet that was what happened in consequence of the 
intermingling of the two classes. The Commissioners in Lunacy, in 
their twenty-eighth report, remark as follows: “After much consider- 
‘“ ation of the subject we are clearly of opinion that the separation of the 
“ classes advocated by the Broadmoor authorities should take place. 
“ The forced association of honest and well-conducted persons who, 
“ solely owing to mental disease, have broken the law, with convicts 
“ whose criminal acts have probably been the cause of their mental 
“ disorder is evidently unjust, and there is every reason to believe that 
“ the successful management and treatment of both classes could be 
“ more safely and efficiently conducted in separate institutions, with 
“ different rules and modes of treatment, and wherein the structural 
“ arrangements could be specially adapted to the varying requirements 
“ of each.” Anda further consideration to be borne in mind was this, 
that convicts are sentenced to definite terms of imprisonment, and that 
the provisions necessary for their safe custody are such as would not be 
permissible in the case of insane persons who have been ordered to be 
kept in confinement during Her Majesty’s pleasure, or of any ‘other class 
of lunatics. A consideration of these various representations convinced 
the authorities that the arrangements referred to were not such as to 
conduce either to the interests of the public on the one hand, or to the 
welfare of the patients on the other, and it was decided that the two 
classes of criminal lunatics should be separated. 

A portion of the west wing of the invalid prison at Woking was 
accordingly set apart for the reception of male lunatics of the convict 
class, while those sentenced to be detained in confinement during Her 
Majesty’s pleasure continue to be received at Broadmoor as before. 
The convict lunatics who had accumulated during the previous year 
were gradually transferred to Woking during the earlier months of 1875, 
Tn almost all cases these patients had been received from other prisons 
for medical observation, and hence the magnitude of the figures in 
Table IV. 

The Prison continues to be almost free from diseases of the miasmatic 
order, and this is equivalent to stating that diarrhoea and dysentery, 
small pox and erysipelas, typhus and typhoid fever are all but extinct as 
causes of mortality. With regard to the mortality from typhoid or 
enteric fever, the contrast between the ten years, 1845-54, and the 
twenty-one years following is very remarkable. During the first period - 
there were 57 deaths from that disease; during the second only 3. 
The improvement in the water supply, which was effected in August 
1854, explains this great difference, and constitutes the separating line 
between the two periods. Prior to that date the Prison had been 
supplied with Thames water, pumped in from the river immediately 
opposite the gates and afterwards filtered. This supply was cut off, and 
water from the artesian well in Trafalgar Square took its place, with 
immediate benefit to the health of the inmates of the Prison and a large 
reduction in the rate of sickness and mortality. Fifteen years have 
now elapsed since a case of typhoid fever originated here, and it may 
therefore be fairly said that in this Prison that disease is extinct, 
Millbank, however, by no means stands alone among the Government 
prisons in this respect. An enviable security is enjoyed, but it is not 
monopolised. On looking through the annual medical statistics of these 
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prisons for the 20 years, 1855-74, I find that only eight deaths are Extracts 


ascribed to enteric fever, or *40 per annum in a population, male and 
female, averaging 7913. During the five years, 1870-4, only two deaths 
were caused by this disease in an average population of 9509. If the 
sanitary securities enjoyed by the inmates of the convict prisons could 
be extended to the general population of the country, many thousands of 
lives would every year be saved.

Conduct of Officers. 


The conduct of the Officers, both on and off duty, has been most 
satisfactory, and reflects great credit upon the whole body. 
Much willingness and zeal in carrying out the details of work have 


been shewn, as also in managing ‘a ver difficult class of invalid 
% fo} 
prisoners. 


Prisoners. 


A large proportion of the men are more or less mentally affected, and 
are consequently a source of constant anxiety. 

For men of this type the ordinary rewards for good behaviour appear 
to offer little inducement towards good conduct; they show no anxiety 
about the future, often allowing the day of their discharge to approach 
without displaying any concern in a matter upon which the criminal is 


. never indifferent. 


This listless, apathetic state is much lessened where the bodily condi- 
tion admits of work in the open air, and it is often found that agricul- 
tural labourers of this class, though unable to remember the number of 
their working party, will perform a good day’s work if employed at 
labour to which they have been accustomed. 

The able-bodied men, employed as skilled workmen and artificers, 
have conducted themselves well. 


Works. 


The interior of the Chaplain’s residence has been completed. 
New mains for surface drainage have been constructed. 


Foundations for extending C hall, by adding 200 cells to the present 
building, have been excavated.

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


I am again glad to be able to say that the prisoners have received my 
ministrations in public and in private with the same decorum and 
gratitude that have been evinced in former years. 

Of course in a prison like Parkhurst, where many men are some- 
what, if not very, weak minded, I have found them in different moods 
at different times when visiting them in their cells, but even then have 
mostly found them open to a word of kindness, while the invalids and 
the aged have ever welcomed cordially the visits paid. 

In chapel the services have been conducted as usual, and nothing 
has transpired during the year at any time to mark them other wise 
than with outward reverence ; while the teaching, I cannot but hope, 
has not altogether been thrown away, judging from remarks now and 
again made regarding what has been said in the sermon. 

The choir takes great pains to perform to the best of their ability 
what devolves upon them, and the rest of the congregation joins 
heartily with them in the singing. 

The Holy Communion has periodically been administered, and by 
means of a communicants’ class, held previously to the reception, I 
have been able to explain collectively to those whom I have admitted 
the nature and solemnity of the ordinance, and am again thankful to 
state that, as a body, the communicants have acted throughout the year 
consistently with their outward profession. 

The sick have been duly visited, and prayers with a short exposition 
daily conducted. On Sunday I lengthen the service a little, so as to I 
mark the day, and to let the sick feel they too have their Sundays. On 
that day I always read the service in-a surplice. 

The schools have been carefully worked by the masters, and the 
accompanying tables will show the educational status of the prisoners ; 
while 

Special classes, as heretofore, directly the evenings were sufficiently 
long to allow of their being held, were put into operation, and are 
continuing to be carried on, that we may help men to regain any lost 
ground in their previous education. 

These classes are looked upon as great favours, and those who 
are in earnest in trying to advance their learning, but who feel 
themselves weak in certain points, gladly avail themselves of the 
privilege.

The library, though not large, is much appreciated by the prisoners, 
and the books are changed weekly; but again, owing to the weak- 
minded men we have here, the wear, tear, and destruction at times is 
rather heavy, so that this year the demand for new books is a little 
larger than usual. As a whole, however, there is not much cause of 
complaint for the manner in which the books are used. e, 

Stock has been carefully taken of the library by the. librarian, 
and with very few exceptions all the volumes can be accounted 
for. 

Devotional works I keep in my own office, and give them out 
specially, either myself or through the principal schoolmaster, to.such as 
make application for them; while under the care of the principal 
schoolmaster, Mr. Gibbard, are placed certain better-class educational 
works, which are given out. to men capable of using them with 
advantage, in rotation, a careful list of the applicants being kept. 

These works, and also the religious works mentioned, Mr. Gibbard 
has taken stock of, and also of all stores, such as stationery of all 
kinds, and articles required for the book-binder, and everything is 
correct, 
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The incoming men during the year have been rather more numerous ~ 
than those who came last year, but. the per-centage of re-convicted men 
is as nearly as possible the same as last year’s. 

Men on discharge have amounted to 135, and of some one has good 
hope that they will do well in the outer world, the real test whether 
under God they have made up their minds to alter for the better. Amid 
disappointments, cheering accounts from time to time come of men 
doing well; and sometimes in London and elsewhere I have been 
stopped by men making themselves known to.me to tell me of their 
prospects, and what they are, and what they have been doing since 
their discharge. 

One man is now the \proprietor of what before imprisonment he was 

only foreman. 

The Discharged Prisoners Aid Societies still continue to render us 
much valuable assistance. 

In conversing before discharge with prisoners about to leave, I find 
in a very great majority of cases that the prevailing cause of crime has 
been drunkenness. 

The deaths in the hospital ‘have amounted during the year to 16, and 
some have left ‘behind a: good: hope’ that they passed. into a better world 
through their Saviour’s merits, .. Others I can only leave i in the hands 
of Him that ever judgeth a righteous judgment. 

Among the sick officers while on the strength of the prison, I have, 
as last year, again to record no deaths I am rejoiced to eae though 
two or three soon died after having been: invalided. 

To my brother officers and my own immediate staff oe masters my 
best thanks are due for the help I have ever received from them in the 
discharge of aah duties, 
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EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


I wave the honour to submit the accompanying Annual Returns for 
1875. _ The daily average number of prisoners during the year has been 
higher; and those requiring medical treatment have been m a corre- 
sponding degree greater than in the} preceding year. At the same time, 
the deaths have been ae and only one has been es ated on medical 
grounds. 

Fourteen prisoners have been removed on account of insanity, and 
one on account of asthma of a severe form, becoming gradually more 
intense, probably owing to the dampness of the climate. With these 
exceptions, the health of the establishment on the whole has been good, 
and the diseases which: figure in the accompanying returns show that 
they have been for the most part of a chronic description. 

The case of suicide was by hanging, and the attempt at suicide was 
of the same description, but happily frustrated. 

With reference to the effects of imprisonment, on the general health of 
the prisoners discharged during the year I beg to refer you to the 
accompanying table. It shows that out of 134 prisoners discharged, 
100 were received as invalids, and only 34 as healthy men. Not- 
withstanding this, 57 were found to have increased in weight since 
reception and otherwise to have improved in condition. 

The usual amount of sickness has prevailed amongst the warders and 
their families. Three assistant warders and one of the guard have been 
invalided cured the past twelvemonth.

Buildings. 


All labour in connexion with the prison, either in the shape of repairs _ 
to the buildings, or of new works, and whether within or without the 
walls, has continued to be executed with great advantage and at a i 
considerable saving of expense by the convicts themselves. Externally 
and internally the fabric is in perfect order and repair, and the drainage — 
and water supply, if not faultless, may be considered satisfactory. The z 
ventilation of the corridors has been much improved by additional inlets 4 
for fresh air and, but that the temperature of some of the terminal cells 
of two of the divisions is too low in severe weather, the means of 
supplying the cells with warmth are sufficient. ‘ 


Officers. 


With regret I have to record the death of Mr. Charles Lee, school- _ 
master, after a faithful service of upwards of 30 years. An assistant 
warder died at the close of the year from an internal complaint which — 
carried him off after a short illness. Three assistant warders have been — 
‘dismissed for misconduct. “Ue 

I have again the pleasure to report that the conduct and discipline of 
the officers under my command have been on the whole highly _ 
satisfactory. n

Of the 34 convicts discharged on license, 6, who had no knowledge 
of a trade on their conviction and reception into a Government prison, 
became under the instruction afforded them good tradesmen, one a 
bricklayer, one a slater, one a plumber, one a painter, and two cooks ; 
eleven who were tradesmen ‘on reception, followed their own handi- 
craft during their imprisonment; two were infirmary orderlies, and two 
labourers ; one was received from Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic asylum 
for discharge, and twelve prisoners were received from Gibraltar on 
the abolition of that establishment. 

They were all, with two exceptions, in good health on their discharge. 
The exceptions were an artisan who was received in indifferent health, 
but who had improved and increased 8 lbs. in weight on his release, and 
a prisoner received from Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic Asylum, whose 
health was fair on reception and discharge. 

Of the 29 convicts discharged on expiration of sentence, one was sent 
here from Public Works to complete his sentence on account of con- 
tinuous misconduct, one was received from Gibraltar, and the remainder 
consisted of men re-committed to prison on revocation of license. 

Thirty-one prisoners on their liberation availed themselves of the 
advantages held out to them by the various Discharged Prisoners Aid 
Societies. i 


Escapes. 


Escapes there have been none; two attempts to break prison were 
detected and frustrated. 


Military Convicts. 


Twenty-eight men of this class were received during the year. 
Twenty of them were subsequently discharged from the army and 
absorbed into the ordinary prison population, one was transferred to 
Chatham Prison, one was handed over to the Military Authorities, and 
six being Roman Catholics were transferred to Millbank Prison. 


Trades. 


Since the date of my last report the Manufacturing Department has 
been superintended by Mr. James Duncan, the steward, and it is most 
satisfactory to me to have to record a very considerable rise in the 
earnings of the convicts, which I attribute in great measure to his 
untiring energy, seconded, as it has-been, by the efforts of all the 
officers under his direction, — 

The amount earned in the last year has reached the sum of 
11,9791. 8s. 7d. which is 2,999/. 2s. 11 in excess of the productive 
return of the previous year, and gives a general net increase of no less 
than 32°25 per cent. per head.

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‘Were the labour returns not very adversely affected by the largely — 
increased number of non-effectives: in the shape of epileptics, cripples, 
and prisoners of weak intellect now received in this prison, and whose 
reception was formerly prohibited, the savings would be: still further 
augmented, _ 

Notwithstanding this disadvantage, the average net earnings for the — 
past year have been 13d. 4s. 9d., as compared with 7. 9s. 5d., the 
average for the ten years immediately preceding 1865, and there is 
every probability of a further increase. 

In addition to the trades ordinarily followed, the special work 
executed includes the construction of a temporary prison for the accom- i 
modation of one hundred convicts employed on the new. Prison 
Buildings at Wormwood Scrubs, the manufacture of mail bags for the 
Post Office and of seamen’s bags for the Admiralty, of the implements 
for the game of Kriegspeil, and of mathematical instruments for the War 
Department, of lamps for lighting the new prison at Borstal, of a

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


In receiving the Annual Report of the Chaplain’s Department, you 
will not, it may be presumed, expect much variation from usual routine, 
of referring briefly to the mental and moral condition of the convicts, 
and the means adopted for attempting their improvement. In the first 


place, there is cause for regret, in recording a serious loss, sustained in. 


the staff of Schoolmasters, (in April, last year,) by the death of 


Mr. Charles Lee, our Head Master; than whom, a better qualified 


teacher, a more painstaking or & more conscientious man, can seldom be 
met with : in Parkhurst Prison, some twenty-five years ago, he effected 
a great work in training the minds of juvenile criminals : and as long 
as the Black Board system of teaching was admitted in classes, 
Mr. Lee’s Lectures on Arithmetic, Geometry, Geography, Natural 
History, &c., were admirable. ; 

But whatever amount of ability may be found in the members of the 
present staff, there is not sufficient scope for its exercise. The method, 
in use for some years, separate cellular instruction, is, no doubt, well 


adapted for maintaining strict discipline in the Prison, but it must be 


allowed to fall short in the aggregate instruction conveyed to the 


convicts : the requisite supervision of them, and of their teachers, is not j 


attainable: and as may be readily imagined, where the majority of the 
taught are men of very bad habits, and of low intellects, nothing can be 
more irksome and monotonous than the duty to be performed: there is 


danger, therefore, if zeal be defective, that the task be performed with 


uninterested listlessness, or evaded, as often as may be unobserved. 

The prisoners, on reception, are distributed into three classes : 

The First Class consists of men who are acquainted with the higher 
rules of Arithmetic, and of other branches of knowledge of like degree. 

The Second Class of those who have advanced in Arithmetic, as far 
as Proportion, and the Third Class of men, at the best only knowing 
the first elements of Arithmetic, but for the greater part wholly 
untaught. 

The proportion to the whole prison population of the First Class, is 
about one twelfth ; of the Second Class, one fourth; and of the lowest, 
about two thirds. 

The Third or lowest class, is, again, subdivided into three sections : 
the first part, as tested again by Arithmetic, being acquaintaed With the 
Compound Rules; the second with the first four; and the lowest being 
men entirely ignorant. 

The testing, and distribution into classes are being continually made 
throughout the year, upon the several arrivals of convicts ; and again, at 
the end of six months, an examination is held to test and record the 
progress made in the time. These preliminary testings and half yearly 


¥ 
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examinations are made by the head Schoolmaster, under the supervision pxtracts, 
aie of the Chaplains, and are independent of the daily schooling in ee 
the cells, aoa 

The first and second classes are considered as sufficiently educated, 
and as requiring no help from the Schoolmasters, beyond a supply of 
books for self-improvement. 

Properly selected books are great helps in cultivating the unpro- 
pitious soil in which Chaplains, and Schoolmasters of Prisons have to 
labour. They prove often efficacious in calming the irritable, and in 
giving mental support to the unhappy criminal, who is ready to give 
way to a gloomy, and perhaps fatal despondency. 

_ In referring to Education and Library books, it may be worthy of 
remark that a rigid and restrictive system prevailing in this Prison 
might be relaxed with advantage, and without detriment to discipline. 

Observation or speculation upon the moral and religious condition of 
convicts must be vague and unsatisfactory. 

In Prison they are in an abnormal state, in which hypocrisy, self- 

. deceit, and the deceivableness of unrighteousness, make it next to 
impossible to decide what they may be when restored to liberty. 

Judging from criminal physiognomy, when numbers are congregated 
(as, for instance in Chapel) the view is painful, and the verdict 
unfavourable. Crime, inured, evidently works from within, outwardly. 
Not only the habitual vocabulary indicates what abounds in the heart, 
but sin looks out of the eyes, and the very features, by frequency of 
bad expression, become fixedly distorted. What is required to be 
done ? to endeavour to bring the seared conscience to a healthy, feeling 
state: to soften the hardened heart; to enlighten the dark mind; 
(quasi, to give sight to the blind:) all this must be allowed to be a 
superhuman work. And depressing indeed, utterly hopeless would be 
the attempt, if we had not faith in the power and mercy of God, 
knowing that nothing is impossible with Him, and that “He has 
devised means for the restoration of his banished ones,’ we apply the 
means, sedulously, and leave the issue with Him. 

Another way of forming an opinion of the moral status of some 2,500 
convicts, whose names were on the Register last year, is, from 
considering the terms of their sentences, and the peculiarities of their 
crimes. There seems to have been avery large number of sentences 
extending from 12, 15, 20 years, up to penal servitude for life: eighteen 
men had been doomed to the life-long period, in some cases reprieved 
from death. 

The crimes of violence, which entailed these dread effects, were, 
many of them, traceable to the habits of drunkenness now unhappily 
‘prevailing. A peculiarly pitiable case was that of a man of fine figure 
and stately step, who had served 24 years and 7 months in the Royal 
Artillery, and retired with a good character and pension. Having 
obtained a civil situation, and being in comfortable circumstances, at the 
end of 12 months he married one who he considered would add to 
his respectability: but in his occasional absences, she contracted 
intemperate habits, squandered in drink the money given her to pay 
rent, and keep the house, and pawned all his best clothes. 

Returning home one evening, he met her tottering towards him in an 
extreme state of intoxication, and in disgust thrust her away from him. 
The consequent fall terminated in’ her death: he was tried, convicted, 
and sentenced to die: the sentence, on recommendation to mercy, was 
commuted to life penal servitude: the man’s deportment in separate 
confinemert was proper, and showed several traits of right feeling. 
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Generally speaking indeed, the long sentenced men are by no means 
the worst, nor the worst-conducted: such are to be found, rather, 
amongst those who have graduated in crime from early days, and having — 
run the course of summary convictions, and entered upon the eurri- 
culum of penal servitude, are to be classed_ amongst the incorrigibles. 
The most distressing cases, are those which have come out of respec- — 
table connexions, and they are, unhappily, numerous of late, Where, for — 
instance, a father, who has given his children a. good education, meets 
with reverses, and is overtaken in a fault ; and on conviction for first a 
offence, is separated for a lengthened period from an affectionate wife 
and family who knew well his former worth; such # man’s punishment — 
is more severe, and falls with tenfold more crushing power, than would — 
a like sentence, for a like offence affect a single man, or one of disrepu-— 
table antecedents. Frequently, too, we encounter the miserable 
spectacle of a young man (the cherished hope of parents, sisters and 
brothers hitherto) fallen, degraded to the level of a convict, having been 
led away by the irreligious spirit of a dissipated circle, into whose 
vortex he was drawn. The ineffaceable stain of convictism blights the 
prospects of life ; and there seems only the wretched alternative, of — 
sinking into hopeless melancholy, or worse of casting off the precepts of — 
morality, and the remonstrances of conscience and plunging. into the © 
depths of crime, ce, 
Here a Chaplain’s ministrations have hopeful ground to go upon: a — 
prospect of pardon and peace with God; and a hope however distant, of | 
something better than this world can take away, may be presented to a 
not unwilling ear, The potency of Divine Truth asserts itself even in a 
the unlikely wards of a Prison; good books commend and enforce its 
claims. “ Venn’s Complete Duty of Man” has arrested the attention, 
and fastened conviction on many a heart : whilst Divine Services in the — 
Chapel, with addresses setting forth the true and lively Word, in the — 
spirit of faith in its promises and power, have proved in the last, asin 
preceding years, instrumental in drawing souls out of the pit.

Superior Officers. 
No changes have taken place under this heading. I have been abiy 
supported by both Deputy Governors in carrying out the disciplinary 
duties. 


Discipline Officers, Instructing Warders, Civil Guard, and Workmen. 


The whole of these officers, have fully maintained their character for 
steadiness, and have performed their duties in a very satisfactory and 
creditable manner. I regret to say that 2 warders died during the 
year from ilness contracted while upon duty on the Public Works. 
Two retired from the service on medical grounds, 3 Assistant Warders 
were dismissed for breaches of discipline, and 4 resigned. One sergeant 
of the Civil Guard and 2 privates were superannuated, and 3 resigned. 


Discipline. 

Strict discipline has been ‘maintained amongst the convicts, who as a 
body have conducted themselves very well. The system of isolating the 
badly conducted, and incorrigible prisoners, referred to under this 
heading in my Annual Report for 1874, has been rigidly adhered to, 
and with very favorable results. Nota single serious assault has been 
committed upon any officer on the Public Works or within the walls of 
the prison. ‘The most serious offences were confined to this class of 
prisoners, who have persisted in making use of foul and _insubordinate 
language towards the superior, as well as the subordinate officers, 
Again this year there has been a considerable diminution in the 
number of reports of such a nature as to necessitate their being 
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disposed of by the Director, while fewer corporal punishments have | 


been awarded, as shown in Appendix No. 3. 

The number of punishments awarded by the Governor is in excess of 
last year, but this may be accounted for by the large increase in the 
number of convicts who have passed through the prison, viz. 2,200 
against 1,961.

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Three feigned, and one determined, attempts at escape were made 
during the year, the latter by a convict located in C. Hall, No. 
landing, on the night of the 8th March. At the time it was blowing a 
heavy fall of wind, and he succeeded in removing, without being heard, 
a portion of the sheet-iron lining from fhe ceiling of his cell 4 Y 
during a temporary lull, the night patrol hearing a noise on the landing, — 
proceeded thither, traced the noise to the cell occupied by this conven 
and caught him in the act of removing the boarding to which the iron” 
lining had been secured. The necessary alarm was immediately give fy 
but before the orderly officer could reach the cell and open the door, 
the prisoner had succeeded in getting on to the roof. I was eonfined to 
my bed at the time by sickness, but as soon as the alarm was given 
hastened into the prison, where I found Deputy-Governor Capt 
Salter, and the chief warder with the bachelor officers, and 
inlying picquet: the former were engaged in raising a heavy lad 
against the gable end of C. Hall; ‘but such was the force of the wind, — 
that in spite of their efforts to keep it against the same, it was suddenly 
blown down, thereby endangering their lives, and seriously injuring one 
officer. The Civil Guard had been judiciously posted round the block | 
of buildings, of which C. Hall forms a wing, to prevent ,the conviet 
from effecting his escape by lowering himself down on to one of the — 
walls which divides the exercise yards, a 

Some of the officers having succeeded. in gaining the roof, through a 
fire-escape hole, the prisoner after an hour's search was captured, and 
conveyed to the punishment cells. The whole of the officers above 
referred to displayed praiseworthy zeal, and willingly exposed thet 
selves to great risks while attempting to get on to the roof to secur 
the prisoner, and my best thanks are due to Captain Salter for the - 
prompt measure adopted by him on the occasion. aa

Deaths. a 


Only 12 convicts died from natural causes during the year. I regret 
however to record that one threw himself off No. 1 landing, C. Hall, on — 
to the stone floor beneath, and sustained such serious injuries that he — 
died from the effects of the same, within 24 hours. At a coroner’s — 
inquest held on the body, the officers were exempted from blame, and 
the jury returned a verdict that he committed the act while in an — 
unsound state of mind. ' 

It is with great. satisfaction I am able to State, that no fatal accident — 
occurred on the Public Works during the year, a fact which I consider 
reflects much credit upon the officers, who must necessarily have — 
exercised great discretion in the handling of the prisoners entrusted 
to their care, while executing, in many instances, works of a very 


dangerous nature. No case of self-mutilation has occurred during the 
same period, 2” 


Suicides, 


Four convicts made feigned attempts at suicide during: the year, — 
while three others actually tried to take their own lives, one of whom — 
succeeded, as detailed under the head of deaths, The four feigned 
attempts were in my opinion made with the view of being admitted into 
the Infirmary, but ‘the three real ones may be attributed to feelings of — 
remorse and sudden and ungovernable fits of temper. The one which © 
terminated fatally was committed by @ convict who, in ordinary course, — 


' would in a short time have been liberated on license. He was an 


educated man, but apparently did not possess the power of controlling 
a very bad temper, which often led him into trouble. 


Employment of Convicts. 
No change has taken place in the nature of the labour performed by 


- the convicts on the Public Works; but there has been a still further 


diminution in the daily average number of men allotted for Admiralty 


purposes, viz., 268, against 281 ; while there has been an inerease in the’ 


number employed on the War Department Works, viz., 7 72 against 721, 
On the Prison Works only 184 convicts have been employed, against 
a daily average of 220 in 1874. Under the head of Prison Employment 
there has been a slight increase, namely 156 against 138, owing to the 
introduction of the manufacture of uniform clothing for the Metropolitan 
Police and prison officers. The non-effectives averaged during the year 
only 195, while they were 218 during last year. The total value of 
the work performed by the convicts during the year, amounted to 
51,8311. 5s. 8d., or 3052. 19s, 1d. less than during the year 1874, 
giving a daily average of 2s. 13d. to each man including non-effectives. 
This diminution is attributable to the same causes referred to under this 
heading in my last year’s annual Report. 


Admiralty Department. 


A large quantity of stone was quarried, and scappled into blocks, for 
HH. M. Dockyard at Portsmouth, and for other purposes, on the spot. 
Dressed stone was provided for walls, bridges, coping, and the foot- 


path leading from the Admiralty pier to Castletown. A considerable 


quantity of ballast was collected, stone broken, loaded and sent down 
for the “ Portland and breakwater extension railway.” 

Stone-work, joinery, and iron-work were prepared for the harbour 
master’s new offices at Castletown : also for slaughter-house, cattle-shed, 
and yard near the Breakwater, these latter works being executed by 
convict labour. The large reservoir on the North Common was filled 
up, and banks removed. The surface of the Naval Drill Ground was 
re-formed and levelled. = 

A new rifle range for Naval purposes, with platforms and butts, was 
formed on the East Weir. Rough blocks of cap were loaded and sent 
down the incline for repairs of breakwater, and for protection of beach 
at Smallmouth on the north side of the bay. Many minor jobs were 
executed for this department in the shops, and at the Naval Depot, 
including a stone building for light-keeper on the N.E. end of the 
breakwater. The whole of the quarry plant, including the machinery, 
tools, &c., were kept in good working order. 

\ 


War Department. 

A new block of officers’ quarters, and a racquet court, were erected 
on the Verne. A stone bridge was built under the road leading from 
the Citadel to Fortune’s Well. The face of the cliff on the N.E. side of 
the Verne was escarped, and sundry alterations made in the looped- 
holed wall referred to in my report for the year 1874. 

The widening of the S.E. portion of the ditch was completed, and 
large quantities of rubble removed in small waggons to the edge of the 
cliff, and tipped into the East Weir. In addition to the foregoing, a

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considerable quantity was loaded in similar waggons, and by means of — 
* drums and ropes lowered down to the Admiralty incline, from whence 
it was transported in like manner to a large hollow under the cliff, some — 
little distance this side of the Admiralty Depét buildings, with the view 
of preventing any further movement of the Kimmeridge clay, and 
shipping of the land above. 

The large iron pipe leading from the-Breakwater to Chene Water 
Works, which passes through this-hollow, was enclosed by strong walls, 
and arched over. 

Extensive alterations and additions were made in the East Weir 
batteries, 

A substantial sea-wall was commenced in the month of May, on the 
fore-shore near the Breakwater, for the purpose of preventing the sea 


in rough weather from encroaching, and undermining the land, thereby 


causing landslips above. This wall is still in progress, and as it is to 


extend along the shore on the east side of the island, will for a ‘a 


lengthened period afford labour for the convicts. The excavating for — 


high tide and gale of wind. A day stone fence wall extending from 
the top of the Admiralty incline to Balaclava Coastguard Station was 
erected, and finished off with a stone coping. The stone for'the whole 
of these works was quarried, dressed, and loaded by convict labour. 
The formation of the S.E. Glacis, referred to in my last year’s report, 
was continued during this one, and considerable quantities of stone 
quarried from the site. All the necessary carpenters’, blacksmiths’, 
slaters’, plasterers’, plumbers’, painters’, and glaziers’ work was executed 
by convicts, including the maintenance of all tools, plant, and machinery, 


Prison Department. 


The iron roof over the Gas-retort house, to which I alluded in my 
report for 1874, was completed and fixed, the walls of the building 
having been raised to the authorised and necessary height. The large 
gas-holder was raised, and the walls of the tank cemented, to prevent 
leakage. Two additional rooms were added to the chaplain’s quarters, 
A photographic room for prison purposes was erected in a suitable 
position. ee 

The wooden gable end to E. Hall, which was found to be in a 
decayed condition, was removed, and replaced by a very substantial stone 
wall. 

The two sides of this building, which were never weather-tight, have 
been covered with weather-boarding secured to upright battens. The 
ground wall plates, found to be much decayed, were replaced by new 
ones, while the lower portion of the upright studs were scawed with 
new timber. 

A large portion of the boarding of the roof, also found to be defective, 
was cut out, and new planking substituted, the whole roof was then 
covered with felt, and reslated. This hall is now I consider one of the 
best in the prison. 4 

Stone and other niaterials were prepared for the addition authorised 
to be made in the prison officers’ infant school room, and the recon- 
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Admiralty, War, and Prison Departments, including iron-mongery for 
the various coastguard Stations. Four large iron water tanks for the 
North Head fort were cast in pieces, fitted together, and delivered. -12 
substantial brass candlesticks for the altars in the Roman Catholic 
Chapels at Millbank were cast, turned, and fitted together in the prison 
shop and-foundry. The whole of the necessary repairs to the prison 
buildings, gas and water works, superior and subordinate officers 
quarters, the maintenance of tools, plant, steam engines, boilers, &c., 
were executed by the convicts. At the close of 1874, and the 
beginning of 1875 the Directors authorised the manufacture of uniforms 
fer the prison staff in the tailors’ shop, and during the year the 
following articles were turned out of hand in a very creditable manner ; 
viz., 124 great coats, 109 frock coats, 22 serge jackets, and 22 pairs of 
trousers. On the completion of the above, the making of uniform clothing 
for the Metropolitan Police was sanctioned, and under the able control 
of the steward, assisted. by the master tailor and his assistant, no less 
than 380 tunics, 250 pairs of dress trousers, and 40 pairs of undress 
trousers were manufactured, and subsequently passed, with scarcely a 
rejection, by the authorities of the Army Clothing Department, Pimlico. 
Tn addition to the foregoing, the whole of the clothing, bedding, &c., in 
use in the prison, was kept in a proper state of repair. Also during the 
year 13 tons of junk weregpicked into oakum for H.M. Dockyards at 
Portsmouth and Devonport by the convicts in No, 57 Party. 


Buildings. 


The whole of the buildings within the walls of the Prison, as well as 
those outside, were kept in a proper state of repair. Those constructed 
of wood show signs of decay more and more every year, and will 
require extensive repairs before very long. 


Concluding Remarks. 


As many convicts as possible were taught trades, under the immediate 
supervision of the instructing warders, and acquitted themselves well. 
_ Tobserve a growing desire amongst them to learn trades; and those who 
have hitherto been selected for employment in the different shops, have 
proved themselves deserving of the privilege, both by their industry and 
good conduct. Every inducement was held out to the prisoners to 
avail themselves of the assistance of the various Prisoners’ Aid Societies, 
and out of the 277 discharged on license and expiration of sentence 
during the year, 168 placed themselves under their care. The ready 
help afforded by these societies to discharged criminals, very many of 
whom are about to commence their career in life under adverse 
circumstances, cannot be over-estimated by the public at large, as well as 
those whose duty it is to use their best endeavours to reform them while 
undergoing their sentences of penal servitude. I cannot close this 
remark without gratefully acknowledging the consideration and cour- 
tesy shown by the Secretaries of these societies in all their transactions 
with the prison officials. 

I cannot close this my tenth Annual Report of this prison without 
bearing testimony to the untiring zeal and devotion on the part of the 
Chaplain to the spiritual wants of the convicts and the officers and their 
families, ably assisted as he has been by the Assistant Chaplain. His 
interest in the prison officers schools is deserving of recognition, and 
their present efficient and prosperous condition is largely attribu-

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


On former occasions I have referred at some length to the different 
duties resting on the Chaplain and his Assistants. I would now 
confine myself to a summary of the various reasons which have been 
from time to time submitted, and append tables of the work done 
throughout the year. 

It has been already pointed out how vain would be the hope of any 
real reformation of the men which is not founded on the power and 
influence of religious truth, and ws cannot be deterred from the 
expression of this conviction though a certain amount of hypocrisy and 
and spiritual pretence abounds. Prisoners have often assumed this 
cloak, and so successfully as not only to deceive others but themselves 
also. Yet the instances of sincerity are so numerous and conclusive, 
that we. cannot fail to see the blessing which God has mercifully 
vouchsafed to the religious influences at work. - Of course we take little 
or no credit for orderly conduct at Church or joining in singing. The 
one is the result of discipline, while the other has a sort of self-satisfac- 
tion in it. It is when we see attention to the word of God, attendance 
at the Holy Communion, habitual presence at the Bible Class, obedience 
to prison rules an established practice, a consistent walk before their 


fellow prisoners, and living down the nicknames attached to those who. 


show evidence of good, it is then that we feel the encouragement we do, 


and especially when the officers, or the majority, in carrying out prison | 
laws, are themselves upright, honest men, the case for thankfulness / 
becomes stronger. To such men the prison becomes a preparation for 


mixing again as new men in the world around us, ‘The experience of 
many years may help to make our standing all the surer, as we offer our 
opinion as to the work of true reformation as it progresses. . 


Education. 


The advantage of regular school instruction cannot be over estimated. 
A man who has never had his mind brought under discipline, even to 
the mastering of the simplest elementary spelling book, and now 
obliged to the restraint of paying attention to instruction for the. first 
time in his life, feels the trial exceedingly. The case of a full grown 
man is quite different from the boy. It is at first quite hateful, and it 
requires all the patience and temper of the indefatigable master to bear 
with so unpromising a pupil, but that patience is well repaid as the 
man begins to understand and see the advantages offered him. In time 
his attention increases, and this is followed by a certain amount of 
pleasure, the reading of useful books follows, and by what is put into 
his hands he is made to see the value of rectitude, sobriety, thrift, and 
the like, and in the cell he reflects. In many eases. this work is carried 
on by the education afforded here. We are satisfied with the view we 
are permitted to take of the results as now known of the combined 


influence of religious, educational, and punitive treatment that, while — 
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it is reformatory, it vindicates the broken law by holding the sword Extracts, 


over the offender. 


Returned Conviets. 


Still the fact must not be lost sight of that on his return to society 
great severity follows every discharged prisoner irrespective of his 
conduct while here. The public is no respecter of persons. One of 
our most painful burdens in advising prisoners as to their future is the 
want of power to speak with any definiteness as to their obtaining 


‘employment when at large. Dozens of men have gone forth from this 


prison during the past twelve months who had praiseworthy intentions 
to do well, but being without friends and means, and a hostile public 
working against them, they have had but a choice between thieving and 
starvation. The excellent “Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society ” could 
not support allthese men until they obtained work. Some would become 
sickened through lack of hope. Their fellow-men against them, they 
would feel like pariahs, and the old longings would revive and struggle 
for ascendency. Even while work has been had, the convict fact has 
oozed out, and their fellow-workmen, as with one voice, have required 
them to leave. Honest relations are ashamed of them, and where this 
is not the case, it is where crime is familiar, and they welcome a 
companion to fresh sin. 


_ Emigration. : 

Under drawbacks so inevitable, emigration for a well-disposed man 
is the only outlet, and the main difficulty which the true friends of the 
prisoner have to meet is a pecuniary one, and as society is necessarily so 
sensitive about the abode amongst it of any criminal, good or bad, it 
should not object to some general sacrifice which though ever so small 
might compass the only possible end in secondary punishment, his 
voluntary emigration. 


Industrial Employment. 
One means of improving on the future position of prisoners, either at 


home or abroad, is by industrial employment. The desire among large 


numbers of prisoners for such work as they could turn to future account 
is very general, especially among the well-disposed. The man who toils 
on his barrow run for four years is fit for nothing else at its close. It is 
not the bodily toil with the steady man that is the objection. It is the 
prolonged uselessness to himself. If it could be varied by employment 
requiring some head-work the end would be gained without any injury 
to the great public works on hand. I have known several young men 


rejoice, as though the greatest boon had been conferred, when they 


were transferred from a quarrying party to the stone-dresssing, smithy, 
carpentering, or other handicraft. 1 submit this point for consideration, 
as one closely connected with the reformation and future well-being of a 
considerable number of prisoners, especially of the younger class. 


Intemperance. 


The temptations assailing the idle discharged prisoner through the 
deadly habit of drink must be added to the other difficulties of his 
situation. ' 

As a discharged prisoner, he stands on the edge of a precipice the 
moment he allows a drop of intoxicating drink to pass his lips. A 


\ 
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large majority of those brought back to prison consists of those who 
have fallen in with old companions whose persuasions they could not 
resist. One man has said to me, after his return to prison to finish his 
sentence, “We are mad when we get out; a little drink ruins us.” 
Another, who gave hope of better things when under a previous sentence, 
and is now undergoing a third, told‘me that while he kept from drink 
all was well with him, but when he indulged, the propensity to theft 
was irresistible. The men are for years free from the temptation, but 
when they get their liberty and yield to this vice, old cravings return as 
with @ flood, and forgetfulness of all past warning follows. 


Profitable Labour. 


We see with a spirit of thankfulness the working of this principie 
which has commended itself to the authorities. The effect upon men 
when put to labour of an unprofitable kind has been strikingly plain and 
marked by the official administrators here. Instances could be readily 
given. It would bea great point in the treatment of prisoners to make 
them provide as far as may be for the expense of their own punishment. 
Thoroughly debased men luxuriate in the thought that they can stili do 
an injury to society. This gratification would be removed, as it ought 
to be, by providing profitable employment for them. Tlése men have 
been guilty of a public wrong, and one part of their treatment should be 
to make them offer some reparation by profitable public labour. Hard 
labour, if regarded only as a punishment does not, I think, answer its 
end with a certain class such as we have at Portland, where there are 
too many strong able-bodied men who have roughed it thoroughout a 
greater portion of their lives. The sheep-stealer, the barn breaker, the 


house, the forge, or the ploughing field. Such men care little for the 


hardest labour to which you can put them ; if the other end is lost 


sight of the permanent good of the prisoner is not likely to be secured. 


Let a prisoner once have his mind . possessed with the idea that he is. 


being punished for punishment sake, and the probability of his reforma- 
tion is small indeed. We have had, and still have, men possessed with 
this idea, and they form the class perpetually found in the separate 
cells. Many men go away from Portland well qualified as quarrymen, 
others as carpenters, blacksmiths, tinsmiths, sawyers, and the like, 
They leave prison with sufficient knowledge of some trade or occupation 
which at least fit them to earn their bread, The advantages have been 
so manifest and are so eagerly desired, it may be hoped that when the 
exigencies of public works are met, these may be more widely 
extended. I know it is thought a very gratuitous and needless philan- 
thropy to be tender about the present and future well-being of criminals 
who have but little care for themselves and others ; but it must ever be 
kept in mind that whilst the sword is not borne in vain, but for the 
punishment of evil doers, it is also that they may learn to do well 3; and 
that it ig more blessed to save than destroy

Reformation possible. Proofs, 

In testimony of the possibility of the reformation of prisoners, I may 
mention one or two instances existing at the present time here, We 
will not go to the better class of prisoners, but to those who have been 
amongst the most troublesome and violent. H. B., a youth aged 18 
when convicted of burglary, had a temper thoroughly bad, obstinate, 
and insubordinate in the highest degree. When commiited to prison he 


| 
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could read and write imperfectly. He had one previous conviction and 


eight summary. During the year 1873 he was nine times under punish- 


_ ment in separate cells for prison offences, once in the dark cell for 


refractory conduct, on 28 days penal diet, and again on 60 days same 
diet, and received 18 lashes. 

During the period extending from January 1874 to May 1875 he was 
twelve times in the separate cells and twice in the dark cells. His 
language and demeanour were at times most insolent, insubordinate, 
and passionate. In June 1875 a change passed over him. He became 
quiet and submissive, learnt to curb his temper, gave himself to the 
study of his Bible and religious books, and was so consistent, and 
afforded evidence of so decided a change, that he was admitted, after 
careful instruction, and at his own earnest request, on Christmas Day to 
the Holy Communion. He has learnt to read and write well, and is 
become very intelligent. 

G. W. is another instance of a similar kind. Before his present 
conviction he underwent two sentences, one of 18 months and another 
of 2 years’ imprisonment. Before his reception here he was under 
confinement at Millbank, Woking, and Dartmoor prisons. At all, his 
conduct was bad. He was notorious as a trafficker, and was deceitful 
in the highest degree. Since his transfer to this prison in 1872, and 
during the period from that date to August 1875, he was 18 times under 
punishment in the separate cells. During the last four months he has 
quite changed and has not had a single report against him. He shows 
the greatest desire to give satisfaction to all set over him, studies his 
Bible, and regularly attends the Bible Class. There is every prospect 
of his permanent well-doing, if he is taken by a friendly hand and 
helped to employment. These are tio out of many instances which 
might be quoted, to shew that there is a real reformatory work going on 
in this prison. 


Religious Services. 


The appointed services in the chapel on the Sunday, Christmas Day, 
Good Friday, and week-days have been fully maintained. The men seem 
to appreciate attendance on public worship, and their manner throughout 


is devout. They sing-and_respond heartily, and listen attentively to the 


sermons. The Holy Communion has been administered seven times 
during the year. ‘The Candidates are formed into classes, and receive 
religious instruction previous to the celebration from myself and the 


Assistant Chaplain. We exercise all the care we can to prevent. 


improper persons approaching the Lord’s' table. 

A Confirmation was held by the Bishop of the Diocese in the prison 
Chapel on Sunday December the 12th when 28 prisoners were admitted 
to this rite. A Bible Class is held in the chapel every Sunday after- 
noon which is largely attended, and voluntarily, by the prisoners. The 
attendance on the last Sunday i in 1875, when the number was taken, 
was 132. Lectures are given on Tuesday and Thursday mornings 


‘throughout the year. Visits to the cells are regularly made. Those 


made by the Chaplain amounted to 6,787, giving an average of 130 per 
week. ‘This is irrespective of those made by “the Assistant Chaplain 
which reach to two-thirds of that number. All prisoners about to be 
discharged are seen and advised on the day previous. The sick 
prisoners and ‘sick warders in the Hospital are daily visited. Morning 
Prayers are read and Bible Expositions given every day in each of the 
Hospital Wards and in the Penal Class Prison. 
The opportunities of religious worship weekly maintained are 

ada on Sunday, 2; week day, 6; Hospital, 21; Penal 
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Class Prison, 7; total 36; besides the Bible Class on Sunday afternoon, : 
and Communicants’ Classes and Confirmation Classes at special times. 


More Classes needed. 
We are at times depressed by the thought that more ought to be done, 


and yet we know noi how to divide our time‘to greater advantage. We 
should be glad to be able to get closer to the men by having more 
classes, say of 25 or 30, for religious instruction and more individual 
work. We find greater progress in imparting instruction when this is 
done, and we gain the confidence of the men more readily. The want 
to which I have alluded presses upon us as a weakness, 


Deaths during the Year.— Peaceful Ends. 


During the year 13 deaths have occurred. Some of these have been 
attended by the hope of the true Christian ; and, notwithstanding the 
incredulity which may exist, we affirm that the earnestness with which 
some of our dying men have embraced the offer of pardon of sin and 
salvation through the merits of a Redeemer has been very remarkable, 
Subordinate to the recognition of the mighty giace of God, a few 
considerations may account in a measure for this. The complete 
separation from all worldly hopes and influences, the isolation from 
friends, the picture of a wasted life, the breaking down of every earthly 
trust, are doubtless made instrumental by God to direct the dying man 
to an attentive consideration of the only hope, the hope in Christ. It 
must be remembered that with many here religion has been a stranger 
to them. 


Kieligious Truth a new subject to many. 

The utter darkness as to the simplest outline of Bible. truth in the 
majority of those who come here is saddening. To many a one the 
assurance that God is willing to pardon sin is a new existence to him, 
nearly as much as to the poor savage abroad. Thus God brings good 
out of evil. My own experience tells me that the encouragements while 
ministering within the prison are at ,least equal to those in ordinary 
parishes. 

Separate and Penal Cells. 


Prisoners temporarily confined in the separate cells for periods 
varying from one to twenty-eight days have been daily visited as also 
those under longer terms of punishment in the penal cells. The latter 
class of refractory men has not only been less numerically during the 
past year, but those who still belong to it are in several respects 
shewing signs of improvement. This though a small instalment 
towards future good, is still a beginning—a something to bring such men 
to reflect at all, and still more to bring them to confess themselves in the 
wrong. A few there are who show no signs of any change and seem 
held by desperate thought and terrible recollections, Their passionate 
tempers have been brought under no control, and they know they are 
on the road to temporal and eternal destruction, Yet in their fury they 
press onward ; punishment makes them more desperate and defiant, and 
yet it is impossible to condone their offences, These are difficult cases 
to deal with, but there have been instances of reformation even among 
them. There might be occasions when a little relaxation of rule might 
be beneficial and open a door to better things, but the subject is 
confessedly difficult. 

I consider the improvement among the Penal Class men to’ be very 
much owing to the partial isolation to which they are now subjected 
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both at work and in Chapel. The arrangements of the Chapel do not Extracts, 


admit of their complete isolation, but there might be an advantage in it, 
as some have occasionally promoted disturbance. I am not favourable 
to the isolation of the great body of well-conducted men. I believe it 
would have an adverse effect upon the religious element. The confi- 
dence shewn by their being allowed to sit as an ordinary congregation 


has a good moral influence. It is different with the Penal Class men, . 


who have left no room for this confidence, but have abused it. The 
prisoners as they attend chapel now present an orderly and impressive 
appearance, and there is a devout spirit generally prevalent. 


Hope in a Prisoner's mind. 


The contrast which is seen between the man who lives in the hope of 
his time being shortened by his industry, and who has a prospect of 
doing better in the future, and one who has neither of these encourage- 
ments is very great and manifest. Hope is a wonderful help in dealing 
with prisoners; without it a prison would be a place of horrible dark- 
ness and despair. 


The Mark System one of Hope. 


The system of marks has been an incalculable advantage to all 
concerned. <A prisoner the moment he.comes on public works com- 
mences his calculations, and every quarter eagerly scans his “ Return.” 
How many additions and subtractions have been worked out with 
reference to thése marks by the prisoners in their ¢ells! Many an eye 
has glistened and many a heart beaten with satisfaction as the “ Marks” 
account has shown an improvement during the past quarter. It has 
spoken in touching language, ‘‘ Nearer liberty, nearer home, nearer 
friends.” On the other hand, the lessened account has taught the idler 
and rule-breaker that he is only adding to his own sorrows and 
reforging his chains, and the reflection has frequently brought about a 
wiser course. It is only to be wished that this element of hope could 
be maintained in all cases. 


Prison Schoels. 


The instruction of the uneducated men has been carried on in the 
schools according to the regulations. With the help of the Assistant 
Chaplain, I have conducted two Inspections since my last Report. We 
haye examined every man attending school in reading, writing, and 


‘arithmetic. The result of the examinations will be Found in Table 


No. VII. In some cases the progress has been very good. The men 
generally take most interest in arithmetic, and this they follow up when 
alone in their cells. In writing from copies the majority make fair 
progress, but in reading the work is slow and toilsome. The time 
devoted to instruction is but little. During 35 weeks of the year it is 
not much more than 40 minutes once a week. It is only during about 
two months that it reaches an hour and thirty-five minutes. If the 
men did not supplement their school instruction by trying to improve in 
their cells, very little progress would be secured. 


Penal Servitude especially heavy upon Educated Men. 


Education, whichever view is taken of it, is of great importance. As 
an instrument in rendering the feelings more sensitive to the degradation 
of prison life, and thus making it more severe and more deterrent, it 
proves its own benefit. There are few really educated men in the 
prison and very few have ever been here, but when instances of the kind 
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have occurred it has been manifest that the punishment has beer 
intensely severe as compared with that of the navvy, the mechanic, or 
the country labourer. The educated man is keenly alive to every token 
of his degradation, whilst the other classes pass by these things un- 
noticed. The more therefore we elevate the mind, the greater will be 
the impression made by prison _diseipline ‘and the greater will be the 


determination to avoid a recurrence to criminal pursuits. As a means 


not only of elevating the mind but of opening up the field of honest 
industry, it is of great consequence, It is quite impossible in these 
days for men remaining in the ignorance in which many are when they 
come here, to succeed in escaping the snares to which: they have 
hitherto been subjected. The more therefore the treatment of a 
prisoner tends to raise the tone of his mind the greater the hope of 
reformation. Notwithstanding the shortness of time set apart for 
instruction, it is plain from the “ Returns” submitted to you in my 
former reports (1874, 1875) and in the present, that the statement that 
our prisoners leave us unable to read or write is not correct. 


The large majority of men leaving Prison are able to read 
and write. 


Of 254 prisoners discharged in 1873 only three could neither read nor 
write. Of 276 discharged in 1874 only two, and of 277 discharged in 
1875 none were in this condition, 


Officers’ Schools. 


The schools established and maintained for the benefit of the Officers’ 
children are in a very flourishing condition. The numbers on the school 
Registers are :—Boys, 103; Girls, 104; Infants, 93; Total 300. Our 
teaching staff consists of one certificated Schoolmaster assisted by three 
Pupil Teachers, one certificated Mistress assisted by two Pupil Teachers, 
and two Monitresses, one Assistant Mistress (for the Infants) assisted 
by one Pupil Teacher and one Monitress. 

The income for the last year was 344/. 7s. 5d. The expenditure was 
2911. 1s. 6d. The income was made up by the Government Grant 
1512. 7s. 6d., School Fees 951. 18s. 4d., balance from previous year 
971. 7s. 1d. The Inspections of the school during the year were two: 
one by H.M. Inspector of Schools, the other by the Diocesan Inspector. 
The former reports, “The boys have passed a creditable examination,” 
“ The girls are taught in a very satisfactory manner; it is a good school.” 
Of the children on the Registers there were :—_

I am happy to say the addition to the Infant 
Schoolroom is making rapid progress, and there is every reason to expect 
it will be ready for occupation by April next,

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The Science classes were kept open, and certificates were obtained by 
those attending, viz., in Animal Physivlogy, W. J. White, John Stone, 
W. G. Pearce, Albert Hardy, R. Flew, J. H. Hinde, Second Class; in 
Physical Geography, W. J. White, J. Stone, W. G. Pearce, Elizabeth 
Keir, H. Hardy, Amy Butt, Second Class. ‘The new regulations of the 
Science and Art Department have rendered it quite impossible to comply 
with the rules this year. The classes are therefore suspended for this 
season, a necessity we greatly regret, but we hope to reopen next year. 
The Science instruction has been very valuable to some of the elder 
boys enabling them to aspire to positions they could not otherwise 
have done. 

The Diocesan Inspector visited the Schools on the 25th and 30th of 
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November. His Report was very favourable. Six of the children . 


earned gratuities, five 10s. each, and one 5s. A competitive examina- 
tion for prizes was held in the beginning of December conducted by 
myself and the Assistant Chaplain with the help, in the Girls Depart- 
ment, of Miss Hill and Miss Tidswell. Prizes were awarded for 
Arithmetic, Reading, Writing, Religious Knowledge, Needlework &c., 
and were gained by the children whose names follow :

Want of Parental Sympathy with the Education of the Children. 


It is very painful to observe, after all the efforts which have been 
made for the instruction of the children, that some of the parents in the 
neighbourhood are not thoroughly alive to the importance of education. 
On the slightest pretext they will keep their children from School. 
They are without excuse; for the expense is trifling, the situation of 
the School Buildings is most convenient, and everything is done to urge 
the children onwards and at the same time to make them happy : yet so 
insensible are some of the parents to this want that they wilfully forfeit 
the advantages set before them. 


Sunday School. 


The Sunday School is continued in its profitable work, and is well 
attended. We owe a debt of gratitude to the voluntary labourers 
therein. 
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Libraries, 
The books in the prisoners’ library are sought after with great 
eagerness, There is a strong desire for self-improvement among many. 


being constantly asked for ; now such works as the “ Popular Educator,” 
“Technical Educator,” Chamber’s Cyclopedia, Histories and Travels, 
French and German books, are sought for. This is the third year since 
we had a fresh supply of library books. I am happy to say that a new 
list has been forwarded and approved, and we hope very shortly to 
have the much needed uddition to our library strength, 


Change of Hymn Book. 


It would be an advantage if a change could be made in the hymn 
book used in the prison. Since the alteration in the Lectionary the 
hymns appointed in this collection for each Sunday do not accord with 
the lessons or collects for the day. Consequently a profitable arrange- 
ment of the subjects preached upon, so as to correspond with those 
brought out in the hymns, collect and lessons, cannot be made. One 
instance may suffice : the lessons for the Sunday next after the date of 
this Report are Isaiah lv., Matt. ix., 18., Isaiah Ivii. or Ixi., Acts ix., 23. 
The hymns are founded upon Is, li. (9-11), Is. liii, (10~12), Rom. xii., | 
10., John ii., 11, It is obvious that if the order of teaching suggested 
by our Service Book is observed, the hymns appointed in the present 
collection must have the effect of diverting the attention to other 
subjects: this is not profitable. There are many far better collections, 
and probably the best for our use is that recently published by “The 
Christian Knowledge Society.” It is a full collection, neatly got up, 
and moderate in price. It would be very acceptable to the men. 


The Penny Bank. 


This valuable institution has continued its useful course during the 
year, and is instrumental in encouraging habits of thrift among our 
young people, the children of the prison officers. The bank is open 
every Saturday morning in the girls’ school-room, for the reception of 
payments and withdrawals. All the depositors are children, During 
the last year 148 availed themselves of the advantages offered. The 
following is a statement of the affairs of the bank for the year ending 
December 31st 1875,

A statement of the account is annually published and circulated 
among those interested, and every child has his or her own bank-book. 
The trustees are the Governor, the Assistant Chaplain and myself, A 
lady kindly acts as honorary secretary. The following are the principal 
rules :— 

Sums from one penny to a shilling will be received, five per cent, per 
annum will be allowed on every pound deposited. No interest. given on 
any sum remaining less than a month in the bank. 
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Two shilling deposits can be withdrawn the first Saturday in the 
month, a week’s notice must be given. 

Institutions of this kind are very useful in many respects, and tend to 
make the members of the community feel that they have interests in 
common. I am happy in the conviction that a considerable degree of 
unanimity exists here, and considering that in places isolated as this is, 
and where people are thrown so much together, there is a tendency to 
promote cliques and heart-burnings, we are remarkably free from 
discord. 


Evening School. 


An evening school has been opened, and is conducted by several 
ladies, for the instruction of the girls who have left the day school, 
owing to their becoming apprenticed, or otherwise occupied. The 
admission to this school is entirely free, and the expense of lighting, &c., 
is met by subscription. 


Chaplain’s Staff: 


Before closing my Report, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
valuable help, in all prison duties, and in the work among the officers’ 
families, in the church and the schools of my colleague, the Rev. S. W. 
-Tidswell. He has devoted himself to the duties of his office with great 


- earnestness, and has done much good. I desire also to bear testimony 


to the zealous co-operation of Mr. Williams, the principal schoolmaster, 
in all things intended for the general good, as well as in the direct 
duties of his office. Mr. Cohen, schoolmaster, has been unremitting in 
his voluntary attendance at the Sunday Bible Class, a large section of 
which he has under his care; by his word and example he has done 
much good among the prisoners. Mr. Gibbs, the Scripture reader, has 
performed his duties with zeal and effect, and the other schoolmasters 
have carried on their work steadily and satisfactorily. 


Conclusion. 


In looking back, I see very much for which to be thankful, and I 


_ anticipate, under God’s~blessing, progress in the future. We are at 


work under a system which has been proved by results, thus far ascer- 
tained, to be successful. It would be much to be deprecated if slow 
progress was regarded as failure. We must here, as elsewhere, let 
Patience have her perfect work, and remember growth is slow where 
roots are deep. In dealing with criminals, surrounded as the work is 
with very many difficulties, there are needed calm consideration and 
experience. An official living for a long series of years in the very 


- heart of the convict world naturally sees where some part of the moral 


machinery does not act so well as another, and where here and there 
an improvement might be made, or where a principle shows itself faulty 
it might be amended. Still, careful consideration is very essential, for 
nothing could be more disadvantageous in the treatment of criminals 
than the uncertainty which arises from frequent and irritating change. 
The work is necessarily of a monotonous and depressing nature to those 
immediately engaged in it. If entered upon conscientiously, it must be 
laborious to body and mind,, But hope gives elasticity, and every 
deliberation we enter upon shows more and more that in the promotion 
of a combined deterrent and reformatory treatment of prisoners, not 
allowing one department to be treated as inimical to the other, those 
who are responsible for the provisions made are pursuing a wise course,

EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 


Iam happy to state that the medical returns for the past year are ae 


again satisfactory, although the deaths of the preceding year are ex- 
ceeded by one, making a total of 13, five of which were from phthisis ; 
one from erysipelas; one from pyemia; one from aneurism of the 
aorta; one from cancer, in which the whole of the organs of the body 
were thoroughly infiltrated ; one from apoplexy ; two from inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, and one from suicide. 

I beg to mention here as a curious fact, that the case of suicide is 
the only one which has occurred in my experience during the 16 years 
of my service. ; 

The prisoner in question, a young man of good education and highly 
respectable friends, suddenly, when returning from the closet on the 
fourth landing, sprang over the rails and fell on to the stone flags 
below, sustaining injuries which terminated fatally in a few hours. 
No satisfactory grounds for the rash act could be discovered. 

One thousand four hundred and fifty-six patients were admitted 
against 1,117 the year before. This. large increase is partly to be 
accounted for by the fact that it has been necessary frequently to admit, 
and detain in hospital, cases of trifling importance, in order to make 
room for newly arrived escorts from other prisons. 

Forty-eight prisoners were removed to Woking as invalids, and nine 
to Millbank as insane. The number of casual sick were less by 
10,000. 

The cases of malingering were numerous but were of a very simple 
type, such as diarrhea, inserting foreign bodies beneath the skin for 
the purpose of making sores or creating abscesses, &c. 

It is a matter for congratulation that no deaths from accident 
occurred, and that the accidents themselves were chiefly of a slight 
character, two fractured legs being the only cases of importance. 

Of the 277 prisoners who were released during the year, 238 are 
reported as being in the same state of health as on reception, 15 as 
more or less deteriorated, and 24 as improved. 

I would beg to point out that the class of prisoners received into this 
prison are far less strong and healthy than in former years. Men free 
from any organic or physical defect are the exception, and in many 
bodies of prisoners received here numbers are either unfit at the time 
for the hard work of this prison, or very shortly break down and 
become either frequent or permanent inmates of the hospital. The 
number of weak minded have also increased. 

One hundred and thirty-two officers were treated in hospital during 
the year, and I regret to state that two deaths occurred, both from 
inflammation of the lungs, and six others were invalided from various 
causes.

EXTRACTS FROM THE GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 


Changes among the Staff. 


The following changes took place in 1875 ; I succeeded to the charge Extracts, 
of the Establishment in May last, by exchange with Captain Harvey, Clade 
Mr. Richard Brayn was appointed Assistant Surgeon in succession to ——— 


Mr. Breitzcke, transferred to Millbank Prison. 


Conduct of Officers. 


The conduct of the officers has been good, and their duties have been 
efficiently performed. ‘Ten were superannuated on medical grounds, two | 
specially, one on account of having been murderously assaulted by a 
convict, the other from the effects of an accident while on duty. 
Seven resigned, 1 failed to pass his probation, 1 was discharged, 1 
was dismissed and 2 died; 1 was transferred, 7 were received on 
transfer, and 17 joined on appointment. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 


The prisoners have conducted themselves fairly ; there has been a 
somewhat smaller percentage of reports. The general tone of the men 
appears to be good. ; 


Employment of Prisoners. 


The prisoners have been employed as usual, principally upon work 
for the Admiralty and War Department. The construction of the range 
of quarters for prison officers has also been proceeded with and is 
approaching completion. The value of measured work done for the 
Admiralty was 25,9317; for the War Department, 10,732/ ; and for our 
own prison buildings, 5823/7; the grand total of earnings for the year 
amounting to 47,501/. 10s. 3d. ‘The sum is rather less than that of the 
previous year, but the average earnings per man is the same. Brick- 
making has been carried on by a large number of men, the amount of 
bricks made being 13,132,529. 

Other parties have been employed in constructing a coal depot, and 
pbuilding walls to new Basin in the Dockyard Extension, together with 
the necessary artizans’ work connected therewith. 

For the War Department, the levelling of the old fortifications 
around Portsea has been completed, and the Hospital for infectious 
diseases finished. The levelling of Portsmouth Lines is in progress. 
For the Prison Department, 24 additional quarters for subordinate 
officers have been completed, 18 others are in course of erection and 
will soon be finished. 

The construction of a complete suite of offices for Governor, Deputy 
Governors, Chaplain and others, have also been completed. 

‘Alterations to cell fronts in the halls, and all necessary repairs to 
prison buildings and quarters have been carried out solely by prison 
labour.

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Heo Discharge and Disposal of Prisoners. _ 


245 prisoners were discharged during the year. 189 of these went to 


Aid Societies, 52 of those discharged had learnt trades in the prison as 
follows :— ;

This table does not fully show the system of trade instruction carried 
out, many prisoners being taught here and transferred as_bricklayers, 
bakers, carpenters, masons, smiths, and fittters, to other prisons. 


Suicides and Escapes. 


No case of actual or attempted suicide occurred. Six abortive attempts 
at escape were made, but only one was of any importance. In this 
instance the prisoner contrived with much ingenuity to make, out of 
pieces of wire and string, some skeleton keys which, with no less 
ingenuity, he succeeded in concealing in his cell until the time seemed 
to him ripe for their use. He then, by removing a pane of glass from 
the window of his cell, managed to reach its lock, which he opened, and 
would in all probability have proceeded to attempt the main gates of the 
hall, had he not been happily frustrated by the Deputy Governor, who 
was making his rounds at the time, and saw him at large in the 
corridor, He was immediately secured. = 

In his cell was found a dummy head, contrived out of some felt, and 
his rag-bag, plastered over with soap, which, placed under the bed- 
clothes, so closely resembled a sleeping man’s face and head, that it 
might well have deceived the night officer when inspecting the cell, 
Effectua! steps have been taken to prevent a.similar evasion, 


Concluding Remarks. 


I have much pleasure in stating that I am on terms of perfect 
cordiality and co-operation with the superior officers and heads of 
departments, who afford me every support. 


The rules (so far as I know) have been adhered to, or when infringed 
brought under notice.

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


The moral and religious condition of the prisoners, however far from 
what might be wished, is all that can reasonably be expected. Outward 
behaviour is decidedly good, and encouraging cases are constantly being 
brought to our notice of the working of a serious and earnest desire for 
something better than the past life of the individual has afforded, in the 
way of moral character and religious profession. We are perhaps 
disposed to make the most of such indications, and value them more 
highly than we might do in outside congregations, from the contrast 
they present to the dark picture of ungodliness that is furnished by very 


many, I fear the large majority, in such a place as this, But we must — 


be thankful even for “small mercies,” where religious teaching has to 
contend with so much opposition in the previous habits, tastes, and 
general character. And we the more rejoice over those, few in number 
though they are, who manifest a real change of heart and life. 


The means of grace have been regularly afforded, in the Chapel 
Services, early morning Prayers in the Halls, Cellular Visitation, 
especially by the Scripture Reader, and Prayers and visits to the sick in 
the Infirmary. The work engaged in by the Scripture Reader 
throughout the year, viz., Visitation from cell to cell in the evenings, 
is of great value, as a means of instruction and encouragement Such 
visits are evidently much appreciated by the prisoners, 


The Holy Communion has been administered four times during the 
year, with attendance as follows: at Easter, 16; in June, 18; 
in October, 13; at Christmas, 17. ; 

The library has afforded a means of useful occupation to the men in 
their leisure time. The weekly change of books, commenced at the 
beginning of the year, has been fully appreciated. The two school- 


‘masters, who act as librarians, are most zealous and painstaking in 


discharging the arduous duty of satisfying the applications of the men 
for special volumes, the request being indicated on the cell slate, and 
complied with at once, on the same day, when the volume asked for is 
available. 


The school classes have been conducted with regularity. Some of 
the classes are too large for successful management. But the general 
state of education is such that we cannot exclude more men from the 
school, so that we must be content to work at a disadvantage in’ this 
respect. ;

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EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


It will be found that during the year there were eight deaths all 
from natural causes. Three of these were from Phthisis: and one 
from each of the following diseases, Apoplexy, Cancer of lung, Malignant 
sore throat, Strangulated Hernia, and Stone in the Bladder with kidney 
disease. 

The admissions to Hospital during the year numbered 258; 191 
prisoners being admitted once ; and 29, more than once. The average 
daily number of Hospital cases was 25°5 per 1000 prisoners. There 
was no prevalence of any particular form of disease. The cases of serious 
injury on the works have been few. One prisoner had his leg so 
severely crushed by the fall of an iron plate that amputation of the limb 
was necessitated. The result was satisfactory. There were 15 
removals (no liberations) on medical grounds. Four of the removals 
were on the ground of insanity. One of these cases is interesting as 
showing how mental disease may remain latent and not shows signs 
until they are called - forth by some alteration of the individual’s 
surroundings, R. H. passed through his separate confinement without 
showing any signs of mental disturbance: and yet on the day after his 
reception at Portsmouth he was observed to be peculiar and to have 
some pressure upon his mind, after a lengthened examination, he 
unwillingly disclosed the circumstance of his having been in an asylum 
and of having escaped from it some years previously, a statement which 
was verified by the Medical Superintendent of the Asylum referred to. 
The prisoner was taken under observation and passed through an 
attack of mania with delusions. 

Any sudden manifestation of insanity or mental peculiarity in 
convicts on transfer from one prison to another, and especially on 
arrival at public works, is always suspicious; but here the genuine 
nature of the case was borne ont by the discovery of a history of 
previous insanity. 

The general sanitary condition of the prison remains satisfactory. 

An investigation, in 1874, into the dietary requirements of convicts 
employed at hard labour, led me to the opinion that there was an 
insufficiency of fatty matters in the scale of diet at public works prisons. 
The substitution, (after experimental trial), of Admiralty chocolate in 
April last, for contract flaked cocoa has tendered materially to remedy 
this defect. 

There has been no other alteration in the dietary. 

Two officers died during the year and ten were invalided. The 
ayerage daily number on the sick list was 3°26. 

Mr. Richard Brayn joined in January last as, Assistant Surgeon and 
has proved a painstaking and intelligent colleague. The subordinate 
Hospital Staff have performed their various duties with care and 
attention. :

EXTRACTS FROM THE GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 


Conduct of Subordinate Officers. 


The conduct of all officers and servants has been satisfactory ; two 
officers were discharged from ill health, one was superannuated, and 
one dismissed during the year. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 


The prisoners have been well conducted, and the offences committed 
have been fewer and less serious than in former years, as shown by the 
tabular statements. 


Employment of Prisoners. 


Tailoring, shoemaking, and hammock-making,. continue to employ a 
considerable number within the Prison. During the year 6,000 ham- 
mocks have been made for the navy, besides uniforms for the Metro- 
politan Police, and great coats for the officers of Chatham Prison, in 
addition to serge uniforms for the staff of this Prison. Officers’ boots 


for both Portland and this Prison have also been made, as well as shoes 


for prisoners. 

On the farm the yield of vegetables has been most abundant, meeting 
the requirements of both this and the Female Prison, potatoes alone 
being a moderate crop. In connexion with the buildings, the only 
work of importance has been the conversion and fitting-up of the west 
wing,-for the reception and accommodation of 92 insane, and other 
convicts, whose mental condition may require them to be placed under 
special medical observation. The Prison grounds also to a great extent 
have been enclosed with wooden palisading. A new Infirmary, with 
dead house attached, has been built at the Prison for Females, for which 
various fittings and furniture have been made in addition to all necessary 
repairs and painting.

Discharges. 


22 prisoners, of whom 15 were under revoked licenses, and 7 detained 
by misconduct, completed their sentences ; one was discharged specially, 
and 104 on license. 74 received assistance on discharge from the 
various Prisoners’ Aid Societies. 5 failed to claim their gratuity. 21 
out of the number discharged were tradesmen, 13 being skilled workmen 
on reception, and 8 having learned their trades while in prison. 


Observance of Rules. 


To the best of my knowledge and belief the rules and regulations 
laid down by you for the government of this Prison have been strictly 
carried out.

EXTRACTS FROM THE CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


Extracts, During the last year great and important changes have been made in 
oreows this Prison by the transferring of a large number of our more able- 
— bodied men to other prisons, and by replacing them with insane men, 
for whom a special wing was prepared and opened in April last, thus 

forming a distinct Prison, requiring separate agencies for their spiritual 

and moral improvements. This, of course, has added materially to my 

duties, as these men require special supervision and visitation. ; 

With regard to the religious and moral condition of the sané' prisoners 
committed to my care, I am happy to be able to speak as hopefully as 
in former years. The conduct of these men during the last twelve 
months has been exceedingly good. Prison reports have been com- 
paratively few in number, and from all that the Scripture Readers and 
myself can learn from our private interviews with them, there are many 
who are anxious to cease to do evil and to learn to do well. 

Morning and afternoon services, with sermons on Sundays, Good 
Friday, and Christmas Day have been held as usual in the Chapel, also 
early morning prayers on week-days, with lectures on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. On all these occasions the men have conducted themselves 
in a becoming manner, paying earnest attention to the Word of God, 
and uniting heartily in the responses and musical portions of our 
services. 

The voluntary classes for religious instruction, which are held on 
Sunday evenings, by the Chaplain and Scripture Readers, continue to 
be well attended and appreciated by the men, , 

The Holy Communion has been’ administered eight times during the 
year, The average attendance of Communicants has been 39, which is 
rather less than in the preceding year, owing to the alteration in our 
class of prisoners. None but well-conducted men and who, as far as we 
could judge, were sincerely desirous to commemorate their Saviour’s 
dying love, have been admitted. Each candidate has been privately 
seen and advised prior to each celebration, and on the Sunday evening 
before the Communion they have been assembled for prayer and 
exhortation. 

Two short services have been held daily in the different wards of the 
Infirmary. The sick (who are always very numerous, from this being 
an invalid prison) have been diligently visited from bed to bed,‘ both by 
myself and the Scripture Readers ; religious instruction, suited to their 
several cases, has been given, and prayers offered up with them. Many 
of these men suffer from lingering and serious diseases, and with few 
exceptions, they have received our ministrations thankfully, and with 
God’s blessing, have found comfort and profit from them in their 
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affliction.’ The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper has been administered 
_ on several occasions to patients who desired it, and were too ill to 
communicate in the chapel. 


Thirty-seven deaths amongst the Protestants have occurred during 


the year, many of whom have given us much hope and encouragement 
that they were truly penitent. 

The Protestant prisoners in the punishment cells have been com- 
paratively few in number, and have been visited and advised by the 
Chaplain. 

Private interviews with the Protestant prisoners have been held on 
three evenings in the week, when exhortation suited to their respective 
cases has been given. 

The secular: instruction in this Prison is attended with considerable 
difficulty, on account of the advanced age, bodily and mental infirmities 
and defective vision of numbers of the prisoners; still, I am happy to 
state, that making due allowance for these impediments, they have 
made satisfactory progress, and the schoolmasters have been diligent 
and painstaking in the discharge of their duties. The usual reception 
and half yearly examinations have been held, tables of which will be 
found in the Appendix. 

The prisoners library continues to have a beneficial influence over 
the men. Works of an instructive character are frequently inquired 
for, and these, with the religious and school books with which each man 
is supplied, enable him to‘employ the time, after Jabour in the evening, 
profitably, and thereby make further progress. ‘The library is in good 
condition and contains 3,684 volumes. 

As far as I have had an opportunity of judging, the apparent éftects 
of the discipline of the Prison appear to be very satisfactory. The men 
are for the most part anxious to be engaged in such labour as will 
entitle them to their full number of marks, and are careful lest they 
should forfeit them by misconduct. 

In the wing appropriated for lunatics short religious services have 
been held, as often as practicable, with the Protestants. ‘They have 
been seen and advised by the Chaplain, and the sick in the Infirmary 
have been regularly visited in all cases where their mental condition 
would admit of it. Religious, school, and library books have been 
supplied to all men who could be intrusted with them, and in the 
majority of cases the-books have! been well cared for. The behaviour 
of the men in this wing has been as good as could have been expected. 
A. few have been violent in their conduct and destructive of their cell 
furniture, although there has been lately an. improvement in these men. 


It is very difficult, and in many instances impossible, to reason with such | 


persons ; but I would fain hope ihat, even with this class, our labours 
will not be altogether in vain. 

The Protestant prisoners have been advised by the Chaplain both on 
. their reception and prior to their discharge. 

During the year 339 prisoners were received and 342 were discharged 
and removed to other prisons ; 72 of the prisoners discharged applied to 
the various Prisoners Aid Societies for assistance. ‘The Tables showing 
the state of education of all prisoners received and dischar ged in 1875 
are appended, also a Table relating to the moral and religious improve- 
ments or otherwise of the Protestants who have been discharged during 
the same period. ° : 

The officers and their families have been frequently visited, and 
special attention has been paid to them in illness. At the confirmation 
held by the Lord Bishop of Winchester at the parish church, 
Woking, on the 14th of March, nine persons, members of the officers’

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families, were confirmed by his Lordship. These candidates had 
been carefully prepared by the Chaplain for several weeks prior to the 
confirmation. 

In concluding my report I beg to state that all officers in m

EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 


Fxtracts, Taking into account the diseased state of the greater number of the 
edical . ° ‘ : : 
Officer's. invalid prisoners, and the large proportion of aged and infirm men, the 
Report. amount of sickness throughout the year has been very small, as regards 
acute and fresh ailments, and we have as in former years been free from 

diseases of an epidemic character, 

The mortality having been rather higher than usual, or 88 per 1,000 
on the daily average of 659 prisoners, it becomes necessary to point out 
that the cause was altogether due to the weakly condition of many of | 
the invalids at the time of reception, the fatal nature of the diseases 
forming the ground of invaliding, and gradual accumulation of hopeless 
cases. 

The number of prisoners in the establishment at the end of 1874 was 
720 and 334 have been received during the past year from other prisons. 
The following table shows the prisons from whence the prisoners were 
received, and their disposal.

Of the total 1,059, we received 36 as able-bodied and 12 were discharged during 
the year. 


Owing to the weakly, disabled, and diseased condition of the invalids 
very few improved sufficiently to be fit for the ordinary work of a 
convict prison, but a considerable number of cripples, and others con- 
sidered fit for light out-door work, were selected for removal to Borstal 
and Dartmoor, to make room for the lunatics and others more in want of 
medical treatment. 

The daily average number of prisoners throughout the year amounted 
to 659 including lunatics, and being nearly all weakly diseased men, 
they are frequently in want of medical assistance. The 150 beds in 
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hospital have therefore generally been fully occupied, besides other cases Extracts, 


of a less urgent nature requiring attention in the prison. 

The description of diseases forming the ground of invaliding have 
‘varied little from those of former years, but many of the cases were far 
advanced, and the patients much reduced at the time of reception. For 
example, 40 out of the 58 deaths were the result of diseases forming the 
ground of invaliding, the greater number of the patients having been 
under treatment in this hospital for long periods, and 18 from reception 
till death. Owing to the varied and complicated nature of the diseases 
observed in many of the invalids received here, it is sometimes difficult 
to assign them a proper place in the nomenclature, two or more maladies 
frequently co-existing in a well marked form in the same individual. 

A large proportion appear to belong to the habitual criminal class, or 
the greater number have previous convictions recorded against them, 
indeed the invalid class may.be looked upon in a great degree as the 
dregs of the different convict prisons, with constitutions impaired by a 
long course of profligacy and vice. To such a class of men the ad- 
vantages attending the cleanliness, order, and regularity of the prison, 
with good food and élothing, are no doubt the means of improving the 
health and prolonging life, especially when coupled with a healthful 
situation such as this is. The beneficial effects of a change to this place 
is often very remarkable even in the more advanced diseases, and in some 
of shorter duration where the patients were weakly and emaciated, the 
improvement in weight and appearance have in several instances been 
very striking. 

As the employment of the convalescents in some suitable occupation 
tends much to the restoration of health, I am glad to say that our means 
have been increased by the introduction of hammock making, in addition 


to the extended tailoring and shoemaking departments, which are not 


only interesting, but likely to prove advantageous to the prisoners 
hereafter. The out-door work is also a means of employing a con- 
siderable number in various ways, and applications for change of labour 
from weakness or other causes always meet with attention. 


Hospital. 


As before noticed we have been quite free from epidemic diseases and 
the few cases of an acute nature’ were generally slight and unimportant. 
The patients in hospital were therefore for the most part under treat- 
ment for a great variety of chronic diseases, and the 150 beds are 
commonly occupied by weakly, aged, and bed-ridden men. 


Phthisis pulmonalis. This disease has always been the most frequent | 


ground of invaliding, and the principal cause of our mortality, and the 
past year has not been an exception. The number in the prison suffering 
from this malady at the close of 1874 amounted to 73, and 71 have 
been received during the past year, making a total of 144. Of these 
20 have died and 52 have been discharged, leaving 72 at the close of 
1875. Although the disease itself was the ground of invaliding in but 
20 out of 28 deaths, the others presented some well marked phthisical 
complication, most of the patients were in a very reduced state when 
received, and 16 remained under treatment till death. 

The post mortem examinations invariably revealed most extensive 
disease, not only of the lung, but often of the liver, kidney, and other 
organs. | y 

May of the phthisical cases received here are too far advanced to 
hold out much prospect of recovery or even of permanent benefit, yet 
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the amendment in some of the more recent eases has been very 
satisfactory. 

Bronchitis. Considering the large number of aged men, and others 
subject to chronic cough, the deaths from this disease which amount to 
five may be deemed very low. A large proportion of the patients in 
hospital are commonly labouring under this malady, and in all the fatal 
cases the patients were aged men who had been under treatment for 
long periods. yee & i 

Asthma is another disease of the respiratory organs rather common 
here, and although the paroxysms are sometimes very severe, there has 
not been any fatal case, the complaint, however, in most cases is 
attended with such impairment of the general health as to render the 
sufferers unfit for much exertion. 

Diseases of the circulatory system come next in frequency, and the 
patients, like the former, were much impaired in constitution, the result 
in many cases of rheumatic attacks. ‘The number in the prison so 
afflicted amounted to 60, who were invalided for various organic diseases 
of the heart, irregular action, and aneurism of the large vessels, besides 
28 for varicose veins. The invalids suffering from such afflictions are 
often in want of medical assistance, and the fatal termination is no 
doubt in many cases retarded by the enforced order and regularity, as 
the patients suffering from such diseases appear peculiarly liable to fits 
of excitement. 

Out> of the seven deaths, the first, P. P., aged 42, was received for 
palpitation and bronchitis, and when in hospital for a rheumatic affection 
of the hip he was suddenly seized with syncope and expired in a few 
hours. A large effusion of blood was found in the abdomen, caused by 
an aneurism of the aorta; 2d, H. T., at 30, was received for heart 
disease, and although he lingered for 299 days his death was sudden, 
P.M. Extensive valvular disease, with enlargement ; 3d, S. R., at 58, 
was received for debility, and died suddenly from aneurism of thorain 
aorta; 4th, M., at 68, received for chronic bronchitis and debility, and 
after spending 588 days in this hospital, he died from a large aneurism 
of the thorain aorta; 5th, W. G., at 56, was received for heart disease, 
which terminated in dropsy; he had been 1,07) days in this hospital ; 
6th, F. H., at 22, was received for heart disease, which also terminated 
in dropsy after a long period in hospital ; 7th, P. B., at 29, was received 
for heart disease, and at once admitted to hospital ; when apparently 
going on favourably, he suddenly expired on the tenth day after 


reception. P.M. Extensive valvular disease, with great enlargement. 


Diseases of the digestive system.—Under this head are included man 
ailments to which prisoners are peculiarly liable, such as dyspeptic and 
bowel complaints, hernia, hemorrhoid, &e., but it is not always necessary 
to admit such cases to hospital. The more serious forms of abdominal 
disease are, however, frequently complicated with great impairment of 
the general health. The four deaths were as follows :—A1st, J. S., an 
aged and weakly man, was invalided for hernia, and when in hospital 
for general debility, was seized with severe abdominal symptoms and 
vomiting, but without the signs of strangulation. P.M. Revealed old 
standing disease of the bowels; 2d, J. A., at 67, an infirm and ailing 
man, and had been in hospital 519 days at the time of death. 
P.M. Cirrhosis of liver; 3d, W. B, at 21, received for chronic 
diarrhea, was in a weakly condition and only survived 13 days, 
P.M. Extensive ulceration of bowels and disease of liver; 4th, J.M., 
invalided for double rupture, was, without any previous bad symptoms, 
suddenly seized with vomiting of a dark matter, which continued in 
spite of all remedies, and he sank in about three weeks, P.M. Extensive

malignant disease of the stomach. The obscurity of these formidable Bei 
diseases, and the slight inconvenience they appear to occasion for long  Officer’s 
periods preceding death, is somewhat remarkable. Report. 

General dropsy from disease of liver was the ground of invaliding in 
a young man who was bed-ridden from the time of reception; the 
abdomen and lower extremities were greatly disturbed, and as he was 
urgent for an operation I removed 25 pints of fluid by one tapping, 
with much relief, but the swelling soon regained its former proportion, 
and he gradually sank some weeks after the operation. 

Diseases of the urinary organs.—These affections occur in various 
forms, but being for the most of long duration they often prove very 
intractable. This is more especially the case with strictures of the 
urethra, which are generally of a bad description, and often complicated 
with fistula. 

We have also had some cases of hydrocele requiring operation. Two 
deaths occurred from disease ‘of kidneys, both patients being aged men. 
One was received for debility, but symptoms of diabetes set in, and he 
gradually sank after being 533 ‘days in this hospital. The other was 
invalided for albuminuria, and died of disease of kidneys in hospital in 
285 days. ; 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system.—The most important 
diseases to be noticed under this head are paralysis, epilepsy, and 
mental affections. There have been few additions to the paralytic cases 
during the year, and those remaining underwent little change, but the 
men so afflicted are generally weakly and infirm. One death occurred, 
the man having been invalided for urmeplegia in 1869, and had been 
in this hospital 1,839 days at death. Ina case of death from softening 
of the brain, the patient when invalided for the disease was quite an 
imbecile, and became completely helpless and childish for some time 
before death. In two cases of feigned paralysis of the lower extremities 
the. men were young and in good bodily condition, but they were 
seemingly quite helpless, and were carried from the van to the hospital. 
One had been about two years in this state, and as he made no attempt 
to exert himself although encouraged in every way galvanism was tried, 
and after a few applications he jumped up, stating that he was quite 
well and fit for work. He has not complained since, and has been 
employed at out-door work for several weeks. The other is also 
recovered and at work outside. This disease is frequently feigned, but 
schemers appear very-intolerant~of the remedies usually employed for 

~the cure of the disease, and to which real sufferers originally had to 
submit. 

Criminal lunatics.—The west wing of the prison having been set 
apart for the accommodation of prisoners invalided as lunatics since last 
April, and as the number received amounts to 63, gave a daily average 
of 56 for several months past, I may shortly allude to this class of 
patients. 

They are for the most part young men, the oldest having been 68 at 
the time of conviction, and the youngest 17; the average age of the 
whole being 29. Their physical condition is tolerably good, although 
some were much reduced by the punishments they had undergone. 
Their mental condition in general appeared very defective. Out of the 
83 received 48 were single, 13 married, and 2 widowers. Education: 
45 could read, 6 imperfectly, and 12 not at all. Religion: 48 Pro- 
testants, and 20 Catholics. - Occupations: 32 returned as labourers, 
and the others as handicraftsmen of various kinds. Crimes: uttering 1, 
wounding 5, felony 3, arson 5, stealing 17, burglary 9, larceny 14, 
insubordination 1, assault 1, coiner 1, rape 2, receiving 1, placing iron 
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Extracts, On a railway J, murder and attempt 2.' 46 out of the 63 have previous 
ras and summary convictions recorded against them, At present, we have 
cers ate . . 
Report. remaining 56, 1 having died, 6 have been removed, and there are 
~~ 33 vacancies in the wing. , 

The prison histories of these men are for the most part very un- 
favourable, for the numerous reports recorded against them, as well as 
the punishments they had undergone, are sufficient to prove that they 
had been pursuing a ¢areer of insubordination, till at length pronounced 
to be insane. RAO MOREA 

The inducements for prisoners to feign insanity are very great, and 
on that account cases occurring amongst them might be looked ‘upon 
with suspicion, although they would probably not give rise to any doubt 
in ordinary individuals. The persistency with which prisoners feign 
both bodily and mental maladies, and the practices to which they resort 
to carry out their deceptions are often so extraordinary and even 
revolting, as to be scarcely credible, and might readily deceive those 
unaccustomed to their management. The main inducement for prisoners 
to feign insanity is, no doubt, a desire:to be sent to an asylum, with a 
view of improving their position, both as regards comfort, and a better 
prospect of ultimate liberty. e 

Some of those here who have been in asylums have proved very 
troublesome, and exacting. In one instance, where the man appears to 
have been an inmate of several asylums, he demanded eges gnd bacon 
for his breakfast, and as his wish was not gratified he began to threaten, 
and as he obstinately refused food, it was necessary to feed him twice a 
day for six months, before he gave in; since that time he has gone on 
quietly. Another convicted of attempted murder who had spent four 
years in an asylum, from which he escaped, demands the daily papers, 
and other means of amusement. This man made a clever attempt at 
escape since his reception here by means of a skeleton key, with which 
he released another prisoner as well as himself, and they were only 
discovered at the door leading to the exercise yard. They then rushed © 
back to their cells, and on being searched, the skeleton key and a 
formidable iron weapon were discovered. A third old asylum patient, 
aman of a morose sullen disposition, has been detected with dangerous 
weapons, which he procures in a cunning and mysterious manner, 
although carefully watched and frequently searched. On one occasion 
a stiletto was found on him, made out of ‘a piece of the spring of his 
truss, sharpened. to a fine point, and one end bound round with rag for 
a handle; he has also been discovered with nails sharpened to a fine 
point. With this strong desire to injure his fellow creatures he is of 
an extremely cowardly disposition, and this seems to be characteristic 
of the criminal lunatic class, as some of the most desperate and violent 
men we have had to deai with, after destroying iron bedsteads, and 
smashing the cast-iron shelves and grating like so much glass, have 
tried to exact a promise from the officers that they would not be 
touched before opening the cell door, if barricaded. The most violent 
man we have had here appears to have been perfectly outrageous in his 
behaviour for some time previously to reception, and although treated 
in a way to avoid any cause of excitement, he soon broke out, tore his 
iron bedstead to pieces, and with the leg smashed everything within 
reach. Strait jackets were found of no use to restrain him, and when 
secured hy means of handcufis, he managed to do some mischief, 

In the case of some of these very dangerous and violent men, there 
is generally a marked dislike of work, and their actions are frequently 
inconsistent with genuine lunacy, being often exaggerated, done with 
a motive, and at times to attract the attention of those in authority 
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over them, whilst they at the same time sleep well, and have seldom 
any well-marked delusions. ; 

The removal of such men to this prison is, no doubt, a great dis- 
appointment to them, as they sometimes complain of not being. sent to 
an asylum, and this new lunatic department is likely to prove a great 
check to malingering, for when prisoners disposed to feign insanity 
find that all their self-inflicted discomforts, and even tortures, will only, 
if successful, result in being transferred to another prison, they will be 
less inclined to try the experiment. 

In most cases of criminal lunacy, there may be a greater or less 
amount of mental weakness, giving rise to impairment of the controlling 
power, but in the case of those violent men, they may have indulged 
their vicious passion until it has ended in some serious crime. Although 
such men may not be entitled to the same treatment as ordinary lunatics, 
who are deserving of all our sympathy ; a kindly and encouraging, but 
at the same time, firm plan of management has been adopted, together 
with a good diet, and interesting books, but no indulgences in the shape 
of beer or tobacco, and hence the disadvantage in dealing with men who 
have formerly been allowed such extras. 

For these very insubordinate men, restraint has occasionally been 
necessary for the safety of the men themselves, and those in charge, but 
the cases requiring it have been very few in number. 

The foregoing remarks apply to a small number of the lunatics; but 
such men are a constant source of danger, and give rise to much 
anxiety. The others have, for the most part, become quiet, orderly, 
and tractable, and several who appear from their histories to have 
been very troublesome, are now extremely well-conducted and even 
industrious. 

The bodily and mental condition have in some instances undergone 
a great improvement. One man who was received to all appearance 
completely idiotic and helpless, requiring to be fed like an infant, and 
in need of the same attention otherwise, is now one of our best cleaners. 
Many of the others who appear to have incurred numerous reports, and 
been punished accordingly, have gradually settled down, and when able 
are willing to do a little work. ‘This satisfactory result is the more 
gratifying as these men for the most part Jabour under some delusion, 
or present some well marked characteristics of the lunatic, leaving no 
room for doubt as to the genuineness of their insanity. 

The means of occupation have hitherto been limited to oakum-picking 
~ and a little knitting, but the steel wires were considered dangerous when 
the pointed nails were detected. I therefore had some made of zine, but 
little progress has as yet been made. The numbers in the work-room 
have averaged about 386 daily out of a total of 58, and besides these 
several are employed as cleaners, and commonly six or eight under treat- 
ment in the sick ward. During the work one lunatic has been 
encouraged to read aloud some interesting story to the others, and most 
of them listen with attention. Some outdoor work will soon be available 
for some of these men, but a careful selection will require to be made. 

Weak mind was the ground of invaliding in 52 cases, and epilepsy 
in 19. Many of the former and some of the latter have improved both 
in mental and bodily condition, and are now usefully employed. It is, 
however, a disadvantage to have these men associated with other 
prisoners, as their eccentricities expose them to many sources of 
irritation, and from being sometimes peevish and quarrelsome they are 
the principal occupants of the refractory cells, and the usual punish- 
ments appear to have little deterring effect. i 
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Diseases of bones and joints—These have been the ground of © 
invaliding, in many different forms, but the greater number were serious” 
and unpromising. For example, of the four deaths that occurred, the — 
ist, W. A., was received for lumbar abscess, and was in hospital from — 
reception till death ; 2nd, L. P., was received for abscess of leg, and 
died of strenuous disease of knee-joint, in hospital 839 days; 3rd, also _ 
invalided for abscess involving the hip‘ and upper part of thigh, and ia 
died of diseased hip joint; in hospital fromMtime of reception till death, — 
The last was invalided for scrofula, but had well marked indications of b 
lumbar abscess, and died of that disease after being in this hospital — 
1,143 days at different times. .; 

General debility was the ground of invaliding in 129 cases, and old 
age 31. Many of the former were aged men enfeebled by various. 
ailments, such as bronchitis and rheumatic affections. In some of the — 
younger men invalided for debility there were indications of phthisis. — 
Under the former, five deaths occurred from various diseases, and two _ 
from age or infirmity, both patients having been bed-ridden for long 
periods. ia 

Injuries.—We have, in general, been very free from accidents, but two 
of a severe description occurred to aged men. One met with a compound 
fracture of the bones of fore-arm, with extensive laceration of the f 
muscles and integuments, by getting his hand entangled in the wringing 
machine ; as the large vessels were not ruptured, the broken, ends were 
replaced, and an attempt made to save the limb, which has proved — 
successful. The other was a case of compound fracture of three fingers, :, 

which also did well. The officers have been very healthy throughout the 
year, only 20 required admission to hospital, giving a daily average of 
1-50. The casual cases amounted to 150, for the most part slight 
ailments. Three required to be invalided, one for rheumatism, one 
bronchitis, and the other for asthma.

I have the honour to present my Report for the year 1875. 
Extracts, : 
tag Religious and Moral Condition of the Prisoners. 


It is satisfactory to be able to speak of progress in the religious and 
moral condition of the prisoners committed to my pastoral care. ‘There 
has been a decided increase in the number of those who have sought 
for Christian instruction. Never before has our work among them 
given so much encouragement to hope that good has been done. A 
marked change for the better in the daily life of several, whose ante- 
cedents had almost forbidden us to hope, has had the effect of leading 
others to acknowledge the claims of religion, and to look for other : 
strength than their own in the terrible and lifelong battle against sin | 
and vice. ; 

To the daily opportunities of prayer, the public reading, and frequent q 
exposition of Holy Scripture, I trace much of the benefit which it is my 
privilege to record. The reverent demeanour which is manifest in our 4 
Services, and the earnest attention given to our teaching, have been \ 
associated with a greater desire for strictly religious books explanatory 
of Bible difficulties and the perplexities of the Christian life. 

In casting about for a reasonable foundation for our hope that. our 
work is in some degree permanent, we may remember that the offer of 
Divine mercy comes as a novelty to many who find themselves within a 
convict prison. They have never before recognised an opportunity for 
attending to the question. During the short sentences which may have 
preceded, their minds have been engaged either in regrets at their 
temporary loss or in the anticipation of a speedy return to their friends; 
so that between the two the whole attention has been monopolized, 
reflection upon a mis-spent past avoided, and all effort to lead them 
to prepare rightly to face the future has been rejected. 

But after a sentence of penal servitude has been passed, and it is felt 
that several years must elapse before the prisoner can enjoy her liberty 
again, the sense of personal loss becomes very real, reflections upon its 
cause ensue, and chidings of conscience are often felt ; perhaps the loss 
of friends adds to the mental conflict. At this juncture, the Christian 
pastor may begin his work in hope, by encouraging any good thought 
born of adversity, by continual reference to the plain possibilities of a 
better life, and by pointing to the spotless, yet endearing character, of 
Him who has brought “ good news” to the fallen and the troubled. 

That criminals should become truly impressed by religion within a 
prison is also due in a great degree to the removal of them from the 
temptations of drink and other manifest evils incidental to their home - 
life. ” 

The order and regularity of their daily duties in prison, the cleanli- 
ness imposed upon them, separation during hours of relaxation and 
rest, the beneficial effect of useful labour upon their general health, the 
fact that they are brought into daily contact with those who are in- 
fluenced by high moral considerations, and that kindness is shown to 
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them so far as it is compatible with good discipline; all this is in such 
sharp contrast to every experience of their life, speaking of the great 
majority when at liberty, that we are bound to expect the Divine 
blessing upon our exertions. The field being thus prepared we may 
“sow in hope” with a reasonable expectation of success in the 
harvest. 

Iam happy to be able to report an improvement in the conduct of 
those removed to the penal ward. I attribute this to the alterations 
recently made in that part of the Prison. 

The number of prisoners received during the year was 233, of whom 
99 came under my spiritual care as Protestants. During the year three 
of them avowed themselves Roman Catholics. The total above-men- 
tioned includes 28 who were sent back to this Prison with revoked 
licenses. 10 were Protestants. A few statistics with reference to these 
last are given :—

The number of deaths was 14. Nine of these were Protestants, of 


- whom I am happy to report that, in the majority of instances, their 


patience and submission proved the reality of their professions of 
penitence, and fitness for their great change.

Chapel Services and Pastoral visiting. 


On Sundays.—Two full services with sermons. Christmas Day and 
Good Friday have been observed as Sundays. 

Holy Communion has been administered eight times in the chapel, 
with an average of 38°25 communicants. Previous to the administration 
on four occasions I have held special classes for instruction and prepara- 
tion for the holy rite. These have been attended by larger numbers 
than usual ; a spirit of inquiry has been roused, and I am thankful to say 
the number of communicants has been increased. 

On weekdays the prisoners have been assembled for Divine Service at 
9 a.m. On four days of the week a Hymn is sung, one or more of the 
Psalms for the day, one of the lessons taken from the New Testament, 
and selections from the Book of Common Prayer are read. Three times

in the week an exposition of Scripture is given. On Wednesday and 
Friday the Litany is used, and a short time is given afterwards to the 
practice of psalmody and chanting. I am happy to add that every suc- 
ceeding effort made to introduce singing into our Church Service has 
been followed by additional interest in it and by a more devotional 
response by the prisoners generally. In this way we have succeeded, 
as far as we have gone, in subduing the hurried manner and unmean- 
ing tone of voice which react prejudicially upon minds untutored, and 
at best not influenced by too much reverence for holy things. 

We are in great need of a better harmonium. The present instrument, 
besides being old and worn out, is too small for our purpose. 

With reference to pastoral visiting an opportunity is given every 
week to every prisoner to speak to the Chaplain, and to ask counsel 
and advice. These occasions have been freely used, and I look upon 
them as most valuable for the purpose for which they are intended. 

My duties in this respect are ably supplemented by the Lady 
Scripture Reader, who pursues her quiet aad unobtrusive labours with 
much success. 


The Infirmary. 


Daily services, consisting of prayer, with the reading and explaining 
the Scriptures, have been carried on. The sick have been visited 
individually, and the Holy Communion has been administered on different 
occasions, 


School Instruction. 


This has been carried on as usual, and the half-yearly examinations 
have taken place. The results are given in the Appendix: It is 
difficult to induce habits of application in such minds as we have: to 
deal with in a female convict prison. Never accustomed to look 
forward to the future in any matter, they can only partially be induced 
to do so in an educational point of view. Their impulsive feelings are 
easily moved to opposition, by the difficulties in the way of mastering 
the most elementary subjects, and they are too ready to cast aside 
every suggestion which might encourage their weak wills in the right 
direction. Incapacity and weakness of memory, arising from hard 
drinking and hard usage, are not uncommon, and downright indolence 
of mind, inherited through many generations of mental sloth, has to be 
overcome. 

A reference to the Table jn the Appendix indicating the educational 
status of 112 prisoners upon their reception and discharge, will show, 
that while 60 prisoners either did not know their letters, or read but 
imperfectly upon reception, only two were discharged unable to read. 
Of 43 who could not form letters on reception, all but three learnt to 
write ; and of 37 who knew nothing of arithmetic upon reception, only 
four failed to make some improvement in this most difficult of the 
branches of elementary education among female prisoners. It is worthy 
of remark that several prisoners from 40 to 60 years of age made great 
effort, and learnt to write decently. 

Schoolmistress Mrs. Flight has retired from the service. After some 
months of ill-health she was found to be unfit for further duty. For 
nearly 20 years she did her work well and faithfully, and I am sorry 
we are deprived of her services. She secured the respect of the 
prisoners, and thus quietly overcame many an unwilling mind, and 
influenced it for good. 


; 
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The Prisoners’ Library. 


This continues to be much valued by the prisoners. Their hours of 
relaxation are cheered by the perusal of works of travel, biographies, 
and good moral tales. Great care and trouble have not been spared to 
select such books as combine profit with pleasure. What may be 
termed strictly religious books are not forced upon any, while there is a 
supply for those who care for them. I am happy to say a good number 
are read and valued. There is still need of further additions to our 
present stock of books. 


The Refuges. 


These institutions, at Winchester and Streatham, continue to be a door 
of hope to many. Some, it is true, find their way back again to prison 
after being fairly launched again into respectable society by these means, 
put, on the other hand, many are known to be doing well. May it be 
permitted to suggest that it would be a desirable thing if some plan of 
emigration could be devised, not to any spot so near home as the 


‘American continent, but to Australia, Tasmania, or New Zealand, where 


female labour is in great request. Only those should be eligible (a) 
who had had but one term of penal servitude, (6) who have been ascer- 
tained to be earnest workers, (c) whose conduct at the Refuge had been 
good, (d) and who for a period of three months or more had given 
satisfaction in a situation in England. 

The Discharged Female Prisoners Aid Society has proved a boon to 
several; not only to those who had forfeited their privilege of.removal 
to one of the refuges, but to some, who by reason of ill-health were 
rendered ineligible, and to others who were entirely without friends, or 
without any prospect of obtaining employment upon their discharge.

EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The daily average number of cases under treatment presents a slight Extracts, 
increase upon that of last year, probably because the number of prisoners hoe 
has been increased. The mortality, however, has been less by one. Report. 

No suicides have occurred during the year, nor any suicidal attempts ~—_ 
real or feigned. 

Only two cases of insanity have occurred, and in each instance the 
prisoner was removed to Millbank. This remarkable immunity from 
mental disease among so large a body of prisoners, is probably due, in a 
great degree, to their being regularly employed at various healthy 
occupations, during which they are more or less in association with 
each other. To the same cause may also be ascribed the steady im- 
provement in the general health of most of the women during the term 
of their imprisonment. 

Scarlet fever occurred in a mild form in three instances, the last 
being in February, and this is the only form of epidemic disease’ with 
which the prison has been visited during the year. 

Of the 14 deaths, 9 were from phthisis, being the same number as in 
1874, 2 from paralysis, 2 from heart disease, and 1 from obstruction of 
bowel. 

Fifty-four officers were under treatment during the year ; two were 
superannuated, and two discharged on medical grounds, 
| The sanitary arrangements of the prison are throughout excellent, the 
___ ventilation is thorough, and cleanliness is strictly enforced.

WORMWOOD SCRUBS PRISON. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORT OF THE DEPUTY 
GOVERNOR IN CHARGE. 


4 On the 14th December 1874 this prison was first occupied with nine Bxtracts, 
i “special class” convicts. At that time there existed little more than the Bees 
{ shell of one wing of the temporary prison, with an outlying kitchen and Report. 
“3 warders’ mess room. A wooden palisading separated the prison lands ~_ 
from the neighbouring fields; the nearest road was half a mile away. 
During the first month or two the weather was extremely severe, at times 
___ our only means of communication was by sleds across the snow, or deep 
i tenacious mud made the track nearly impassable. 
By degrees the cells in the first hall were completed, and the prison 
? population gradually increased. On the Ist February 1875 there were 
\ 79 in custody, on the 1st May, 97 ; the second hall, which was com- 
} menced in January, was completed and occupied in May, and from the 
oth of that month to the 3lst December the numbers have averaged 177 
daily. 
With such strength as has been available many necessary works have 
i been carried on without intermission. First in importance was the con- 
i struction of a good hard track or roadway to Wood Lane. This took 
| 1,863 cubic yards of brick ballast, made of clay excavated and burnt for 
4 the purpose; this track measures 920 yards, it is 20 feet wide, gate 
posts and gates have been put up upon it where required, and on one 
side a post and rail fence has been erected for a length of 2,120 feet. 
Next came several necessary buildings. A gatekeeper’s lodge in brick, 

to replace a temporary wooden one which had been destroyed by fire ; a 
range of brick shops for smiths, carpenters, and plumbers ; stores for 
building materials ; office for clerk of works ; sheds for stone masons, 
Sawyers, stone sawyers, saw mills, engine, mortar mill, and lime shed. A 
block of twelve warders quarters’ were commenced in May, and ought to 
be ready for occupation this spring (1876). \ 

As soon as the water supply was laid on, brick-making was actively 
proceeded with. A mound for wash mill was wheeled and rammed to a 
height of 12 feet; 4,000 yards of clay were excavated and wheeled for 
kerf, chalk washed and run in shoots from wash mill to kerf ground; 36. 
hacks formed of an average length of 300 feet each ; three brick machines, 
in which 921,500 bricks were made and afterwards run to hack, skintled, 
run to clamp, and burnt, 

For various purposes of road-making, forming parades, concrete, &c., 

~ in all some 5,000 cubic yards of clay have been excavated and burnt as 
ballast. 

_ Finally, the first block or wing of the permanent Prison, which is to be 
380 feet long by 44 feet wide, and to hold 352 prisoners, was commenced 
on the 8th August last. Since then the foundations have been excavated 
and filled in with concrete to the extent of 1,875 cubic yards, and brick 
footings are built:to an average height of 1 foot 6 inches above concrete 
on about one half of the wing. 
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Conduct. 


With very few exceptions the prisoners have been uniformly orderl 
and industrious. A large proportion are tradesmen specially selected, and 
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Extracts, an average of 60 per cent. of the whole are « first,” or “ special class ” 
Governors Men, with only short terms unexpired. Of late, however, a sprinkling 
Report. of men have arrived having three, four, or five years still to do, but they 


give, as yet, little or no trouble. 
Escapes. 


In spite of the slightness of the prison_buildings and the seeming 
absence of ordinary prison restraints, there has been only one attempt at 
escape. In this case a prisoner one Sunday evening ran towards the 
boundary fence, but he was promptly pursued and overtaken. 


Officers generally. 


- I have received from all ranks of officers very cordial support, ‘ 
especially from the acting steward and the acting chief warder. I am 
indebted to the Rev. W. Covington, of St. Luke’s Hammersmith, and his 
curate the Reverend J. T. Phipps, for performing Divine Service and 
attending to the spiritual wants of the prisoners ; also to Dr. Hoffman of 
Fulham Prison, who has visited the prison regularly to prescribe for 
the sick,

fixtracts, I have the honour to submit my annual report of Her Majesty’s 
fenine, Convict Prison at Gibraltar from the commencement of the past year 
Report. until the date at which the English convicts were transferred home, and 


~~ the remainder handed over to. the colonial. authorities. 


Discipline Officers. 

As the officers recently belonging to the prison are now either super- 
annuated or transferred to home establishments, I think it will be con- 
sidered unnecessary that I should again enter into particulars concerning 
them ; the moreso as those still remaining in the service will be reported 
upon by the governors of the prisons to which they are now attached. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 4 


The conduct of the prisoners was on the whole satisfactory, always 
taking into consideration the almost temptation to wrong-doing, which 
Gibraltar and its associated system supplied. 

The facility with which at this prison tobacco and other prohibited 
articles are obtained, has always been remarkable, and the last year 
formed no exception. I have every reason to believe that a great 
quantity was the produce of the sale of articles made clandestinely on 
the works ; the situations of the shops being such that no amount of 
supervision I could afford them was sufficient to stop it; and also a 
certain amount of jealousy was shown by the foremen of the shops 
(freemen) when questions -were asked by the warders as to the nature of 
the work on which the convicts were employed, as it was thought by 
them more politic to allow such irregularities, than risk offending the 
prisoners by reports, 

On one occasion nearly four pounds of tobacco, several roughly made 
saws, five or six knives, a razor, and other articles were discovered. At 
another part of the works a stone jar containing wine was found ; and 
few days passed without prohibited articles being found either on the 
persons of prisoners or on the works. 

On receiving, in the early part of the year, authority to remove to 
England all prisoners suspected of unnatural crimes or indecent acts, 
I carefully went over all records, and found no less than 25, or 10 per 
cent., against whom strong suspicions were entertained. 

I have before had occasion to allude to the great disadvantage under 
which the prison laboured, from the fact of the convicts having to pass 
along much frequented public roads on their way to and from labour. 

This. and the annoyance likely to result from it, to the public, was 
exemplified in one instance last year, by a convict, who was being 
marched back to the prison for misconduct on the works, having broken 
away from the officer in charge of him, and attempted to kiss a female 
who was passing. 

In previous years, on more than one or two occasions within my own 
knowledge, prisoners have broken from the ranks to speak to and 
embrace some relatives or friends. 
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Suicides and Escapes. 


There were none, nor any attempts. 


Deaths. 


One death only occurred ; the prisoner had been many months ill, and 
died from natural causes. 


Assaults. 


There was one case of assault by a convict on a warder. 

In one of my former reports I mentioned the entire absence of assaults 
as being probably the only advantage the association system (to which I 
attributed it) possessed, as I concluded the convicts under that system 
did not have the same opportunity of brooding over their fancied wrongs, 
and nursing schemes of vengeance, as they have in separate confinement. 

In this case, however, my theory is completely upset, as the prisoner 
in question had, three months before he committed the assault, announced 
his intention of killing this officer the first opportunity. 

The officer was warned on several occasions, but he seems to have 
treated these cautions so lightly, that the first day the convict was 
placed under his charge, he allowed him the opportunity he was 
apparently still on the look-out for. 

The warder’s skull was fractured, and he was for some time in a 
dangerous state, but ultimately returned to duty to all appearance 
restored to health. 


Employment of Convicts. 


The prisoners were, as heretofore, divided between the Admiralty and 
Royal Engineer Departments, the former having had rather the larger 
share, the Royal Engineers not requiring their full complement. 

Orders for the breaking-up of the prison having been received by me 
in the middle of March, I found towards the end of that month it was 
necessary, for the safe custody of the convicts, that they should be more 

concentrated, and I was therefore compelled to give up the Royal 
Engineer works, and-confine. the labour of the remaining prisoners to 
the Admiralty works in the dockyard and at Europa Quarry, and these 
were continued up to the time the prisoners embarked for England. 


Concluding Remarks. 


On the receipt of orders that the English convicts were to be trans 


ferred to home prisons, J had under my charge 238 prisoners, and of 


these 30 were sent home a few days, after. 

Sixty more were sent on 16th April in charge of warders sent from 
England for that purpose. 

On the departure of this draft, I located all the convicts in one hall, 
and commenced dismantling the rest of the prison. 

On the 15th May the last batch of English convicts, 127 in number 
embarked in charge of the deputy superintendent, with the medical 
officer, and a large staff of warders. 

The 21 eonvicts then remaining at Gibraltar were either originally 
colonial prisoners or English convicts who had been during their im- 
prisonment again tried in the colony and received additional sentences, 
and whose original sentences having expired, were actually colonial 
prisoners.

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pacts, Being left with this small number, and having plenty of room at my 
tendent’s disposal, I at once located each prisoner in a separate cell (or ward) and 
poe adopted the system in force in English Public Works prisons, 

As the small number of convicts rendered their services useless on the 
distant works, I altered the dinner hour from 3.30 p-m. to 11.30 a.m., 
and had labour after, as well as before that meal, thus both obtaining 
additional hours’ of work and materially diminishing the long hours 
during which the convicts were formerly daily confined in their cells, | 

The medical officer having proceeded to England, and His Excellency 
the Governor of the Colony not deeming it necessary that the services 
of a medical gentleman should be retained exclusively for the use of such 
a small number of prisoners, a resident practitioner was appointed by 
him to attend to the medical requirements of the establishment. 

Six sergeants from various regiments in the garrison were also by His 
Excellency’s orders attached to the prison, to be trained as warders, in 
order that when they had obtained an insight into those duties, the 
remainder of the warders on the English establishment might be sent 
home, 

One of the late warders who was superannuated was appointed “ the 
principal warder ;” also one to do-the duty of steward and clerk; and a 
third was re-appointed as warder. 

On the lst June His Excellency was pleased to appoint H. Macdonald, 
Esq., V.C., Garrison Quarter-Master, to be Superintendent’ of the 
Colonial Convict Establishment, but I continued throughout the whole 
of that month to superintend all the duties of the prison, and endeavoured 
to afford the new superintendent all the assistance in my power, and to 
instruct him as far as possible in the orders and duties of a prison, 

Having dismantled all that part of the prison no longer required by 
the colonial authorities, and having left a sufficient supply of everything 
requisite for the use of the staff and the remaining convicts, I shipped 
to England all furniture, fittings, and stores which were worth the 
freight, and were likely to be of service in home prisons. 

The remaining articles were disposed of either by tender or public 
auction. 

In conclusion I would beg to draw your attention to the very great 
assistance the convict service at all times received from the convict store 
accountant, Deputy Commissary J. W. Elmes. 

My best thanks are due to this officer, and particularly for the advice 
and assistance he gave me in the disposal of the convict stores,

EXTRACTS FROM CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


In presenting my report for that portion of the year 1875 during Estracts, 


which the Prison at Gibraltar was in existence, I hope I may be excused © 


if it be somewhat brief. I have on previous occasions, and especially in 
the reports for the years 1872 and 1874, given my opinion as to the 
moral condition and capacities of our establishment. It may seem but 
lost labour to slay the slain, to bring further indictment against a system 
Jong condemned alike by disciplinarians and philanthropists ; yet the few 
words I have to say are on this topic. 

Nothing, to the final moment’ of our existence, led me to alter my 
opinion that it was most desirable that an end should be put to the last 
convict prison for Englishmen, in which the association of criminals 
necessarily prevailed. Nothing so tells upon the spirits of prisoners as 
the constant monotony of the conditions of their existence; a change, 
even for the worse, is more tolerable than no change at all. ‘Those also 
who underwent their sentence in Gibraltar were not only exiles, but 
lost the privilege of receiving the periodical visits of their friends, which 
would have been accorded to them in England. Notwithstanding’ these 
considerations, the number who were not greatly chagrined at being sent, 
home was very small. They evidently thought that the furnace of their 
sorrows would be heated to a greater intensity; that the relaxations of, 
to them, an agreeable intercourse, were coming to an end; no more 
hidden treasures, no more stolen sweets, would be theirs. One would 
certainly not begrudge a wretch any solace that might be compatible 
with the requirements of vindictive justice, and the application of 
reformatory measures. But theirs was no such case as this, 

Since I left Gibraltar I have had some months experience of the 
working of an English prison. Confined for at least some hours of the 
day and during the whole night in his solitary cell, the prisoner, at home, 
is grateful for a visit ; the exhortations with which he is plied frequently 
seem, at least, to fall on a softened heart, and to re-echo the upbraidings 
of an awakened conscience. Separated from the influence of others, 


equally guilty, he is taken at an advantage; he can be shown what good | 


men think of such conduct as his has been; and can, perchance, be 
persuaded to see himself in the mirror of God’s word. I am far from 
denying that, exceptionally, I met with encouragement in my work at 
Gibraltar ; but, speaking generally, the comparison of the two spheres 
of labour leads me to a decision strongly in favour of the separate 
system. Nay, I have remarked in Millbank itself, that just in proportion 
as association, on however limited a scale, is allowed to exist, the 
demoralization of the prisoner becomes apparent. I think it fair, how- 
ever, to notice the fact, however it may be explained, that. according 
to the account of the superior officer in charge of the largest body of 
convicts who returned home. together, their conduct on board ship’ was 
exceptionally good. I should also hope that those who behaved ‘really 
well in association might continue to do so when released to their 
liberty, as being already accustomed to resist a considerable degree of 
temptation. 
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Extracts, _ Owing to the lateness of the time at which I was informed that I 
ee should be asked to furnish a report, the usual returns as 10 library 
— books and school statistics are not appended. The papers on which 
these should have been founded had already been packed up, or even 

sent away. I speak to the best of my recollection. 

The services and duties of the department were performed as in 
previous years, unless where interrupted bythe want of disciplinary 
officers, or other circumstances” necessarily attending on the breaking 
up of the establishment.

EXTRACTS FROM THE COMPTROLLER’S REPORT. 


I have the honour to forward the usual annual returns of the convict Extracts, 
department in this colony for the year ended 3lst December 1875, and Pree 
trust they will be found to contain all needful information relative to Report. 
the condition of the service. par 

On the Ist April 1875 I took charge of Fremantle Prison, relieving 
Mr. H. M. Lefroy, who retired on pension, and at the same time, in 
accordance with instructions contained in your letter of the 6th January 
1875, enclosing copy of War Office letter of the 22nd December 1874, 
I took over all the convict duties hitherto discharged by the Control 
Department in the persons of Deputy Commissary Skinner and Assistant 
Paymaster Elliott, and I trust it will be found that the work in con- 
nection therewith has been satisfactorily performed. 

All the convicts except those at Perth and Champion Bay, and four 
or five employed as hospital orderlies in country depdts, are concentrated 
at Fremantle. At the same time it has been found desirable to retain 
some local prisoners and colonial convicts at Fremantle Prison, where 
their labour as mechanics is valuable. These are paid for by the 
Convict Department and Colonial Government respectively according to 
fixed rates as directed in the Secretary of State’s Despatch No. 65 of 
the 23rd November 1874. 

Return No. 1 shows the number of convicts on the 31st December 
1875 as 948, against 1,162 on the same day of the previous year, or a 
reduction of 214. 

Return No. 2 gives the number of men maintained by the Govern- 
ment on the same date as 444, the number in 1874 having been 548, or 
99 less. 

Return No. 3, giving a comparison of the numbers of convicts 
employed on the public works on the last days of the years 1874 and 
1875 respectively, shows a diminution of only 53 men. 

Return No. 4 shows, in a more detailed form, the information given 
in No. 3. 

Return No. 5, which is a comparison between the number of ticket- 
of-leaye men on the last days of 1874 and 1875, shows a reduction of 
138 in 1875, as against 132 in 1874. 

Return No. 6 shows that only 32 conditional releases were issued 
during 1875, as against 52 in the previous year; 9 were revoked. The 
number of men holding this indulgence is 108, and I am again able 
to say that the stringent rules in relation to these releases have worked 
effectively. 

Twelve ex-convicts have been received under fresh sentences, 'These 
men had not been free for three years before receiving their present 
sentences, 
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Return No. 8 shows the number of offences committed by prisoners — 


during the year 1875 to have been 226. With regard to this return, I 
beg to remark that not one serious offence has been committed by any con- 
vict in custody during the past year ; and when it is considered that every- 
One now in prison has been’ a convict in this colony for periods ranging 
as far back as June 1850, that for eight years none have been received 
from England, that there are now in custody only 57 English convicts 
who have not yet been released upon ticket-of-leave, that of these but 
15 bear good characters, while the rest have been re-convicted from 
time to time of offences, some of grave magnitude, I think I am justified 
in saying that the discipline and the general conduct of the prisoners is 
satisfactory. : 

I have aiways considered that many cases of misconduct on the part 
of convicts arise from the use of indiscreet and improper language by 
the subordinate officers, and I have most carefully kept it before these 
persons, that they should in every possible way guard against the. use 
of irritating or abusive language, and this has been productive of good 
results. 

There has not been a single instance of assault by a convict upon an 
officer during the year. 

In 1874 the number of offences was 382, and of offenders 183, or 
rather more than two offences to each man reported. 

In 1875 the number of offences is 226, and of offenders 140; or con- 
siderably less than two offences to each man reported. 

These figures include all punishments at all stations at which prisoners 
have been kept during the past year. 

Return No. 9 gives the number of offences for which ticket-of-leaye 
holders have been dealt with during the past year. 

This return, looking to the men comprising the ticket-of-leavye class, 
shows that crimes of any magnitude or enormity are very rare. 

The absconding are all for leaving service without previous proper 
discharge, and in many of the cases the convicts are not so much to 
blame. There was only one case of indecent assault, and in that 
instance the only flogging during the year was inflicted, the culprit 
being a hardened offender in that line of offence. The same remark 
holds good in the case of the man convicted of an unnatural offence. 

Return No. 10 shows that 18 convicts died during the past year, as 
against 22 in the year 1874. 

Return No. 11 gives the classes and sentences of the convicts in the 
Colony on the 31st December 1875. 

The annual reports and returns of Fremantle Prison Hospital and 
the Lunatic Asylum are hereto appended, and I have great pleasure in 
again testifying to the highly efficient manner in which the surgeon 
discharges his duties. I beg to draw attention to the fact that during 
the past year no prisoner has died in the hospital. 

The duties of the Chaplains of the Churches of England and Rome 
have been satisfactorily performed by the Reverends R. Alderson and 
J. Carreras, 

I attach the report of the Clerk of Works, and while no works of 
great magnitude have been finished, a large amount of useful work has 
been effected, and the prison mechanics have been very fully employed. 


On the 18th of June 1875 Fremantle was visited by a hurricane. 


which displaced a considerable portion of the roof of the prison and 
chapel. Upon carefully examining the damaged roof it became ap- 
parent that it would be necessary to shingle the eastern side of the 
roof, and with the slates removed therefrom make the western side of 
the roof. ‘This has been done, and the whole roof is now sound and in 
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several years past the roof of the prison has been far from water-tight 
in the rainy season. : 

Shortly after taking charge here I found that the system of lighting 
the prison at night was less efficient than it might be, and far from 
economical, as the lamps in use, from their construction, required 
trimming and filling up with kerosene at least twice during the night. 
[ had some burners without lamps in store, and by fitting tin oil 
reservoirs to these burners I have been able to increase considerably 
the light of the prison, to make the lamps burn all night without 
replenishing, and reduced the number of butners from 42 to 28, and 
the consumption of kerosene about three quarts per night. 

During the past year, two superintendents, one chaplain, one surgeon, 
one first-class clerk, one master blacksmith, five warders, three assistant 
warders have been pensioned ; the services of three temporary assistant 
warders have been dispensed with, while one has been dismissed. 

Two highly paid principal warders have been pensioned, and replaced 
by two others at trifling increases to their previous salaries—being a 
reduction of 20 officers. ‘The conduct of the subordinate officers has 
been very good. I should fail in my duty were I not to mention the 
very valuable assistance I have received from Mr. Doonan the assistant 
superintendent, and in his own branch from Mr. Broomhall ihe clerk of 
works. 

A large tank has during the past year been excavated at the south 
bank of the prison yard, to hold about 80,000 gallons of water. All 
necessary material has been supplied by the Local Government 3 main 
pipes will be laid from the prison to the sea jetty, the shipping can then 
be supplied with good water at a reasonable price, which has so far been 
impossible; and suitable hard labour provided for men in prison who 
are allowed to work outside, and who cannot be trusted in a shop. 

I have in conclusion to thank His Excellency Governor Robinson 
for the support and kindness I have experienced at his hands during 
the year 1875.

EXTRACTS FROM THE MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 


I have the honour herewith to forward to you the Annual Medical Extracts, 
Returns showing: the state of health obtained by the prisoners confined . Metical 
in the Fremantle Prison during the year 1875, and likewise of the Report. 
warders placed in charge of them. 

I am happy to point to the tables in these Returns, and be able to 
remark that the same high standard of health enjoyed by the inmates 
of this prison for many years past has not only been again maintained, 
but has been exceeded during the year 1875, inasmuch as, besides the 
absence of any epidemic or zymotic disease, there has not occurred a 
single death from amongst the prisoners; the four deaths recorded in 
Table 2 occurred in men admitted to the hospital from without the 
prison, three being ticket-of-leave holders, and the other an expiree. 

Table 3 shows the diseases and complaints for which 92 cases were 
treated in the hospital, and includes all classes admitted as patients : 
free men, ticket-of-leave holders, and prisoners; most of these cases 
were chronic in their type, have been under treatment many time: 
previously, and will be so again in the future; the case of compound 
fracture of both bones of the leg, happening to a ticket-of-leave holder 
in the town, was a very serious one, but the patient successfully pulled 
through his difficulties, and is now working again at his trade in 
Fremantle. Some other cases also were of serious moment, and notably 
so were two of disease of the heart of long standing, ending with 
general dropsy, one of these patients was an expiree, and the other a 
ticket-of-leave holder, both were~fatal ; the single case of erysipelas 
recorded was traumatic in its origin, and trivial in extent, and only 
caused detention in hospital for a space of four days. 

The dry earth closet system is used exclusively throughout the prison, 
the water supply is abundant and good, and the prison is but thinly 
populated. 

Four men were “under observation” for mental’ disease; two 
recovered, and two were, eventually, transferred to the lunatic asylum. 

The health of the warder force during the year was very good.

Extracts, I Have the honour herewith to forward. you the annual return 
Out having reference to that part of the Fremantle Lunatic Asylum con- 
Report. nected with the convict department, and showing the admissions, 

~~ discharges, and deaths during the year 1875. 

The Ist Table in the return shows that eight patients were admitted 
during the year, two of whom were prisoners, three expirees, one a 
conditional-pardon man, and the remaining two ticket-of-leave holders. 

The 2nd Table contains the names and condition of the four patients 
discharged, three of these were free men, and the fourth was a colonial 
probation prisoner undergoing his sentence in Fremantle Prison at the 
time of his becoming insane. 

The 3rd Table gives the names and causes of death in the four fatal 
cases ; two of these men were expirees, one a ticket-of-leave holder, 
and the other a prisoner. Two of these cases died from direct seizure 

. at the heart, and two from brain disease. 

The number of patients now remaining in the asylum is the same as 
at the commencement of the year, viz., 42. 

There has not been any epidemic or zymotic disease present during 
the year, and the general health of the patients has been very good. 
There is a large number of partially paralysed men amongst the 
patients, who require and receive a great deal of attention ; but, apart 
from this, there has been little requiring medical care excepting the 
four cases recorded in Table 3. The patients are out in the open air 
all day, either in the covered yard or in the garden; they have a good 
dietary comfortably served, and abundantly varied, as to vegetables and 
fruit, from the produce of the garden, and the water supply is plentiful 
and good. 

The dry-earth closet system is used exclusively throughout the 
asylum. 

Without prejudice to any of his predecessors, I am glad to report 
that it would be difficult to find an officer more painstaking, intelligent, 
and discreet than Mr. Paisley, the resident officer in charge of the 
asylum; he holds a very responsible post, and most ably does he 
fill it.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE CLERK OF WORKS’ REPORT, 
FREMANTLE. 


Return of Work executed by Convior Lazour under the Supervision 
of the Clerk of Works, Convict Department, for the Year ended 
8ist December 1875. 


Fremantle.—The following work has been performed in the work- 
shops of Fremantle prison, viz. :—Making coffins for officers, pensioners, 
and prisoners. Effecting repairs to the quarters occupied by officers and 
others, to the stables, hospital, pensioners’ barracks, lunatic asylum, 
guard house, powder magazine, harbour master’s quarters and Fre- 
mantle prison; repairs to lamps, tea cans, pannicans, pails, chamber 
pots, &c. &c., for accountant of stores, 100 water pails, 6 water 
casks, 6 well buckets ; 6 close-stool frames, 50 awl handles, 6 tin dip- 
pers, 2 hand carts, 6 mess kids, 6 urine tubs, made for Control Depart- 
ment; and spring carts and dray repaired; closets at Control Depart- 
ment into earth closets. 

Pumps repaired at prison, lunatic asylum, and pensioners’ barracks ; 
3800 wooden buckets painted; 28 new lamps made; sentry boxes and 
baths repaired ; 12 bolts made for barrack department ; 15 iron tanks 
painted for Colonial Government; anemometer stand made and fixed ; 
amalgamating barrel made for quartz crusher in lieu of one sent to 
Albany ; partition made and put up at local gaol; 1 iron pillar letter- 
box east, Postal Department; 3 stoves cast for public offices, Perth ; 
brass ventilator cast for governor’s house, Perth; set of bolts and bear- 
ings cast for dredge buckets ; new grates made as required for Rottnest 
salt works; rollers made for Rottnest boatslip; camp bedstead, table, 
and stool, and 200 hooks and eyes for tents made for Admiralty Sur- 
vey Department, and 2 whale boats repaired ; 2 targets made for Fre- 
mantle volunteers; 20 bronze plates made for Metropolitan volunteers ; 
6 coffins made for Perth prison ; 3 coffins made for Williams river ; fur- 
nace door frame and bars made for Perth prison ; 40 trays, 8 tables, and 
3 sets steps made for silkworm nursery. 

Sundries.—Stable, coach-house, and forage room built, and verandah 
erected at surgeon’s quarters; also painting and cleaning done at 
quarters; clerk of works’ quarters painted throughout; alterations at 
Acting Comptroller General’s and chaplain’s quarters; kitchen built 
aud alterations at assistant superintendent’s quarters; repairs at court 
house and lighthouse ; store reshingled at control department ; painting, 

' plastering, whitewashing, and repairs at landing waiter’s office ; wash- 
house floor planked ; lunatic asylum ; pensioners’ barracks shingled, 

Harbour.—During July and ‘August a small party was employed at 
the mouth of the river under the direction of Mr, T. H. J. Browne, sur- 
veying for harbour improvements. 

Water Police Department.—General repairs to quarters ; super- 
intendent’s quarters painted, coloured, and whitewashed, and old kitchen 
converted into constable’s quarters. 

Harbour Master’s Department. — General repairs to quarters, to 
buoys, and to Fremantle and Rottnest lighthouse lamps ; 3 hew nun buoy 
made; also chisels, crutches, and punches. 

Jetties —General repairs; adding fender piles, and waling pieces, 
Cranes cleaned and trucks repaired as required.

Works’ ployed inside the prison walls excavating a large tank for water supply 
Report. for shipping 3 has removed a large number of bricks; broken 817 yards 
stone; and kept the prison, hospital, and quarters supplied swith 'fresh 
water. 
Government Boys’ School.—A party was employed here from 27th 
August to Ist December, removing 1,650 yards ‘sand, cutting bush, 
levelling play ground, cleaning and doing repairs at school. 

A party averaging 13 men has been constantly employed under the 
direction of the Fremantle municipality, repairing streets, quarrying 
1,420 yards stone, removing 2,000 loads sea weed, driving 400 ‘piles, 
and built 285 yards sea wall to prevent the incursion of the sea at South 
Terrace. 

Sea Wall and Jetty Quarry Parties.—These parties, averaging 30 
men, have been employed building a substantial sea wall; the wall is. 
built of stone quarried at North Fremantle Bridge, and conveyed to its 
destination by tramway a distance of about 14 miles; the stones used 
are all of large size, weighing from 1 to 8 tons each, the face stones are 
bedded and jointed, the faces pitched, and the whole set in putty backed 
with stone of the same quality from the same place, 10 feet thick, at the 
back of which is a dry stone core of various thickness, constructed from 
the friable sandstone procured from Arthur’s Head, which ground as it 
becomes clear will be available for wharfage. ; 

These parties have quarried 3,000 yards stone; have filled in 4,200 
yards of stone and rubbish in quay. 

North Fremantle Bridge Quarry.—An average of 37 men employed 
here have quarried and removed to jetty by tramway, a distance of 14 
miles, 4,000 yards stone, and 5,000 yards of rubble and rubbish to fill 
up quay, and build sea wall ; have also broken up and re-metalled North 
Fremantle Bridge and approaches; and made a new piece of road to 
divert the line from passing the quarry, which had become dangerous, 
The party also built a wall at the Roman Catholic chapel, and put 
cemetery in order. 

North Fremantle Bridge Road Party.—From March to 4th August 
a party, averaging 30 men, was employed quarrying and breaking 
stone, removing rubble, and conveying it to road, pitching and making 
road, clearing and grubbing bush. 

North Fremantle Quarry and Depét Party.—This party, averaging 
16 men, has quarried stone for, and built a structure for an-invalid depéot, 
with accommodation for 100 men. The building is in the form of a 
eross, 120 feet from front to back ; the cross portion being 75 feet long, 
and the building 23 feet wide, and 16 feet high. A stone wall 683 
yards in length, 5 feet high, and 2 feet thick, surrounds the depot, and 
encloses about 8 acres. The party was broken up on the 30th Sep- 
tember, and removed to prison. ' 

Lime Kiln and Boating Party.—Seven men stationed here have 
burned, wheeled to shed, and delivered by flat as demanded, 6,000 
bushels of lime, and boated wood from Freshwater Bay for kiln; has 
cut rushes for bedding at Government stables, and done all the boating 
between Fremantle and Perth. This party also quarried stone and 
erected a survey station on Buckland Hill. . ; 

Dredge.—The dredge with a crew of 12 men was employed at Fre- 
mantle until 16th April dredging between the bridge and bar, and 
removing V-shaped groyne near Fremantle Bridge, 478 cubic yards of 
stone were removed, and 1,150 yards of sand. 

After this work the dredge was removed to Perth, and engaged in 
forming channels and deepening the water in the vicinity of the jetties. 
20,659 cubie yards of silt has been raised, the larger portion of which 


, 
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was discharged in deep water, and part utilized for City Council pur- 
ae under the direction of the Honourable the Commissioner of 
orks. 

Freshwater Bay.—This party of 10 men was employed until the end 
of March, when it was broken up. The party quarried 334 yards stone, 
and carted it a distance of 14 miles ; also sawed and carted wood for 
lime burning. 

Point Resolution.—This party of 12 men was employed under the 
direction of the Perth City Council, until the end of March, when it was 
broken up. The party quarried and loaded in boats for transport to 
Perth 1,400 yards stone. 

Canning Road.—A. small party was stationed here until the end of 
March when it was broken up. The party broke and spread on road 
380 yards of stone; also cut, wheeled, and laid blocks on road, and 
removed 500 yards sand. 

Upper Canning Road.—This small party was employed until the 
end of February, when it was broken up, digging out, screening, and 
carting gravel, and spreading it on road. 

Perth.—The work in this district was continued until the end of 
March, when the men were transferred to Fremantle Prison. 

City.—About 40 men were employed repairing tools, cutting fire- 
wood, gardening at Government domain, doing repairs at Government 
House, boring for water, making streets, &c. 

North Foad—Ten men were employed here cutting and carting 
blocks, and making 110 yards of block road and 100 yards of macada- 
mised road. : 

Guildford Road, No. 1.—Eleven men were employed here knobbling 
stone and repairing road. 

Guildford Road, No. 2.—Seven men were employed here quarrying 

and breaking stone, and repairing road. 

Sutherland Bay.—Nine men were employed here breaking and 
stacking 330 yards stone.

A very slight increase in the numbers of convicts in custody 
appears on the 31st of December, 1875, an increase also slight 
has taken place in the numbers sentenced to penal servitude 
during the past year; this increase appears to be owing rather to 
the fluctuations to be looked for from time to time, than to any 
increase in crime or in the criminal classes; an increase has also 
taken place in the numbers of licences revoked during the year, 
few of the revocations however, were ordered for serious offences. 

No circumstance caliing for special remark has occurred in an 
ofthe Prisons. The conduct of the convicts, as well as the industry 
shown by them, has been generally satisfactory. There has been, 
as in former years, a disposition to violence on the part of some few 
of the convicts, which rendered corporal punishment necessary. 


*In addition to this number there were 345 convicts under detention in the 


county prisons, and several hundred in Bermuda and Gibraltar, who were subse= 
quently discharged in Ireland, :

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‘The general conduct of the officers has been very satisfactory ; 
I trust I may be permitted again to express my hope that they 
may be placed, as regards retiring allowances, upon as advan- 
tageous terms as county prison officials, whose duties do not 
involve a similar amount of risk or responsibility. 

I have on several occasions referred to the cost of repairs, &e., as 
now executed by the Royal Engineer Department and by the 
Board of Public Works; by far the greater proportion of this work 
is done by contract labour at a heavy cost to the public and to some 
extent to the detriment of the discipline of the prisons. _ Placing 
the sums voted for maintenance and for repairs, as well as that 
voted for fuel and light, at the disposal of the Prison Department, 
would not only result in a considerable saving being effected, but 
enable a certain proportion of the convicts to be trained to useful 
trades. 

At Spike Island Prison, as heretofore, the labour of the convicts 
is mainly at the disposal of the Admiralty authorities, the 
result being that the. Convicts are to a certain extent mixed up 
with free labourers, this more orless interferes with discipline, and 
thus with the efficacy of penal servitude as a punishment; the 
fact also of leaving the employment of the convicts at the disposal 
of other departments appears to result in a certain amount of loss 
of labour. Circumstanced as are the works at Haulbowline, there 
would be, I think, little difficulty in allotting a certain portion of 
the. work for convict labour alone; in such a case the convicts 
could be completely isolated from free labourers, the work per- 
formed by the convicts would be accurately measured, its value 
determined, and the Convict Department held responsible that a, 
fair amount of labour was performed. At present the amount of 
work performed is calculated on the number of days’ work 
‘done, a fallacious mode of calculation. 

The nature of the employments of the convicts in the Mountjoy 

Male and Female Prisons remains unchanged, in the Female 
Prison a much larger. quantity’ of washing for Public Depart- 
ments has been done during the past year, a very considerable 
saving to thepublic resulting. Should the numbers inthese prisons 
at any time be much increased, it would be greatly to the public 
advantage, that some of the work now done by contractors 
should, where possible, be done in the prisons, it being extremely 
difficult at present to obtain remunerative employment without 
interfering with the labour market. At present the Warders’ 
uniforms are made in the Prisons; a portion of the uniform 
clothing now supplied by contractors to Public Departments 
could probably be supplied by convict labour; shirt-making, 
where now contracted for, could be undertaken. If a material 
increase took place, it might be worthy of consideration, whether, 
as in some of the Indian Prisons, paper making and printing 
for the Government Departments, might not, to a’ considerable 
extent, be carried on, a water supply and steam power being 
available. ; 

No change has taken place in the arrangements at the Inter- 
mediate Prison at Lusk, ae 
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‘I have again to remark upon the advantages afforded to the 
female convicts at the Refuges; at Golden Bridge, the results 
appear to have been at least as successful as in former years. 

There is one class of convicts whose cases would appear to 
require special consideration in the event of an amendment in the 
present Act for prevention of crime—the class who appear to be 
insensible to the efforts made for their reclamation—some, having 
been three and four times sentenced to penal servitude, return on 
release to their old mode of life undeterred by consequences; this 
class are well aware that by conforming to the Prison rules, they are 
entitled to a certain dietary, clothing, a gratuity on discharge, and 
to a remission of a portion of their sentence ; when a sentence 
extending to five years or upwards, has to be carried out, the 
dietarieslaid down and clothing allowed cannot, without injury, be 
diminished ; the gratuities of this class however raight be withheld 
or much reduced, and the entire sentence served ; or what would 
probably be far more effectual, if the law permitted, a sentence 
ot six or twelve months in a county gaol on low diet might be 
inflicted, with lengthened police supervision to follow, in place of 
a period of penal servitude according to the existing Act, The 
labour of this class being as a rule of little value, the public 
are put to a very heavy cost in all such cases without a 
reasonable hope of reformation being effected. 

T have in conclusion only to remark, that it is much to be 
regretted that police supervision is not more frequently ordered. 
As a protection to the public, an assistance to the police, and 
an advantage I believe to the criminal classes themselves, it is 
worthy of a more extended trial than it has hitherto received.

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MOUNTJOY MALE CONVICT PRISON. 


No occurrence calling for special remark has taken place du:ing 
the past year in this prison. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory. 

During the year 196 convicts were received; 184 passed on in 
regular course to other prisons. The general conduct of the con- 
victs, as well as the industry shown by them, was satisfactory. 

The health of officers and convicts has been generally good. One 
death occurred amongst the former, that of Mr. Harold, who had 
served satisfactorily as head schoolmaster for many years. 

The repairs and alterations of the buildings of this prison, as 
well as those of the female prison, are carried out by the Board of 
Works. This arrangementis both costly and unsatisfactory; delays, 
when works are carried out by another department, are unavoid- 
able; the constant introduction of free tradesmen and labourers 
into a prison is injurious to discipline. With regard to cost, it may 
be stated that on an average 17 tradesmen and labourers were 
employed on each working day between the two Mountjoy Prisons. 
I have no doubt that two trades-warders could, with the assist- 
ance of a few convicts, carry out the necessary repairs, &c., a con- 
siderable saving to the public resulting. 

The usual reports with statistics are attached.

GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 


Mountjoy Male Convict Prison, 
[st January, 1876. 


Srr,—I have the honour to submit my annual report with statistical 
returns for the year ending 3lst December, 1875. 

The staff of the prison has undergone little change since my last report. 
The schoolmaster—an old and respected officer—died in May last, and the 
vacancy was filled up from the Convict Prisons staff. 

Mr. George Farrell, the present schoolmaster, is a young and recently 
appointed officer whose efficiency and zeal recommended him to the notice 

_of his superiors, he having formerly been connected with the National 
Board of Education. JI am gratified to notice an improvement in the 
working of the school, which I am of opinion is mainly brought about 
through the spirit of emulation that has been introduced amongst the 

isoners in his method of teaching. One other change has occurred— 
that of a second class warder removed on promotion to the staff of Lusk 
Prison, and who has been replaced by an officer appointed on probation 
to qualify for the vacancy. 

All officers on the staff of the prison have contributed to carry out the 
duties with efficiency and zeal, There has been no case of dismissal, nor 
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has any serious case of misconduct been reported of the subordinate 
officers of the staff that calls for special remark. A slight increase in 
the number of convicts is shown as having passed through the prison 
when compared with those of the year 1874. 

The conduct in prison of the convicts has-been generally good, and the 
number of punishments inflicted on prisoners during the past twelve 
months have not been numerous. These punishments were not incurred 
for any grave offence, but chiefl y for breaches of discipline against prison 
rules. 

The industrial occupation of the convicts has been fostered as hereto- 
fore. Of the daily average number of convicts employed (153 prisoners), 
22 in association work at the shoemaking trade. They make all the 
shoes and boots required in the Irish Convict service. Sixteen more as- 
sociated prisoners are employed in other portions of the prison where 
their services are required, in order that the probationary period of im- 
prisonment may be carried out in strict separation, 

The remainder of the convicts work in separation, and carry out the 
probationary term (eight months) of their sentence at oakum-picking, 
mat-making, fendoff-making, and in being taught preliminaries of shoe- 
making. 

Some associated prisoners, as well as any the medical officer’ may con- 
sider to require out-door labour, are employed in the prison garden, 
where an ample supply of most kinds of vegetables are produced to sup- 
plement the dietary of the convicts in Mountjoy Male and” Female 
Prisons. The refuse from the kitchens of the Mountjoy Male and Female 
Prisons are here utilized to rear and fatten pigs, which have lately been 
supplied for that purpose from the intermediate prison at Lusk. When 
fattened and ready for sale they are sent to market, and the money 
placed to the credit of the public. 

Should the previous knowledge of a convict admit of it, an associated 
prisoner is generally employed at a trade when the requirements within 
the prison can be met by the labour of a carpenter, cooper, smith, &e. 

Employment of this nature could be carried on toa greater extent than 
is done; and would, I think, cause a considerable saving of expenditure, 
if prisoners’ labour was more generally applied in repairs and erection 
of buildings within the prison boundaries. The labour of the prisoners 
during the year has been satisfactory. For five months of their probation 
they were in manufacturing department of the mat-making, where some 
20 tons of raw material was worked up into mats, matting, &c. The re- 
sult of this labour is remuncrative, ; 

The first three months of their sentence they spent at oakum-picking, 
This being a purely penal employment cannot be counted as remunerative, 
and often leaves little or no profit for the labour bestowed upon it. They 
have worked steadily and well at the tasks set for them ; but few reports 
were made against prisoners for idleness during the year. 

No attempt was made to commit suicide during the year, nor did any 
prisoner try to make his eseape. The health of the prisoners has been 
satisfactory; only one death occurred, and that was a convict sent here 
for hospital treatment from the intermediate prison at Lusk. Three 
convicts were sent to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum. These. 
prisoners were under observation for some time in the prison hospital 
before they were certified to be insane. 

All prison buildings and fittings pertaining thereto were kept in 
good repair by the officers of the Board of Public Works, and all re- 
quisitions on that department have been attended to, 
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a certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison Movnrsov 
have been strictly complied with, except such particular cases as have ee 
been reported to, and brought under the notice of the Director. ;

Srz,—I have the honour to forward my report of the sanitary condi- 
tion of this prison during the past year, and in doing so it gives me great 
pleasure to state that the health of the prisoners has been on the whole 
very satisfactory, and no outbreak of any contagious disease has occurred. 

No death is recorded among the prisoners here, but one case of bad 
fever which was sent in from Lusk Prison terminated, I regret to say, 
fatally. 

Only two prisoners were removed to Spike Island on medical grounds 
before the expiration of their term in separation, one of weak intellect 
who had been removed on a former conviction for the same reason, and 
one partially paralysed and subject to epileptic fits, being unfit for the 
discipline of this prison. 

The admissions to hospital exceeded the number last year by 11, which 
is to be ascribed to the fact that a number of the prisoners upon their 
reception here from the different gaols were suffering from scrofula, and 
from ulcers which necessitated their removal direct to the hospital. 

It may be worthy of remark here, that the prisoners received from the 
large cities present a marked contrast in their health to those received 
from rural districts, the latter being much more robust and healthy, by 
reason I dare say, of their exemption from such low dissipation as the 
criminal class in cities indulge in. 

The daily average number of sick in hospital was 5-4.

S1r,—TI have the honour to lay before you my report for the year 1875, 
On a review of the year just ended, I have to report that the conduct 
of the prisoners under my care has been regular and uniformly good, and 
that few, if any, serious violations of prison rule have been recorded 
against them. In giving religious instructions to the Roman Catholic 
prisoners, collectively or individually, I have always found them atten- 
tive, docile, and respectful; and in visiting the cells, the workshops and 
other places, where the prisoners were engaged in their respective em- 
ployments, I have at all times observed them diligent at work, and 
orderly. 

His Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop administered the sacrament 
of confirmation to a considerable number of the convicts on the 18th of 
July last. Some of these men I had found very deficient in the know- 
ledge of the principal doctrines of the Christian religion, and I had to 
instruct them individually for many weeks before confirmation. ; 

I have been afforded every facility in the exercise of my ministry; and 
the officers, I rejoice to say, of every grade have contributed, each in his 
Own proper sphere, to the good management of the prison, and conse- 
quently to the beneficial results attained, 

I will take the liberty of repeating what I have often said in other re- 
ports, and what year after year becomes more deeply impressed on my 
mind, viz., that in the treatment and reformation of convicts the value 
of honest, prudent, kind-hearted and firm officers, cannot be over esti- 
mated, and that the effects of reformatory discipline mainly depend upon 
the spirit of the men appointed to administer it,

11th January, 1876. 


S1r,—I have the honour to submit my report of the educational de- 
partment of this prison, for the-year ended 31st of December, 1875. 

On the 22nd of May last I was appointed schoolmaster of this prison ; 
consequently my observations are in a great measure confined to only a 
part of the year. 


At the end of the year 1874 there were on school-rolls, . 3 F 124 


Adinitted to school during the year 187 ys i ; : 470 
Transferred from the school to other prisons, &c., in 1875, . 2 179

The instructions given in this school are mostly confined to reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, with occasional lessonson grammar and geography. 
While teaching any of the above branches I interrogate the prisoners 
individually, and as each appears to be held responsible for his own 
answer, it creates in almost all cases, a desire to learn, as they seem to 
vie with each other for the answer. . 

I also introduced a system of. writing on slates from dictation, which 
I find (the school time being so very short) is very advantageous, ag it 
affords the writer a two-fold practice, viz., that of writing and ortho-

to write letters to their friends outside. To effect this I caused the 
letters to be first written.on slates, and then assisted the prisoner in 
making the necessary corrections before putting it on paper. And it 
was with great difficulty I at first induced them to comply with this 
practice, for although the prisoners in many cases could write fairly, yet 


they were wanting in confidence in themselves to write their own letters, 


but now they consider it not only a boon, but the greatest possible grati- 
fication, and invariably conclude their letter with the words, “this is my 
own writing.” : : 

The conduct of the prisoners while under instructions, was, generally 
speaking, good, and they evinced, with few exceptions, an eagerness to 
learn. It would interest a “looker on” to observe the anxious and 
studious manner of the oldest and most illiterate, who, probably never 
before have had an opportunity of attending school. 

Under these circumstances it is not unreasonable to expect that satis- 
factory progress has been made ; and as a proof, I beg to refer to the fol- 
lowing facts:—No prisoner capable of learning, and willing to learn, left 
the prison (since I took charge of the school) unable to read and make 
a fair attempt at writing, notwithstanding the very little time spent at 
school éach day, viz., one’hour, and the very short detention at this prison 
(with the “separate class,” which comprise three-fourths of the prison), 
eight months, together with the large number (48) who on admission, 
were put to learn the alphabet. 

The probation prisoners, or all the prisoners not above the education 
programme laid down by the Director, for eight months after admission 
attend the day school, which is kept open from eleven to one o'clock. 
The junior classes of these, viz., the first and second classes, attend school 
for one hour daily. The more advanced, who do not require it so 
much, viz., the third and fourth classes, attend school for three hours 
every week, each of the two classes attending for one hour every alter- 
nate day. 

The association class, viz., prisoners who are kept here after eight 
months probation, attend the evening school from six to seven o'clock, 
being employed at different trades during the day. The number of this 
class, on an average, is about thirty, and are divided into two sections, 
viz., those above the programme, who are allowed to attend and improve 
themselves by reading, &c., not receiving instructions from the teacher, 


‘and those who do receive tuition. 


A large per-centage of prisoners being illiterate on reception, they re- 
quire strict attention to enable them to improve, even by slow degrees, 
and in order to meet this I discharge all other duties connected with the 
school before and after school hours. Here, I trust, it is not out of place 
to express my acknowledgment of the valuable assistance afforded me 
by the officers in charge of the discipline of the school.

SPIKE ISLAND CONVICT PRISON. 


The state of this prison continues satisfactory, and is very 
creditable to the local prison authorities, especially when it is 
remembered that the buildings are, in many respects, unsuited for 
prison purposes ; that the convicts are, whén at labour, both’ at 
Spike Island and at Haulbowline, mixed up to a very unusual 
extent with military and free labourers; and that the class of 
convicts now dealt with are, in every respect, more difficult. te 
manage than those formerly in custody. 

The general conduct of the subordinate officers has been good. 
Several resignations and discharges, owing to ill health, took place, 
Five Warders were dismissed for breaches of regulations. I regret 
to say three deaths took place; one, that of Principal Warder 
Bourke, a zealous and useful officer, was somewhat sudden. 

The general conduct of the convicts has been good, and their 
attention to their work satisfactory, but the disposition to show 
violence towards officers has continued, and rendered corporal 
_ punishment necessary. An exemplary punishment ordered this 
year in a case of malicious assault, sent for trial at the Quarter 
Sessions, has had so far a most useful effect. The convicts re- 
ceived, although not increasing materially in numbers, are 
decidedly of a worse’and more dangerous class than those in 
former years. 

The health of the convicts has been generally good. 

' The employment of the convicts has been the same asin former 

years.. I have before alluded to the evils arising from admixture 
of free and convict labour, it not only interferes with discipline 
and affords opportunities for convicts to communicate with their 
friends, attempt escape, and obtain prohibited articles, such as 
tobacco, &c., but undoubtedly results in a very considerable loss 
of labour to the public. 

The state of the buildings does not call for special remark ; but 
I regret to state that several works for which funds were voted 
have not been completed ; one,that relating to the water supply, 
may hereafter cause serious inconvenience ; the Roman Catholic 
Chapel, which should have been completed, is barely commenced. 
The system of carrying out the works by the Royal ee 
7 B 
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Srus Department, and by the Board of Public Works, has resulted in 
paix? very great embarrassment to the Prison Department, and con- 
— siderable cost to the public; it is much to be desired that the 
Director's’ portions of the vote providing for repairs, fuel, and light, should 
pm he left at the disposal of the Prison Department. 

During the year three convicts were removed to the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum. Each year shows more clearly the 
unsuitability of Spike Island Prison for the treatment of weak-- 
minded convicts ; and should not the contemplated changes in the 
Prison arrangements in Ireland take place, it will, I believe, 
next year be absolutely necessary to make special arrangements 
for the treatment of this class of convicts—a small class, it is true, 

but a most mischievous and dangerous one. | :

GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 


Governors ; v4 : 
Report. Spike Island Government Prison, 
January, 1876. 

Sir,—I have the honour to present the usual annual report on this 
prison for the year ended the 31st December, 1875. 

On the subordinate staff a good many changes took place; five were 
dismissed the service ; five resigned ; seven were discharged on medical 
grounds ; and three, I regret to report, died in the service, one of whom 
was a principal warder ; eighteen new appointments were made; and I 
would here take the liberty of remarking that in my opinion the Civil 
Service examinations have not improved the standard of candidates for 
this post, as mere reading and writing are not sufficient tests of the 
special qualifications necessary for making good and efficient prison 
warders. 

With some few exceptions the conduct of the subordinate officers has 
been good, and due attention was paid to the duties generally. 

The Chief Warder by his diligence and attention has given every 
satisfaction. The Principal Warders have been also attentive to their 
respective duties. 

A return herewith forwarded will show the number of prisoners in 
custody on the lst January, 1875, and the number received during the 
year. A reduction of ten is shown at the close of the year. The sentencés 
were duly carried out as prescribed by the rules, and daily opportunities 
were afforded each prisoner of applying to me on any matter affecting 
himself or his treatment. 

No change took place in the employment of the prisoners. The usual 
trades were carried on both for the prison and the Naval Docks at 
Haulbowline ; for the latter an increase was made in the number of 
stonecutters, and during the year some very good work was turned 
out.” j 

Truck work is carried on to a considerable extent at Haulbowline. 
‘This system of convicts hauling trucks was many years ago the practice 
under the Royal Engineer Department, but it was discontinued as being 


a great waste of labour, and as such the prison authorities had frequently

There 
were more than the usual number of assaults last year, owing as I believe 
to the convict class being of a lower grade, and worse in character than 
in former years ; but on the whole the great body of the prisoners have 
been well conducted generally, and in no case was there any combination 

- towards misconduct. 


Three were certified insane, and removed to Dundrum Lunatic 


Asylum. 

The weak-minded and irresponsible have as usual added very consi- 
derably to the number of misconduct reports for the year, but none of 
them committed any serious offence. 

The usual Sunday and week-day services were regularly held by the 
respective chaplains, and school instructions given every evening after 
working hours. ; 5 

Mr. Sheehan, Deputy. Governor, has on all occasions rendered me 
zealous and valuable assistance in the maintenance of discipline. 

T have not seen or received intimation of any abuse or abuses not re- 
ported by me. 

Herewith I forward the usual statistical returns for the year. 


I hereby certify that the rules laid down for the government of the 
prison have been complied with during the past year, except in such 
cases as have been reported to or brought under the notice of the 
Director.

Sim,—I have the honour to submit the annual report on the state of 
health of the officers and the prisoners, with the usual medical statistics, 


for the year 1875. 
During the year there were oes of the subordinate officers treated in 
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hospital ; six of this number were for injuries sustained by assaults com- 
mitted on them by convicts ; the remainder were for ordinary catarrhal, 
febrile, inflammatory, and rheumatic affections. . 

There were three deaths among the staff, and seven were discharged 
the service on medical grounds, f 

There were 169 convicts received into this prison during the year, 
fifteen of whom were found to be in a délicate state of health, and being 
unfit for ordinary prison labour, they were placed at employment suitable 
to their respective conditions. 

During the year there were 154 prisoners treated in hospital, chiefly 
for bronchitis, febrile attacks, diarrhoea, wounds, and contusions, and 
abscesses. . fe 

There were seven deaths among the convicts, four of this number 
being from- chronic organic diseases, two from apoplexy, and one from 
fever complicated with bronchitis. In the month of June diarrhea, pre- 
vailed for two days among several of the prisoners. Most of these were 
treated as extern patients, and the disease rapidly subsided without any 


Serious result. The cause of this outbreak was carefully investigated, 


and the conclusion arrived at was that atmospheric influences caused 
it. , 

There were three convicts transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum ; two of these were of weak intellect when received into this 
prison, and the other became insane here. The want of suitable arrange- 
ments for the weak-minded and eccentric prisoners continues to be much 
felt here, and I would again beg respectfully to urge the necessity for 
some provision being made for their special treatment. eer 

The general sanitary condition of this prison. has been satisfactory 
during the year. The water supply has been ample and of good quality, 
the dietaries haye been wholesome and sufficient, and the ventilation, 
which was somewhat defective, is about to be improved. 4 

I have to acknowledge the active support received from the Governor 
and the other officers of this prison, and their willingness and readiness 


at all times to give effect to any suggestions for the well-being of the 
prisoners.

Sir,—I beg leave to present you with my report for the year ending 
31st December, 1875, as the Roman Catholic Chaplain of this prison. 

First, [-beg to state that the various duties prescribed by the prison 
rules for the Roman Catholic Chaplains were faithfully and punctually 
discharged ; and I am happy to be able to say that during no former year 
were the Roman Catholic prisoners more attentive to their religious and 
moral duties, than during the past year. Almost all of them duly, and 
to all appearance, sincerely and piously prepared themselves to obtain 
the spiritual graces and benefits of the jubilee granted by the Roman 
Catholic Church to the faithful, during the year. Besides THIS, very 
many of them received the Sacraments of Penance and the Holy 


Eucharist frequently during the year, some of them monthly and some 


weekly. I need not say that there is no better test of their religious 
and moral reformation than the fact of their having taken the necessary 
pains to rectify their consciences and their conduct, which is essentially 


“requisite for the worthy reception of the Sacraments. 


My hospital duties were comparativelylight. Only seven deaths occured 
here during the year. I have, nevertheless, made it my practice to visit 
the hospital almost daily, and oftener when necessary, to impart to 
the sick all the services and consolations which our holy religion 
prescribes.

Sir,—lI beg to lay before you my report for the past year.. The Roman | 
convicts under my charge have, with few exceptions, conducted them- Chaplants 
selves well ; they seem to be quite in earnest to shorten the period of Report. 
their imprisonment, and to enjoy once more the sweets of liberty. Any 
encouragement given in this direction is attended with happy results. 
Nothing grieves the prisoner so much as to find that he loses a month 
of his liberty when he commits a violation of any of the rules laid down 
for his guidance ; hence, the greatest possible care is taken by the vast 
majority of the prisoners to observe the rules and thereby to advance 
their own interests. There are, however, some few amongst them who 
did commit themselves during the year by assaulting the warders and 
doing them grievous bodily harm. These are men, generally speaking, 
of very violent temper, who, on the least provocation given to them, get 
into a passion and lose all control over themselves ; some of them, indeed, 
are hardly accountable for their acts, so nearly do they approach the 
character of lunatics. These are always dangerous to all who come in 
contact with them ; and I would go so far as to say that this is not the 
proper place for such. They are the cause of much of the disorder which 
arises from time to time. The prisoners have availed themselves very 
generally of all the opportunities granted to frequent the Sacraments of 
Penance and the Blessed Eucharist—those channels through which the 
graces of God flow into our souls, It was most edifying to witness their 
anxiety and desire to secure for themselves the treasures of spiritual help 
which the Church, during the past year, placed within the reach of all 
her children ; and by making good use of these, they will be enabled to 
persevere in a newness of life—one may, indeed, perceive already in their 
steady conduct the good result which has been effected. Their conduct 
at Mass and at daily prayer has been all that could be desired. As 
heretofore, I have visited the prison twice every day, I have attended at 
and given out morning prayer regularly, and read-a chapter of a pious 
book, which is well calculated to make a good impression upon them. A 
sermon has been preached every Sunday and holiday throughout the year. 
Those undergoing punishment in the cells for breach of discipline, as well 
as the sick in hospital, have had the benefit of a daily visit from me, and 
sometimes oftener, according as necessity required it. I have been 
always ready to attend to the calls of prisoners, and often paid them 
visits in their private cells after lock-up at night, to console them, to 
give them good advice, to hear their confessions, and exhort them to 
form resolutions to avoid evil for the future, and to enter upon a course 
' of life which will bring them happiness here and glory hereafter.

-Srr,—I beg leave to lay before you the following report for the year 
1875. 

I am able to speak very favourably of the conduct and demeanour, 
during the last year, of these committed to my charge, I consider them 
to. be generally improving, although I would not in this report be justi- 
fied in alluding to particular cases of amendment and promise. 

Prisoners, like other human beings, must always present to their 
religious teachers, who are striving to get at and influence their inner 
life, a different aspect from what they do to those who are chiefly con- 
cerned with their outward conformity to prison diseipline. The religious 
teacher is led by the habits he has acquired in dealing with men’s highest 
interests, to put up with a great deal which seems outwardly objection- 
able, provided he can reach the conscience and touch the heart ; and he 
is often supposed to yield too much to such feelings in forming his estimate 
of men, especially of those who have been under his own spiritual care. 

But this temperament—passing over the question whether it does 
not afford the truest view of men after all—is a qualification for the useful- 
ness and success of the minister of our Lord Jesus Christ, indispensable. 

It is regarding them from this point of view, and making, allowance 
for the nature of the materials submitted to us, which with progressing

HEAD SCHOOLMASTER’S REPORT. wie 

Spike Island Convict Prison, 
January 11, 1876. 

S1r,—In compliance with your directions, I have the honour to submit 


my annual report for 1875. 
During the past year the school has been conducted in all respects the 


same as in the preceding year. No material change has been madein 


the system of instruction, or in the method of teaching. Ag hitherto 
the prisoners have made fair progress. Their conduct at school in general — 
has been very good. They appear to appreciate the opportunities here 
afforded them of improving themselves ; and are not only attentive, but 
evince a desire to learn. It ig very seldom found necessary to make a 
complaint of a prisoner for an offence committed in the school. \’ 

The state of education amongst the prisoners received during the past 
year appears to be much the same as that of previous years. 

At the close of the year the number on the school roll was 309, of 
whom 28 were in the first or lowest class ; 65 in the second ; 149 in the 
third ; and 67 in the exempt class, who attend school of their own accord. 
There is no material difference between these numbers and the corres- 
ponding numbers of the previous year, re

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Though itis optional with the prisoners exempted from school—on the spike 
ground of being sufficiently educated for all practical purposes with people acer 
in their station of life—to attend school, and with the other prisoners ***°* 
compulsory until they attain exemption, yet on a very wet evening, after Head 
coming over under heavy rain from Haulbowline, it is found that most Sghool- a 
of the prisoners, on whom it is compulsory to go to school, attend on Temert: 
such evenings, when the option of attending school is humanely extended 
to all. And many applications from prisoners in the exempt class for 
permission to attend school have to be held over, and cannot be granted 
until vacancies occur in the school, lest overcrowding should result, as 
the numbers capable of being accommodated are at their maximum. 
Therefore, it may be fairly inferred that’ if it were left optional with all 
the prisoners to attend school—a change which I do not desire—a suffi- 
cient number of voluntary scholars would be found to fill the school. 

The library continues to be attractive. Some of the older volumes are 
falling into decay. A moderate periodical supply of fresh volumes ap- 
pears to. be needed to compensate for the necessary wear and tear of the 
older books. 

My Assistant, Mr. Ryan, continues to discharge his duties as hereto- 
fore with ability and discreetness.

It is satisfactory to be able to report far more favourably than — —_ 
in the last annual report on the manner in which the officers of ee 
this prison have discharged their duties, the result having been ; 
that whilst the discipline of the prison has been maintained, fewer 
prisoners have been punished for breaches of prison rules, and the 
disposition to violence on the part of the prisoners has very much 
diminished. ; 

‘The changes in the staff of subordinate officers were more 
_ numerous than usual: 9 having resigned; 4 having been dis- 
charged owing to ill-health; 2 dismissals for misconduct took 
place; 1 officer retired. There is considerable difficulty in 
obtaining suitable female officers; and until an efficient staff is 
formed, changes such as have last year occurred cannot be avoided. 
Some officers who promised to become efficient and useful resigned, 
feeling themselves unequal to the duties which are necessarily 
laborious and irksome. sts 

The employments of the convicts have remained unchanged. A 

much larger quantity of washing is now done in the prison. The 
' washing for the schools under the Education Board, which was 
formerly carried on by paid labour at Glasnevin, is now sent to 
the prison laundry, thus a very considerable saving results to the 
public, whilst suitable employment is found for a large number of 
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the convicts. Any washing now contracted for by the public 
service could advantageously be sent to the prison laundry. 

The uniforms for the officers of the convict service, and all 
clothing for male and female convicts is made at the female 
prison ; similar work now supplied by contractors to other depart- 


‘ments could be made up at the prison; a saving to the public 


would be effected, whilst suitable work would be provided for the 
convicts. It is sometimes very difficult to obtain sufficient work 
to keep the convicts employed, whilst the rates paid for the work 
sent in—sewing—are very low. 
The health of the convicts, taking into account the dissipated 
lives led by many of them previous to conviction, has been good. 
The removals to the Central Lunatic Asylum have been 


numerous. It is much to be regretted that any prisoners showing 


a decidedly weak mind should be sent to a convict prison, for 
although in all cases where such is noticed, or even suspected, the 
rules of the prison are relaxed, still the unavoidable restrictions 
of a convict prison can hardly fail to aggravate any tendency 
which may exist towards insanity.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Mountjoy Female Prison, 
11th January, 1876. 


Sir,—I have the honour to lay before you my annual report of this 
prison for the year ending 31st December, 1875. 

No change has taken place in the treatment of the prisoners calling 
for any special report from me. Their conduct has been, on the whole, 
satisfactory ; and we have been able, by the introduction of washing for 
the different schools under the Board of National Education in this city, 
to provide a sufficient supply of useful and healthy work to keep them 
fully employed. 

The conduct of a great number of the staff has been satisfactory ; but 
the discharge of the duty has been attended with difficulty and anxiety, 
in consequence of as large a number of new appointments as 15, of 
whom 9 resigned when trained; 4 were discharged owing to bad bealth ; 
1 retired ; 1 discharged, being over age ; and 2 were dismissed. So many- 
changes makes it difficult to get the work properly done when the staff is 
short. 

The school has been managed to my satisfaction. The teachers are 
zealous and attentive.

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my report of the sanitary condi- 


were 104 ; of the twenty-four patients who remained in hospital in the 
beginning of the year 1875, three died from cancer, cirrhosis of lung, and 
renal dropsy, respectively.. Two of those who were admitted within the 
year died, one of laryngitis, and ‘the other from phthisis, 

Seven convicts were transmitted to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum for 
treatment, five of whom exhibited symptoms of weak intellect from the 
beginning, but were not considered fit subjects for the asylum 3; having, 
however, become worse, it was found necessary to have them transferred 
there. The other two had been in the prison for four years and showed 


no previous symptoms until they became rather suddenly attacked, and — 


it soon became evident that they laboured under mania.’ These two pri-

that it has worked satisfactorily 

Another year’s experience enables me to confirm what I have stated

Sir,—During the past year the prisoners under my charge have been, 
in general, orderly, industrious, and submissive to the prison discipline, 
with the exception of three whose temper leads them into breaches of 
discipline, who are the objects of my anxious care and of whom I am 
hopeful. The Sunday and Week-day Divine Services have been celebrated, 
and the Holy Communion has been statedly administered. 

I have visited the school, hospital, and penal ward, as it appeared to 
me necessary or advisable, and I have seen and conversed with the women 
from time to time, sometimes at their request and sometimes as I may ~ 
have thought it to be desirable to do so. 

I am happy in being able to add that the prisoners have the advantage 
of a weekly visit from a lady, well known for her ability, judgment, and 
zeal, who attends them for purpose of giving them instruction and — 
advice. 

I have also the pleasure of acknowledging the prompt and kindly 
assistance which I invariably receive from the officers of the prison. 

Your supervision of the prison, your inspection of my journal, and 
my direct communication with you when it is necessary leaves me nothing 
to write with reference to my duties, which should be the subject of a 
report, with which you are not perfectly familiar.

We regard as worthy of special mention 
the thrée days mission conducted, with your permission, by the Vincentian 
Fathers in the month of May. It was productive of happy and, we trust, 
lasting results. At its close almost all approached the Sacraments of 
Penance and Holy Communion with the intention of gaining the jubilee. 
Though we have every reason to be satisfied with the demeanour of 
the generality of the prisoners, we cannot but regret that there are a 
few who derive little benefit from our services and upon whom our words 
seem to produce no effect. Indeed it is hardly to be expected but that 
some such persons shall always be found in Convict Prisons 5 it is, how- 
ever, gratifying to reflect that acts of violence have been fewer and of a 
less serious character than in the preceeding year. 
The new arrangement by which all the convicts are privileged to 
assemble in Chapel for Benediction and Sermon at mid-day, on Sundays 
and holidays is, in our opinion, very beneficial ; for it breaks the mon- 
otony of their day and gives us a better. opportunity of instructing them. 
In conclusion, we feel much pleasure in expressing our gratitude to 
the Superintendent and other officers for their kind attention to us, and 
in an especial manner for the assistance given us in our visits to the 
hospital and penal ward, as well as for their many services in the choir 
and in the care of the Chapel.

Mountjoy Female Prison,

S1z,—In compliance with your directions, I have the honour to submit 
my report on the school in connexion with this prison for the year ended 
31st December, 1875. =f ays 

The hours of attendance, the system of instruction, and the general 
arrangements of the school were of the same description and character 


as those in use during several former years. It affords me great.pleasure ~ 


to be able to state that the progress of the prisoners in the several sub- 
jects which occupied their attention was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

The daily average attendance during the year was 168, and the 
number newly admitted was 89 ; of the latter 33 were able to read and 
write, 23 could read, but not write, and the remaining 33 were wholly 
illiterate. Even those who, on admission, were able to read and write 
had only received a very imperfect, kind of education, so much, so that 
the mere statement. of the numbers who can read and write will give 


only a very inadequate idea of the degree of real education they have. 


received. 


The progress made in reading was considerable during the year, i. 


Twenty-two prisoners were removed from the first to the second book, 


_ 31 from the second to the third, and 36 from the third to the fourth, the 


highest reading book used in the school. The prisoners in the third and 
fourth books read with ease and intelligence so as to be easily understood, 
and even listened to with pleasure. i oF 

The writing of the prisoners in the higher classes is clear and legible, 


and executed with neatness and caré. “The progress made in this subject _ 


was fair, as 70 prisoners learned to write during the year. 

The other subjects taught are arithmetic and geography. The prisoners 
in the fourth book, with few exceptions, understand the: principles of 
notation and numeration, and can work questions in. the compound 
rules correctly ; some few can work questions in: proportion. Nearly 
all acquired this information in prison. The prisoners in the upper 
classes know the outlines of the map of the World, and have a general 
knowledge of the maps of Europe and of Ireland. It may be right to 
remark here that when prisoners become sufficiently educated for their 
position in life, according to the standard laid down, their attendance is 
suspended in order to enable the teachers to devote their attention to 
those most in need of instruction. : 

Forty-seven were transferred to the refuges, 31 of whom were 
able to read and write, 10 could read only, and 6 could neither read 
nor write. It is explained to each prisoner as soon as possible after her 
reception that she must learn to read and write as one of the necessary 
qualifications for removal to the refuges. As nearly all desire the 


privileges the refuges afford, the fear of being excluded from those 


privileges induces them to apply themselves and their co-operation in 
their own improvement is thus secured. 

Some of those transferred, and who were not up to the required 
standard, were old women of weak intellect, and therefore incapable of 
making the necessary progress, and on. my so.certifying to you they were 
allowed the privilege which they had in every other respect earned.

very satisfactory, Ten were kept from school for gross misconduct, a

The Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the School Instructor write 
their own reports. I may be permitted to state that each have done 
their best to reform the convicts under their care, and the results are 
encouraging and hopeful. The conduct of the convicts hag been very 
good. The works on the farm have been performed by convict labour, as 
usual ; and some tradesmen employed at their respective trades, and 
Iam able to report very favourably on the amount of work done by 
them. This is very important, as I find the men improve in“their 
industrial habits, so do their morals advance also. The number of con- 
victs received during the year from Spike Island and Mountjoy prisons, 
94, released on licence 70, 3 of that number have had their licences 
revoked for breaches thereof. The daily average number at Lusk for 
the year has been 44. No escape has taken place during the year. 

The crops on the farm have been a very fair average and contrast very 
favourably with the crops on the surrounding farms, and it is only just 
to state that each of the warders are attentive and painstaking in getting 
the crops put in well. The new building is very nearly completed, and 
the other farm buildings have been kept in good repair by convict labour 
under Mr. O’Connell.
